TRS eOUHA VA», 1814^15. 

Tub Gorklia war.—1814-10. The territories, 
of Nepal ^ extended for a distance of toore tiiau 
seven hundred milee along the nortliem frontier 
of the Britiab poeaettiona. In the year 1705, 
the valley of Nepal was partitioned among the 
three Hindoo rajas of Khatmandu, Lalita-patan, 
and Bbstgaon.*

"In 1767. amiliUiy forco under Major Kin* 
loch drove the Gorkhaa out of the promco, and. 
foUowiog them into tho hilla, took poaaoaaion of 
Makwanpor. When a good undorst&ndiiig with 
the court of IQtatmandu waa rcetored, Mr. I f utinga 
gave up that part of Makwanpur which was 
situated in the hiUs. but ratoioed tlio low lands 
on tho Bcttia frontior as • compensation for tl^o 
cost of the military oxpeditioTi. which tlic llongol 
goverumeot had been compelled, in solf'dcfcnco, 
to undortako /’' 

Oorkha li tho name of tho town situate in 
tlio district of tho same naiuo. whence tho Gor* 
klios, the conquerors of the country, oame. In 
179d, tho Ooikbes sent an army ogmnst Dioasa* 
and compelled tho Xiaisas to pay tribute to the 
Brohmlnical ruler of Nopal. The Bmporor of 
China, incensed by tho indignity offered to a 
religion of which he is the secular head, di^tohed 
a largo army lo Nepal, wbicli defeated tho raja's

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troops, and advanced within a fewmiiea of Kbat- 
mandn. The raja agreed to pay a yearly tribute. 
They had for many yean been maldng encroach* 
ments on the tontonea of otu alliee, subject to 
the prtsideiKy of Bengal. Thw eocroachmenta 
commenced as hr back as 1767, and were per* 
abtcd a, with interraJs, until 1613. 

In 1604, the Nepalese bad made claims on the 
districts of Sheoraj andfibotwal, within our ceded 
prorinces. The Marquis Wellealey did not think 
it proper, on the ere of his leaving India, to enter 
upon a war with thoe people. Sir George Barlow 
offered, in 1605, to relinqniah the Company’s 
chums to Sheoraj, if they would give upBhotva).' 
In 1809, Lord hCnto rememstrated ag^t the 
retentaon of BbotwaL The mutiny at Madras, 
and tbe expeditions to the French oud Butch 
islands, prevented, at the time, military proceed* 
ings against tbe raja of N^aL In 1611, they made 
iresh exLcroachments on Gorakhpar. The govern* 
inent were reluctant to go to war. The Nepal 
raja considered this as a ago of the want of 
power in the Indian gorenunent On the 29th 
May, 1314, the Nepalese attacked our police on 
the frontier. HostSities now became evident.

army was appointfid to take the field, con¬ 
sisting of several divisions. 

'file first division under Major-general D. Ochter- 
louy, consisting of sixty thousand men, was 
destined to attack the Gorkha positions at the 
western extremity of their line. The second 
di\d3ion, under M^or-geucral Qillcspic, coiisistiug 
of throe thousand fivo hundred men, was to 
occupy the Dolira Dlioon, and besiege Jytak. 
The third division, nhdei* M/yoi-gcnerul J. S. 
Wood, consisting of four thousand five hundred 
men, was to march fmia the Goraklipur froutier, 
through Bhotwa] and Sheoxaj, to Palpo. Tho 
fourth divisioii, under Major-general Maidey, was 
nearly eight thousand strong. Tho total force, 
twenty-two thousand men. Tlie forco was to 
morcli through the valley of Mukwanpoor to Khat- 
niandu. Local corps woro stationed on the British 
frontier. Ou the south-east &onticr, Ct^tain 
Latter was posted widi the Bungpoor local bat¬ 
talion, and a battalion of rogiilnv native infantry. 
The whole force, including irrcgnlare, amounted 
to more than thirty thousand men, and sixty 
guns. It was said the Gm*khas could muster 
twelve thousand regular troops,

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Major-general Gilleepie’e division proceeded, 
pia tie Timli Pa» on the 19tb October, 1824, 
into the valley of the Dhoon. On the 32nd, 
Lienteuant-colonel Mavby, with the main body, 
occupied the town of Dehm. 

The Gorkhaa back to Kalanga. Lientenant- 
colonel Mawby mardied opon that fort, sum- 
moned tho garrison, who returned an ^awer of 
defiance. General GiUespie joined the advance on 
the 26tb, with the remainder of Ms force. Heavy 
guns were brought up, bat no proper breach was 
made, though prepantiona wen made to cany the 
fort by steam, ‘^le aasaolt took place on the Slat 
October. Therewerefonreohunsaof attackanda 
reserve. Three of the colmnna having a detour to 
make, never heard the agnal gnn, and had not 
reached thdr destinations. The enemy made a 
sortie, which was repelled. The general thinking 
our troops might follow them into tho fort, ordered 
the advance of the troops on that side. “ The 
man could not scale the wall, as the ladders could 
not he fixed, owing to the enemy’s fire. The 
attempt to force the outwork and cany the gate 
failed. General (^llespie placed himself at the 
head of throe fresh companies, and of one hun¬ 
dred of the 8th dumonnted dragoons. The 
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5Srd bung bade. The general called on tbo 
raen to foDow him^ when lie was shot throngb 
the heait. The fall of the general completed the 
diBcouiagement of the men; and a retreat was 
ordered/' One of the other columns arrived 
in time to cover the retreat. Colonel Mawby/ 
on whom the command devolved, retumod to 
Dehia, and there waited the arrival of a batter* 
ing'train from Dellii. 

The train having arrived, the army^ advanced 
again on the 25th November against Kalanga. 
A battery of eigliteen-poundcrs made a pvaoticahlo 
breach by noon on the 27th. Tho troops* moved 
with their mnahets unloaded / The assault failed. 
Within the breach there was a precipitous de¬ 
scent of about fourteen feet, at the foot of which 
stood a part of the gornaon armed with spears, 
&G., supported by another portion with match* 
lochs and various missiles. There was not a 
proper breach/ The storming party was recalled. 
The loss was

It oppoorod aftorwardo that the enem; pro* 
ourod the voter for the garriaon at dome diatanoe 
outside. No attempt was made to provont the 
ouomy getting the water by etatiouing parties to 
out it off. The aignala made by guns in the hills 
were useless, as they could not be properly heard, 
as no one knew where the sound carao from. 
Rocourae was now had to a bombardment. The 
fortress was little more than an open enclosure 
within stone walla, and afforded no shelter to 
the besieged, and soon bocame untenable. In 
the course of three days the stench iVom the 
unburiod bodies became intolorable^ the com- 
maudont abandoned the place, with seventy 
aurvivoia out of tho six hundred who had com¬ 
posed the garrison. Balbhadra Sing dfeoted 
bis escape unperceived, and joined three hun¬ 
dred fresh troops which bad been sent to his 
relief. The party was pursued by Major Ludlow* 
who, by great activity, came upon them suddenly 
oil the night of the let December, 1814. After

a smart action tlic Gor^baa were routed. They 
disappeared among the rocosses of thomountaisa, 
aud our troopa retunied to camp. The fort of 
Kalanga woa domoliabed.^ 

The result of tiie &1)ove checka and tlie heavy 
loaa aufferod, railed the ipirita of tbo Qorkhoa, 
and induced ns to make oddlticne to tlio foi'cc 
to coTiy on opotationa againat Nopal'-^tbreo 
rogimeiiU of native infantry of two battalions 
each wore ordered to bo raiaod,* and eight grena¬ 
dier battaliona were formed of'eight coniponioa 
each, and their places wore supplied by enpplo- 
mentory grenadier companiea being raised; so 
that an additional force of about twelve thou¬ 
sand men were added to the Bengal avjuy; tl\o 
grenadier battalions being attaobed to the differ¬ 
ent divisions of the army in tlie field. 

The division under Colonol Mawby after the 
capture of Kalonga,* was directed to ninroh to 
tlie westward, into the valley of Karda, so as to 
effect a co-operation witli the division under 
Colonel Ochtcriony. On the 10 th Docomber 
the diviaion was within seven miles of Nolian,

the capital of Siimor. The Gorkha army iu 
that q^iorter wrs commanded by lUnjor Sing 
Th( 4 >&the son of Amor Sing, whose bead-quarters 
were at Jyiak^ a fort on the top of a mountain, 
five tboueaud feet above the sea. On the 20tli 
December the force was joioed by Major-gcnei*a} 
Martindolb He ocoupwl Naban, and moved to 
the foot of the range, on the higlieet peak of 
which stood the fort of Jytak, (he approach ur 
which woe defended by stockades &t various 
heights. It appeared that the garrison ohtrined 
their supply of water wells situated outside 
the fort and some diatance below it. Kajora 
Richards' and Ludlow.^ bod minutely recon¬ 
noitred the position, and ascertained the above 
foot. The general resolved to attempt to out oH* 
\he supply of water, and to destroy the strongly 
stockaded post to the west of the fort, erected 
for the defence of the weUs. Major Ludlow’s 
party^ was to move against tho post on the left 
and nearest side^ the other, under Major Biobordi*

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to make n detour, and attack the etcckndo in the 
rear. The columoa were overpowered hy a eupe« 
rior force, and compollod to retreat. Major 
Rioliorda left oomp at midnight: ho had lixtoen 
tailoe to maroU hy paths rorol/ admitting two 
men abreast. He reached the foot of tlio hills 
by d and having gained the luramlt, ad¬ 
vanced within three hundred yards of the fort 
6f Jytok. The enemy wore engaged with tho 
force under Major Ludlow. Ho maiohod on 
hour bter, having a much shorter dlstanco to go, 
and earb'er came into contact with the enemy i 
he had driven book their picquets at 8 a.m. 
The column advanced to the summit of a hill, 
and dislodged a small Gorkba post. They 
advanced against a stockade with only port of 
the force, and Med. Tho troops in India Ijod 
not been accustomed to warfare in a mountainous 
country. With narrow paths and steep ascents 
troops movo alow!/. The Gorklms themselves 
always stockaded tboir position at every lioltiT^g- 
ground. Wo afterwords adopted tho plan of 
stookading, and a more connected form of attack. 
Dt. W. Darby gallantly exerted himself when

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not profesnonally engaged, irith Major Bichu’d'a 
column. The general <hd not send supporting 
partiea, aa he had been advUed to do: the two 
ooliunna could not support each other; while the 
enemy detached their body. On the^ams 
they were ^ways defeated; but in (heir difficult 
the Qorkhos ore, sword in hand, good fighters, 
ond ore, also, good shoU. The loss was four 
oiRcers killed, ond eight wounded, nod four hun¬ 
dred and Rfty-^rce men killed and wounded in 
both columns, total four handled end ei^ity-five. 
This repulse haJ a most mischievous effect upon 
the progress of the compaign; os Ma;or<genersl 
Martindell did not think himself competont to 
I'csume offensive meosuroe. 

General Ochterlony, farther to the west was 
successful.' He was opposed to A mar 8iug 
T)u 4 )tH tlie mosicelebrat^ ofthe Gorkba loaders. 
TJie scene of action was a rugged country. 
Kum the left bank of the southern arm of the 
Sutlej, naes a succession of lofty mcuntaina. 
On three of the ranges, the Oorkha general had 
constructed the forts of Nalngerh, lUmgerh, 
and Molaun, stono atructuies, the approaches to 
which were defended by strong timber atockades.

Tke general's division ascended tbe liills at tlie 
eud of October, 1814. On the 2nd November, 
he arrived before the fixit and lowest of the 
mountain ridges. Here stood tl^o fort of Kola* 
gerh. with the outwork of Taragorh, higher up 
the hill, commanding the OQtrance into tho moun< 
tain. With much labour tUo guns' woro raised 
to an elevation to bioocli the walls. l\y tlio 4th, 
batteries were opened, and on tho OtU tho oneiny 
surrendered Tavogerh, Towering Car above tho 
pass of Nalagei'h, and at an elevation of four 
thousand six hundred feet above tho sea, ap¬ 
peared the mountain on whldi stood tlie fort of 
K^gerh. Amar Slug, on hearing of Ochter* 
lony’a advance, marched from Arki with three 
thousand regular troops towards Ramgerii. Ho 
took up a position and stockaded it. Ochterlony 
wisely I'esolved not to make an attack in front. 
Ho dotensinod to turn the onoin/s loft, and 
assail their position from tlie rear. He moved 
to tho ludghts of Nolian. seven miles iioith-uiist 
fi-om Kamgorh. Ho eractod a battery, which 
was found to be too distant. Lioutonont Lawtio, 
engineers, with a small party, in reconnoitring 
for a nearer position was enn'Oimdod. A rein-

forcemeat sent from camp, Lad ooe officer ^ed, 
and seventy sepoys killed and wounded, greatly 
owing to the misconduct of the mea. * Hearing 
of the second failure at Kal&uga, Oebterlony 
applied for reinforcements, and suspended offen¬ 
sive operations. In the moan time, roads were 
made, and tho organisation of the irregular levies 
of tho ndlioronts to the British cause went on; 
when (iidth December) the force being joined by 
the 2nd battedion 7th native infantry, with a 
train of field artillery, and by a Sikh levy, Gene¬ 
ral OohterloQy resumed active operations. 

On the 27th of December, 1614, Colonel 
Thompson was dispatched to prosecute the plan* 
of spreading along the enemy's roar, and inter¬ 
cepting his communications with Avid* and Bi- 
laspur, by occupying the Dibu hills, a low range 
on the north cast of Ramgerb. A lodgment was 
effected. The Gorkha general mode a desperate 
&ud fhiitlcss effort to drive away the detachment. 
General Ochterlony, leaving a force under Briga¬ 
dier Arnold to watch the enemy's movements, 
marehed so as to place himself on the north of 
the last range of hills betweeo Malaun and the

Amar Sing, aWraod for bia 
conunonicationB, withdrew hie main body (rom 
Ramgerh, and, leaving a gamson in the fort,

Colonel Arnold diea moved round tho oppoaitc 
extremity of the ridge, to co-operate with Gene- 
ral Ocbterlony on its northern base; delayed by 
a rongh counti^ and a heavy foU of snow, he 
turned the north-west extremity of the lino, and 
received the submission of the government of 
Bilaepur, and posaession of the fort of Ram- 
gerli, divided only by t deep and oxtonaivo hol¬ 
low from Malnun. Aforoo, under Liout.-Colonel 
Cooper, dislodged the Gorkhas from Uamgerb, 
and othor posts which they had continued to 
hold to the south, and then moved to oo-operatu

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with tho mam body. Thcso movamenta, and 
the sovciity of tho eoaaoQ/ prevented the com¬ 
pletion of tlic invMtmont of Molaun till the let 
of April, mi6. In ^0 meantime, the ormiee 
actinia at tho caBtorii extremity of tho lino of opo* 
rationa had boon engaged with tho cnomy, but 
hod mode little progroM. 

Tho tldrd division of tho army, under Major 
Qoncrol J. S. Wood, osBcnibled at Gorakhpur 
oorly In Novombor, 1814, bat was not ready to 
take tho Add till tho middle of Becoiiibor.^ Tho 
destination waa tbo district of Polpa, lying beyond 
Bhotwal, and accessible by a difRtult mountain 
pass. On the Ord of January, General Wood 
marched to reconnoitre tho etockado of Jitpur, 
situated at tho foot of tho Majkoto hills, one 
mUo west of Bliotwol, which it would be necos- 
sary to carry. Major Comyn was seut with 
seveu compauica to turn tho hank of the po¬ 
sition; tho gouoral himself proceeded with twenty- 
one companies to attack it is front and os the 
right. Ht expected, on dealing a wood throngh 
which lay tho road, to come out upon an open 
plain at some distance from the stockade. The 
general and his staff unexpectedly found them-

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selves 'mthin fifty paces of the stockade. The 
enemy opened a heavy lhre> and the gatrison 
made e sorUe. The troops coming up saved the 
party, The main body attacked tlio works in 
front, while one company of His Majoaty^e 17 th 
foot, under Oaptoiu Crokor,^ carried a hill to tho 
right, whlel) commanded the onomy’a stockade. 
Instead of being tupporfod, Captain Crokor was 
recalled, and nothing was dono to redeem the 
honour of tho British arms, Migor Comyn 
ofTectod a passage between tlio stockade and 
Bhotwal. and approached the oininonco on whicli 
the latter was aituato<l, Tliurc appcoi'cd to bo 
every probability of suceoss, when the gonoral 
commanded a retreat. Several ofBcei'a weru 
wounded. Lieutenant Morrison, engineers, died 
of his wounds, Had there boon a proper ad« 
vanco guard and flnnhiiig parties, the general 
never would have got wiCliiu fifty paces of the 
stockade without knowing that ho was ncav (ho 
enemy. This fovco went into cantonmonts at 
Gorakhpur in the beginning of May: as exposure 
to the insalubrity of the climato iu tho Teeroce* 
liad already affeoted the troops.

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The chief Telieuce of Lord Moira^ for the 
success of the ento plim of the comprugn, 
rested upon the division which was to be di¬ 
rected against the Gorkha capitoI, Khatmsndu. 
The troops ossemhled at Dinapocr, on the right 
bank of the Ganges, and marked towards Bet- 
on the 2Srd of November, 1814. h^jor 
Biadsluiw, commanding on the iron tier of Sarun, 
joined by Major Roughscdge, with the Ramgerh 
battalion, and other troops, had proceeded pre¬ 
viously to dear the frontier forests of the 
Gorkha posts. He surprised Parsuram Thapa, 
the governor of the district, who was encamped 
with four hundred men. He was Bucprised and 
routed, the thapa killed and fifty of hie men, 
aud Qiatiy were drowned in the BhagmatL De¬ 
tachments under Captain Bay aud lieutenajit 
Smith took possession of the posts of Baragerhi 
and Farsa, in advance of Barharwa, and the tract 
known as the Tirm was occupied, and annexed, 
by prodamation, to the British territoiies.^ 

The main army arrived at Pachiaota, on the 
frontier, on the 12th of December, and the re-

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mamder of ttie montti was spent in proliminofy 
arrangements for ascending tlie InlU, end waiting 
for tbe battering trtdn. The general's iustme- 
tlona were to leavo the heavy guns in the mrj 
till he had eitabliahed a solid footing in advauoe. 
Tins dolay allowed tlie Goihlioe to rocovor from 
the alarm oaused by the defeat and death of 
Parsumm Tbapa. Tho Oorkhos wore on tlie 
alert. To secure the oocupation of the Tlrai) 
Major BnuUhaw bad atatlonod Captain Ilay^ with 
the hoad*quartcr8 of the Champnrnn light in* 
fantry, at Baragerhii Captain Biocknoy, witli the 
loft wing of the 2nd battalion 22ud native in¬ 
fantry^ at Semanpur, about twenty miles on his 
riglit; and Captain Sibley, witli about dvo hun¬ 
dred men, at Parse, about tbe same distonco on 
Captain Hay’s left. Oonoral Morloy oncamped 
near Leutsn, two miles west of Boitgerbi. The 
outposts at Somanpur and Forsa were unsup¬ 
ported, and no prccautioos woro token to secure 
either position by tomporary defences, altliough 
they were situated in the immediate proximity of 
the enemy. Both posts were ottsekod in force 
on the Ut of January, 1615. Captain Blackncy 
was taken completely by surpriso, and, with his 
second b command (lieutenant Duncan), was 
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filoia at the first onset. The tents were set on 
fire, and the troops lulled or dispersed, except a 
few kept to^tlier by Lieutenant Strettell, and 
conducted to. Gloraaban< At Paiw, Captoia Sib* 
ley liad suspected an i^)proaobmg attack, and 
applied for reinforcements i four companies of 
the 15 th native infantry wore detached on the 
evening of the Slst of Decembo'r, but they 
arrived only in time to cover the retreat of the 
fugitives. Captain Sibley and more than half 
bis detachment wore killed, and the wli ole of the 
stores, dtc., taken by the enemy. 

Gcnerei Marloy, deeming his position unsafe, 
made a rotrogade movement to the west ward to 
guard the dcp6t at Bettia, and for tho security of 
the Saruu honticr, leaving a strong foroe with 
Major Boughsedge, at Baragorhi. The fcceling of 
alarm extended to Gorakhpur and Tirbut; and 
the approach of a Gorkba army was universally ap* 
prohonded. They, however, recovorod tlie whole 
of the Tirai, not immediately proteoted by mill* 
tary posts } and made various incuruons into the 
British territories. With regard to Puna the state 
of the oaso was as follows.^ Porsa was close on

the men. Tliore was a six-poundor which might 
have boon placed in the entronohment. Instead 
of which they wore attocked in cwop, which wos 
60 dose to it, that the discliru^goe horn tliu gun 
peelod off the bark of tlio ti'oos. If tlioy hnd 
been out down, tiroy would have liiul a elem* 
opon space; whereas tlio tioos offered a |)rutoc* 
tiou to the enemy. Thoro wore no means adopted 
for aacorUuningtho approach of an cnoiny, tliough 
expected to make an attack.^ Lioutcimut Smitli 
stated, tlmt on the niglit before ho wavned Cap¬ 
tain Sibley that )ic (Lieutenant Smith) had ob¬ 
tained intoltigenco of the expected attack to bo 
made early next morning, but tlio report did not 
induce any pi^caution being taken. T)ie foroo sent 
os a reinforcement ludted when it arrived half¬ 
way, as no firing was hoard. In September, 1780,

It wM then that the explosion of BailUe’s tumbrils

Great ofTorU were made to add to the strength 
of General Marley'e forte.* H» Majesty’a Idth 
and 17th foot, and other troops, were at once 
diapatdied to the frontier, raising the amount of 
the division to thirteen thousand men. The gene* 
ral hesitated to more; and after spending the 
month of January in inactivity, sud^ly quitted 
his camp.* Colonel Dick assumed the command, 
until the arrival of Major«general George Wood, 
towarda the end of February. 

The Qorkhas entrapped.—lieutenant Pickers- 
gill,* Assistant Quarter-maater General, was out 
surveying on the 20th of February, 1815. with a 
small escort, and came unexpectedly upon a party 
of four hundred Gorkbas. By akilfuUy pretend¬ 
ing to retreat, he drew the party £rMU the cover

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of (lie'forest towards camp. He sent informa* 
tion to camp. Colonel Dick sent one Imndred 
irregular Ijorso^ and followed with tlm picquete. 
The cavcdiy and a number of mounted officers 
from camp charged the Gorkhas, when the com- 
loondei, a chief of eomo noto^ and one hundrc<l 
of hifl men woro killed; flfoy woi'o takon^ the rest 
fiod, and many were diownod in crossing o rivu¬ 
let.' This affaii* struck so much ton’d* into tliu 
Nepalese, that they hos^y fell back H'om their 
forward positions, and again abaudonud tlio 
Tiroi/* Tbo rood to Muck wan poor was now open. 
But Qoncral Wood pleaded tbo advanced season 
of the year os an excuse for coufiuing his opora- 
tions to the plaint; and having.atcertaiued that 
the Qorkltns had evnenoted the low lends (ISrai), 
the army was biokcn up and cantoned along tlio 
frontier, from tlio Gondak to tlm Kusi.’ It is 
stated (after the 20th of February, 1815), tliat 
" A month remained for militoiy operotions he* 
fore tlm unlionltliy season conuuonccd.’'

The treat)' was dgaed at Huokwanpoor on the 
5th of March^ 1816, when the Aaalatant Adjutant* 
genera), Captain Watson,^ reported that half the 
European officera were on the sick list next da^. 
The troops got back to Bettia on the 18th of 
March, when there was much sickneas. Muck- 
wonpeor is in a direct line twenty-five, but by 
tlio road about fifty miles of very difficult country 
to Khotmandu. This will show that General 
Dick could not advance with safety; for neither 
Colonel Ochterlony nor Colonel Moolis had sac* 
ocoded at Molown, or at AJmoro. General Mar- 
loy'e force, os compared with that employed in 
February, 1816, was inferior to Sir D. Ochter- 
lony’a army. The success of the operations in 
April (Almora) and May (Maiown) 1815, gave 
US the means of further success ; and not least, 
a good knowledge of the Qorkhaa and ffieir 
country. 

We in 1816 had no opposition of any conse¬ 
quence ; the pass by whidi Ochterlony advanced 
was turned. He had two stroog brides j the 
light and left columns made a to attack 

the enemy in flank, while Ochterlony advanced by 
the direct route. Now. neither in Marley's case, 
) Lieutffliin^coloiisl Watson died ia 18H. 
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DOT in that of Wood was tlier© anytlnng; bnt a 
direct attack proposed. The author went with 
the left column,' and knows that route; all the 
troops (except the right column which never joined 
Sir David,) relumed hy tlie route by which Sir 
David advanced. 27tree tIiotiMnd men ooidd have 
defended the o^mt the ^/dtole of the tro^ 
eniflo^ed in 1815; and the force in 1810, waa 
better equipped and organised. The troops had 
temporary cantonments in tlio mins of 1615, at 
Nauthpoor (near tiie Kusi river) at Rannni^;nr, 
at Bliug\vanpoor, and at GJoruokpoor.® Many 
officers went away sick. Tlicro wero liundi’cds 
of sepoya sent away sick from Nauthpoor, tho 
moat sickly of all the above cantonments. 

Tlie hoimdary of Our frontier on the cast of 
the river Kusi was protected from insult by a 
force under Major Latter, and tho Gorkhas woro 
driven from all their positions: occupation hod 
been taken of tho province of Momng, and an 
alliance had been formed with a lull cliiof, tlic 
raja of Sikizn,^ a small state cast of Nepal. His . 
country is situated in the hilla near Darjeeling,

Tlie province of Kumaon. A forced consist* 
ing of three battalions of native infantry, four 
six-pouDdoTs, two twelve-poun den, and four 
mortars, bosides eome irregular troops under 
Colonel Gardner and Captain Hearsay, the 
whole commanded by Lieutenant*Colonel Joepor 
Nicolls, bis Majesty's l4th regiment, and Quarter* 
Master Gonerol of his Majesty’s forcos, was 
formed for service io tl^o province of Kumaon» 
Colonel Gardner hod boon sent in advauco in 
Pobruary 1B15. Colonel Nkolls joined tbo troops 
oil the 8th April bofore Almora. On the 26th 
n gonml attack was made on the stockaded 
dofonccs of the hill of Sitauli, in front of Almcra, 
Having eetablisbed themselves in the town, the 
troops on the 2dth commenced operations against 
the fort and opened afire from the mortars, Tlie 
enemy submitted; and tlie fort of Almoro, with 
the provinces of Kumaon and Gorhwal, were 
ceded to the British. Our loss was one officer

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killed, sod one hundred and eighty men killed 
Bnd wounded. 


General MertindeD * bed made Kttlo progrces 
in his operations. He was encamped before the 
fort of Jytak. HesTj ordnance had been carried 
up the mountain with prodigioaa labour and 
protracted delay.' On the 20th March, a battery 
levelled one of the atookadea to the ground. No 
attempt was to advance batteries auffiolcntly 
neat to destroy the other stockades. The result 
of a blockade was tried; and the garrison would 


probably baveyieldcd under the pressure of famine, 


had not its fall been accelerated by the brilliant 


results of General Oditerlony's contest with 


Aiuar Sing. 

The heights of Malaun. Having reduced oil 
the detached Gorkha posts, and coodned them 


to the heights oi Malaun, General Ochtorlony 


determined to employ his whole force against 


the enemy's defences. The Goriclia ]Knt8 ox* 
tended along the sommit of tlio Molann range, 
having the foH of Malann on tlie extreme right,

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that of Surajgerb on the extreme left. Most of 
the intermediate peolce being occupied and stock* 
aded. The stockades were strongest in the 
vidnity of Muloun; and directly below the fort, 
ou the slope of the hill, lay the Qorkha canton, 
incuts, fiunilarly protected. On the right of 
Malaan. upon an eminenca of somewhat less 
altitude, aud separated from it by deep mvinee, 
was situated the fort of Ratangerh, which had 
been occui>ied. The (brt of Snrajgerb wrs 
observed by a detocbmentundei' Captain Stewart, 
stockaded upon a contiguous elevation. Upon 
the top of the ridge there were two assailable 
points, Ryla and Deonthal, the Latter more to the 
right and nearer to Malauo. Major Innea, on 
the 14th, established hunself in position near 
Ryla. Liouteiiant>Colonel Thompson, and Majoi* 
Lawrle moved in the direction of Deonthal, on 
the 15th of May, and carried the post. Colonel 
Thompson, leaving Major Lawrie at Deonthal, 
advanced to besiege a stockade within battering 
distance of Malaun. The attack upon the cau« 
tonmeuts neat Malaun was repulsed by the 
Gorkbos. T)ie Shtish portion at Deonthal was 
stockaded on the 16 th. Amor Sing made a 
desperate effort to drive the British down the

hill« anticipating the foil of Molaun h'ooi their 
near approach, and placed the wliolo of his force 
under Biiakti Sing Thapa, whilst he supported 
the attack in peioon. The enemy advauced on 
the 10th so as to turn both finnks, The Qor- 
khas advanced with undaunted courage up to the 
veiy maaelcd of the guns, and endeavoured to 
strike down our mou over their bayonets.* The 
action bad lasted two hours, when reinforcements 
from the post of llyla having joined, tlio spirit 
of the enemy b^nu to foil, wlillc that of tho 
sepoys rose with tho cootinuauco of succoasfni 
icaistauco. Cobnel Thompson ordered a charge 
with the bayonet by the sepoys and the irregulars 
to fail oxi| swoi'd in li^d. Major Lowric led the 
chaigo. The Gorkhas gavo way and fled, leav¬ 
ing their brave couunandor dead on tho flold. 
Ainar Sing retired into tha fort. 

On the above occasion oil tho men serving our 
two field pieces were citlier killed or wounded, 
except throe privates, by whom, and by lieutenant 
Cartwright, of the artillei 7 ,LiouConant Annstrong, 
of the pioneers, and Lieutenant Hutohinson, of 
the engineers, alone they were at lost served, 
Unable longer to endure tho hardships of the

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blockade^ fmd wiog no prospect of relief^ and 
unaaccessful in their endeavoura prevail on 
Amar Sing to surrenddr, the main body (quitted 
Malaun without orms^ and gave themeelvea up 
to the nearest British post. Tbe guns were 
opened upon the fort on the loth May; on the 
morning of the llth» Amor Sing sent his eon to 
intimate his desire to negotiate^ and a convention^ 
was concluded, hy which he consented to give 
up all tl^o possossiona of the Qorlchas on the 
west of the Jumna» and to eeiul orders for tbo 
evacuation of GerhwaJ, Amar Sing, with the 
ganieon of Malaun, Ilanjor Sing, with part of 
that of JytiOc, and ail members of the Thapa 
family, were ollowod to rctmn to Nepal with 
tboir private property and military equipmenU» 
Tlic men woro left the choice of departing for 
Nopal, or taking service witli the British; Bod> 
most of them having preferred the latter alter¬ 
native, they were formed into battalions for duty 
in the hills, for which they were peculiarly fit.® 
The government of Nepal sued for peace. The

Tbo first and tliird conditions 
weio submitted to, and the mission of a resident 
reluctantly acguicsocd in; hut tho ocsslou of tho 
Tirai* was a demand winch tlio court of Nepn) 
pertinaciously resisted.*' Tho negotiations began 
in Ma^, and were protracted througli iho rainy 
Mason. On tho 2nd December, 181fi, tlio treaty 
was duly cxcentod; the Commissionoia proiuieing 
its ratification under tho red seal, tho signet of 
the raja of Nepal, aliould bo delivered in fifteen 
days. The treaty was ratified by tlio Governor- 
general in council on iho OthDccombci'; but tho 
promised ratification Ixom Klmtmaudu failed to 
moke ite appearance. Amai 8ing Tliapa was at

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the head of the vor-pari/, which prevailed in the 
couneile of Nepal. It wae evident that their 
policy waa now to defer the definite conclueion of 
the treaty, until the season should be too far 
advanced for hostilities to be resumed with any 
cffbct. 

Upon the abandonment of the provinces weal 
of tlio Kali by the Gorkhoa, our regular troops 
employed m that quarter bad been marched to 
their stations, with the exception of small garri¬ 
sons in the principal forts, and the irregalars had 
been dismissed^' except the Qorkha battalions, 
to whom principally the defence of the conquered 
provmces was cntiastcd, The troops which had 
been cantoned on the frontier during the rains of 
1616, were in readiness to march in the cold 
season of ISlfi-lfi. 

There can be no doubt, and the sebtiment was 
nnanimously expressed by those who had any 
knowledge of the date of affdra, thatldeutenaot- 
colonel Bradshaw had suffered the Nepal com* 
mistioners to make a delay, which might have 
caused a failure of success in the second cam- 
paign^ or have compoUed ouv government to

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postpone operations tiil the month of October, 
1816. Nor can it be admitted as any answer to 
the objection urged, that he did succeed at lost, 
as an excuse for a delay, after the ratification by 
the OoTemor^general had long boon sigDcd. 
Sir David Ochterlony' was now invested with the 
chief pc^fical, os well os military, axitlioiity. By 
the beginning of February 1616, Sir David Iwd 
taken .tlio field with a force of noariy scvciitcon 
thousand men, including threo king’s rcgiiuoiits, 
They were brigaded os follows 
1st brigade; Colonel Kelly, his majesty's 24t]i 
foot —llis majesty’s 24tli foot, fii'st battalion 
18th native infantry, divisions of the second bat* 
taUon, and the Champonm light infantry. 

3nd brigade; Lieutenant-colonel Niool, OCth 
footHis majesty's 06th foot, fifth and eighth 
grenadier battalions, first battalioii 8th, nnd 
second battalion ISth native infantry. 

Srd brig^ide; Licutcnant-colcmcl Millor, 87th 
foot:—‘His majesty's 87th, sccoud battalions of 
the ISth, 22nd, and 25th native infantry. 

• 4th brigade; lieutenant-oolonol Burnet, 8tli 
native infantrysecond battalions 4th, dth, 9th,

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and 15th ila^ve iniantry, and part of first bat¬ 
talion 30thbesides artillery; pioneers, and ir- 
icgolar horse. 

IW other divisions were fornjed, one at SitapuT) 
in Code, under Colonel J. NicoUs, intended to 
enter the district of Bute, between the Kali and 
Rapti rivers; the other at Gorakhpnr, under 
Major-general J. S. Wood, intended as a reserve.‘ 

The 1st brigade was detached to the right, to 
penetrate by Hariharpur. From this place there 
ia a road leading to Eibatmandu. The 3nd bri¬ 
gade to enter the hills at Ramnuggur. The 
brigadiers of these brigades were allowed an aide^ 
de-camp. These, taking a circiutonB route, were 
to join Sir David before Muckwanpoor. It 
morcbedon the 11th February froxa Ramnuggur, 
distant eighteen nhles from the hiUs. General 
Oohterlony, with the third and fourth brigades, 
matched on the 12 th February, 181G, from Sim- 
labasa through the forest (here about eight miles 
deep); to the foot of the Bichu-koh, or Chiriaghati 
pass, formed by the bed of a mountain torrent. 
The Gorkha comniiBsioueis arrived at this place; 
but; instead of producing the ratified treaty, made

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proposals. They shortly left camp. It is ayw/i- 
tical rtae to send such peisous to observe your 
e&mp. The only plan is to keep them outside. 

Wilson says, the Gorkhos had strongly fortiAed 
the passes by which on army might penetrate 
into the hills, on the route towards Makwanpur, 
and the volley of Nepal. Lieutenant Plckotsgill,' 
Assistant Quartcr*inastcr*goneral, had boon sur¬ 
veying on the frontier, and had, during the in* 
tervsl between the two campaigns, obtained in¬ 
formation of a secret pass (tlio Chiria-ghati).^ 
Wilson says, the CLiria-ghati pass *'was defended 
by successive tiers of strong stockades, and could 
not have been forced by on attack in front with- 
o\it disproportionate loss. After some delay, an¬ 
other access to the mountains was discovered, and 
which, although difficult and dongeroua, was un¬ 
defended.” An engineer officer went through 
this pass, which was the Chirla-ghati pass, and 
not the usual and actually stockaded one. Sir 
David with tlie advance went up at night, on the 
14th Fobruaiy. When they bad proceeded half

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w&y» Sir David doubUd if the pathway would 
lead to tbo rood they were at last to take. He 
WQ3 aasurod it would; and in Che rooniiag he 
found chat they had turned the large stockade 
which commanded the usual road. It was "a 
dark and deep ravine, between lofty and precipi* 
toue banks, clothed wi^ trees, whose inCerodngling 
brcmchoe overhead excluded the light of day.'’ 
They liod no guns with them, and moved silently 
along. An advanced party reported that there 
was a aCookade, but the enemy expected the 
troops by Che ocber road. They, therefore, fell 
back. The 4th brigade was left on the ground, 
tlitir tents standing, The advance (8rd brigade), 
with liii majesty's 87tU regiment, was sufficient. 
Leaving those troops behind, and tboir tents, and 
his own tents standing, would lead the enemy to 
conclude that the troops had not marched. 

The fourth day, the general^ moved to lie* 
tauDda,<OD the bonk of tbo Kapti. The place is 
built of stone, and where a defence could be 
made. Ho wos there joined by the 4th brigade, 
which wont by the common pass. The enemy 
retired from tho stockades, when they found the 
stockades had been turned. They fell back on

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Muckwanpoor. Sir David advanced on tho 27tli 
Pebmary to the valley of Muckfvanpoor, and took 
up a position in line, about one mllo and a quarter 
hova tbe forti^d heigUts. Tho town and fort 
lay to the right of the camp. To the right of the 
fort was a strong stockade. Opposite to tho left 
of tho camp was the village of Sokliar-Ketrij 
hold by a strong dotacbment of tlio enemy •, but 
they evacuated it tho next morning. It was 
taken possession of hy tliree coiopamca of tlio 
25t1i native infantry, and forty men of tho 67th. 
At noon, the Qorkhos rotorned in greater force, 
and endeavoured to recover the position. They 
drove in the picquets, end attacked the village. 
The flank companies of tlio 87th, and tho rest of 
the 25th, were despatched to reinforce the post as 
scon as the fliing commenced. Fresh numbers 
of the enemy poured along the summit of tho 
heights from Muokwanpoor to tho exteut of, at 
least, two thousand men. Two more companies 
of the 87th, and tJic second battalion 32th native 
iufantiy, wore sent, and, after repeated attacks, 
the Gorkhas wore finally repulsed, Although 
foiuod to Totreat, they kept up a golluig Aw, until 
they were dislodged.hy tho bayonets of the 6th 
native infantry. The action lasted from noon, till 
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five o’clock, 7.M. The Nepalese loss was com* 
putod fli five hundred; of the Britisli. for^-five 
were killed, and one hundred and eeventj-five 
wounded. Lieutenant Tenell, of the i^Oth native 
infantry, was killed.' 

Lieutenant Terrell commanded the party 
originally sent up with the three companies 25th 
native infantry, and.forty men of his nuyeit/i 
67th foot. Goniidering that the lioights were 
about two thousand feet above the level of the 
aaa, the distance from camp, and the situation of 
the enemy's village, capable of being reinforced 
from the fort and stockade, the foroe was too 
small There ought to have been a battalion, 
and two or three companies of Europeans, and 
two guna dotoched. It was to bo expected that, 
if the Qorkbaa were dispoaod to fight, they would 
attack a small force. The next day, the Snd 
brigado joined. We had made a detour to a 
pass to the loft and north of Ilamnuggur, and 
luarohed up the volley of the Rapti. Before 
entering tlie valley, we found a atockade un¬ 
finished, and deserted. Leaving the fifth groniv-

dier battalion, and the first battalion 8tli native 
infiuitzy, under Major Luniley/ we passed our 
guns down a pass leading into tbe valley, and 
proceeded via Hctannda, wbere tbo 4th native 
infantry were posted ; and the day after, joined 
Sir Dovid's force. 

The 15th native infantry were stockaded on 
the heights after tho battle. It was detormined 
to attack the atockado to ihe right of tho camp. 
His Majesty's CCth foot and tho Stli grenadier 
battel bn were ordered up. Two six-poundots 
were earned up on elq>lianta, one carrying tho 
gun and oiiotlicr elephant tho corri/igo. After 
moving along the ridge to tho ngbt for three 
miles, we stockadod for the night, and were 
about a mile distant &om the enemy’s work. 
While we wore making this movement along tho 
ridge, tbo whole of the troops from camp moved 
in columo parallel to our line of march, so as to 
be able to send up troops to our aid if attacked. 
It was a very military and impoaiitg sight viuw«l 
by us from tlio heights. The cngincor, Captain 
Tickell,^ bad brought up two oightcon-pouadors

Ba) Misr) would paaa our poat early next mom* 
ing: and ho came next morning with the rati* 
fled treaty, which woa not accepted without the 
additional atipulaUoo, ‘*that the ceeebn of terri* 
tory exactod from Nopal should coraprohend 
tlm country conquorod in the actual campaign, 
and the valley of the Kopti. This paciflo tei'- 
ni Illation waa caused by the operations of the 
1st brigade. Colonel Kelly had reached Hnri* 
hiupui, by a route which had not been stock* 
aded. In fact, after various operations, and 
bringing our arUilery to bear, the enemy were 
defeated after a considerable struggle, and next 
day Ronjor Sing Tbapa, who had dofeudod Jy* 
tnk, abandoned the fort.^ Fiediog that three 
corps of the 2ud brigade had joined, aud hearing 
of the defeat at Hariharpur just at this time, 
which would have given an addition of five more 
regiments, and that Colonel Kelly could turn 
their flai\k, they decided upon giving in. 

It was stated * by the Oorkha ohiefa to the

A force was stationed at Segowleo for many 
years: and during tho war with tho Slklis. 

In the year 1848*4D, during tho wm* in tJio 
Fuiijab, the raja of Nopal ca^no down with a 
Jorge portion of his onxiy, said to bo " on ohuutiiig 
excursion " tho resident I'OiKirtod favourably of 
tho Qiovomont, but an EuToi>can corps wus m\i 
froni Fort William to Dinapoor, Thu Goiklms 
were not liked by tlic people of tbu oonntry 
whom they had conquered. This feeling operated 
there oan be no doubt, in favour of tlic British 
government. Tho Oorkhas calculated uj:on 
tho co-operation of powerful allies, and cndcA’

vouredfo interest Rmijeet Sing, (Punjat),)Sindift,* 
the Kaja of Bhurtpoor, Meor Khan, the Burmese, 
and even the Find&rees! But the application to 
the Bmperor of China was the most crnious! 
The raja represented the war to he caused owing 
to t^eir refusal to ^vo a passage tlirougb Nepal 
to a British foroo intended to toho possession of 
I/lmssa, which is under the protectiou of China. 
Tfu 2 Gunoae authorities asked the Nepal envoys, 
as to the amount of their army and revenue; they 
replied, two hundred thousand men, and £ve aud 
a*half lakhs of rupees (about £56,000.) “ Truly/' 
add the Chinese officer, with a suecr, *‘you 
are a mighty people r'—that if the English wished 
to invade China, “tliey would have found a 
nearer route than that through Nepal.”* How¬ 
ever, Lord Amherst's embassy in the year 1810, 
was chiefly undertalcen for the purpose of evinc¬ 
ing our friendly disposition towards China, and 
to e:«p)ain the object of our attack upon Nepal. 
Our trade with China might have been aSected, 
if the Chinese bad supposed we had tlie object 
in view imputed to ue by the Gorkhas. It is

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said that the Oorkhaa wera disliked hy tho 
people. 

Hattraa, 1817.—Dyaram the senundai of 
Hattrfis bod set at defiance the authority of tlio 
BiHtiah govarnmont. Ho had among other aota 
refused to Acknowledge tl\e jurisdiction of the 
Company’s officers. Ho possessed a strong fortj 
with a ditch one huiidiod and twenty feet wide 
and eighty-five deep. The governmont waa 
resolved to dernoliah the forts of tlio difilreiit 
Taiukdora many of whom gave protection to 
robbers and disobeyed tho regulations of govern- 
mont as to police rogulatious. Dyarani, as tho 
most powerful, was first to be made an example 
of. He Imd a force of eight thousand n\ou»' of 
whom three thousand five hundred wmo Ivorso. 
lie wos required to testify bis profession of 
allegiance, by disbanding his troops and dis* 
mantling his fortress: tho following foi^ took 
tlio fiold, under tlio command of Qeneral Mamltull, 
to compel obedience.

The troops marebed early in February 1817, 
and the fort woa isveetad by the 12th of that 
inonth. He made orertuies of submission, but 
vould not consent to the demolition of his fort 
Batteries were opened against the town and fort, 
and a vigorous bombardment was kept up upon 
the latter. A practicabte breach woa effected in 
the walls of the (own by the 2dTd •, but the gar¬ 
rison evacuated the place next morning. The 
bombardment of the ibrt continoed, and most of 
the buildings were in rums. On the 2nd of March, 
a shell foil into the great powder magazine, whidi 
caused a tremendous esploakm, which was beard 
at a distance of fi% from the fort. Itwas 
felt in the batteries and entrenchments. 
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The great magazine contained eight thousand 
mannds (two hundred and ninety-two tons) of 
gunpowder. Dyuram, convinced of the futility 
of resistanoo, mode Me oacepo at midnight, witli 
a small body of horse, protected by chain armour; 
by cutting tlieirway through our cavalry pic<[uct 
of the dragoons. The explosion completed tho 
work of destruction within tho fort, and wo took 
posecesion of it. The bastions were blown up. 
and tlie fort dismantled. 

Tho rocket practice. Tlic rockets woio those 
of Sii* William Congrevo’a inunufacturu.' They 
did not produce any effect. To insmn tlio struiglit 
flight of tho rockets, tlio gmuod must bo level. 
Tire gi'oat difRoulty consists in tlio direction of 
tho wind. At Hattroas, tho wind Idew frotn ono 
side of tho fort, and carried tlio I'ookots over the 
place. T)ic range being known, a jioaitiuj] must 
bo taken up at n cortoin disCanou ficm tlio fort. 
A strong wind will not bo fhvouiidilo to the iliglit. 
Rockets arc of Indian origin, und cun do grout 
execution against largo bodies of cavalry.

CHAPTER ir. 

PlKDmS AND MAURAmU WAR, 1817—IS. 

“ T]iis political relations ostallisliod with (ho 
Conrt of Poonu/' hod for some time bo.mo &n 
UDoosy complexion, “ The claims of the pebhwa 
upon IBaroda end Hyderabad, s^U romaiDed 
adjusted, nnd he ascribed the delay to the pur- 
posed ptecTaatiuation of the British authorities. 
Tlicii intervention also protocted the estates of 
Ihs feudatories, fi'om hie eecrot or open encroach¬ 
ments ; and his tiih to be regofried ae ih ksad of 
Uic MakraU<ih confedora^^^ which the other mem. 
bors were willing to acknowledge, was avowedly 
withheld from him by the Bridsh government. 
Notwithstanding the unequivocal tone in wliich 
tlieir dcterminatloD to disallow the resumption of 
this Bupvomaoy was declojcd, Baji Rao had never 
desisted fi'om unavowed intrigues for Ita attain¬ 
ment I and, in violation of tho terms of tlie treaty

“ The communications wliicli had boon carried 
ou^ by tlio peishwo, with the sovoral Mnhrattoh 
courts, had not been un attended by co)isor|uoncoB

and the looiDtenance of British Muonce. The 
chiefs were geoerdly discontented vrith their 
position.” 

Tho raja of Borar, Baghnji Bhonsla hod died.^ 
His eon, Porewt^i, was infirm of body and weak 
of intellect. At hut Modegi Blionsla, commonly 
oalloil Appa Bahlb, tho nephew of tho Into raje, 
witli tiio concurrence of tho British roaidont, 
assumed tho office of regent. He was indined to 
an intimate connexion with the British govern¬ 
ment. The government bod long desired to in- . 
ducc the Raja of Beror to receive a lubsidory force. 

It was at once accepted, and waste consiit of cue 
logimont of native cavalry, six battalions ot in¬ 
fantry, one company of European artillery, with 
the usual proportion of guns. 

Central India was disorganised.^ " In hCalwa, 
tile troops of Sindia and Holkor acted indspen- 
dantiy of their'Dominal masters, and, were pro¬ 
vided with assignments on the revenues of the 
provinces " The princes of Rajputana were in 
a still more helpless condition, and aggravated 
the evils of political liuinillation, by personal in¬ 
competency. The raja of Udaypur, indolent and

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improvident, was bccirdcd in bis copit&l by mili¬ 
tary odvontui'ors/ and robbed of bis domains by 
his own feudatory chiefs and claiismcu. Tlic 
raja of Jodpui, affecting idiotcy, abandoned the 
roins of government to the Imnds of a dissolute 
prince, whoso career was soon after out sliort by 
tlio bond of an assassin. The raja of Jyput, a 
slave to au infatuated attachment to A Molmm- 
znedon dancing girl, pitscrvcd only a poj*lion of 
bis hereditary possessions, by the suilcivnce of 
Ameer Klion.” " Evciy vestige of rcgiilar and or¬ 
derly government Imd disappeared, aud uuuipieto 
dissolution of the bonds of society must have un> 
sued, hod not the goTcrnment of Britisli India 
obtained, by persevering ropresentatiou and re¬ 
monstrance from the authorities in England, a 
reluctant and qualified permission to effect the 
oxiiipation of that port of the predatory systonj, 
wlilch consisted in the peculiar oiganization of 
the plnndcrors, termed Endorccs,® as preliminary

depredation/' In 1S18, after the war> the Mar- 
quia Hastings carried out the original plan of tiie 
Marquis Wcllesloy, designed by that great man 
before hia departure from India in 1605/ to take 
Eajpootona under British protection, and thus 
free it from tho hands of lawloas plundorcra; but 
whkh tho short-sighted policy of tho Marquis 
Cornwallis repudiatod. 

Tho Pindarcos hod givon the. British provinces 
annoyanco as early os in ISlil. When drat 
known to the Bntish authorities,^ tho Sindia 
Shahi Pindarocs, who were by far the most nume¬ 
rous of the two, were under the leading of a 
number of sirdars, of whom Cheetoo, Karim 
Klmn, and Dost Mohammed were tlio prinoipfll. 
None of the Holkar Sholii chiefs were leaders of

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plcosuve, aud leyied coutributiona at will upou 
their sovereiga’a subjects and dependents; or 
when these foiled, corried their bonds into the 
territory of the princes of Rajpootana. and^ under 
pretext of assisting one or other of the contend* 
parties, plundered both friends and foos.^ 
To add to these sources of disordco', the uioun- 
taincors on the south and west of M^wa, and 
the Bhils and Mhers, and the pot^ Hindu cliiels 
<A\ the south and^caat of the same country, were 
eommiting unchecked ravages in rutuliotion for 
auvadsd rights or disregarded claims/' Tho 
t*iudarces threatened Miizapoor, plvmdcrcd Gan- 
jam, Masulipatam, Gnntoor, and tho northern 
Ciicars. It was expected that any attack on 
these hordes, as being under the protection of 
Sindia and Hdkar, might cause a war with 
those chiefs. It was, moreover, known timt 
these chiefs and the Beror raja advocated the 
supremacy of tho pcishwa, who again, in 181H, 
was collecting armed followers at no great clis* 
tanoe from Poona.* The Govcmor-gcnoial, there¬ 
fore, Tosolvod to be prepared for oh events.

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The ultijDatum of the Bxitish government, and 
tlid draft of a treaty to be signed by 2iim, were 
communioatod to Sindia. towards the end of 
October." Tlio treaty was actually signed on 
the 6t]i of November.* Before the treaty wea 
signed, and vlien Sindia’s views were unknown 
(for it was eupposod he might march to join 
HolkaiO, tho inarquie bad determined, if Smdia 
should move from Qwalior, to march on that 
foitrose, leave a' brigade entrenchod before it, 
and then follow his army. By the treaty, 8india^ 
"bound himself to employ hie forces with those 
of tho British in operations against the Pindoreei." 
Ho agreed "to maintain a contingent of dve 
thousand hone, to serve with tho British troops, 
and under British command, and to have nn 
Bnglish officer attached to oaob division."

Affairs with tho peishwa at Poona.—1817. 
The peishwa was colled u^x^u to roviso tlto 
troaty of Baasein (180S). Instead of payitig tliu 
subsidiary force, he was to supply tlie fiinOs by a 
cession of territory,* and Muirrattsh oosilons; 
" and ho woa to pledge Intneclf novor nioio to 
iuterforo in tlte affairs of llindostau/' llo had 
broken tho treaty of Bossoin by plotting with tho 
Mahrattah ehiefs, which (and for )iis gcncml 
conduct) “ Bubjectod him justly to heavy |>oiml* 
ties." Kows of tlio attack at Poona, and of the 
treaty with Sindio. iHsuclied Nagpur on tljo 14tli 
of November. 1817. Tho Bsrar raja still ap« 
pcai’ed to bo fnondly; his acts soon proved liia 
iutentions towards tlio Britisli.

meoced qd extraordiaary levy of troops, aud large 
bodies of horse and foot were assembled near 
Poona. The Honourahlo Mr. Elphinstone, the 
resident, made general reaionstmnces as to the 
poishwa*s conduct. He allowed the main body 
of the aubaidiary force under General Smith to 
maroh j and the fbreo left at Poona coneisted of 
throe battalions of Bombay infantiy, undorColone) 
Burr, a battalion of the Poooa brigade, the 
poifihwa's own troops, officered by Europeans, 
under Certain Ford, and two companies of Bengal 
sepoys, of the resident's guard. Owing to the 
bad position of the old cantonments, Colonel Burr 
had encamped at Kirhi on tire Ist November. 
The day before, the force was joined by the 
Bombay Buropoaii regimeut, and by dotocliuients 
of the 65th regiment, and of Bombay artillery. 

The peishwa's army was computed to amount 
to ten thousand horse, and as many foot. Tho 
British force, consisting of infantry alone, was 
loss than three Uioosand men. Tho troops drew 
up in lino, having guns on each Back. Captoin 
Ford’s battalion joined, and the line advanced, 
when a heavy cannonade opened upon them.

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Having withstood repeated chargee }iy the enemy, 
oar troops again advanced. The Malu'ettoha 
retreated, and abandoned the victory to the 
E)ig)ieh. The attack was made on the 5th of 
hTovembor. Shortly after tho action, a light bat> 
talion, with one tliousond of the auxiliary horse, 
arrived. Tho Britieh lost niuctoon killed, nnd 
eixty-icvon wounded j tho oucin/a loss was luoro 
eovero. Gokla) tho poisliwa's gonoml, advised 
that tho battle shotild begin; tho peiahwa wished 
to rcea] tlie ordor, when it was too late. Tlio 
Honourable Mr. Elpliinitono was mounted, and 
on the hold of battle: and to him mncli was duo 
for the orrangementa before, during, and after tho 
batde. 

The loea of tho onemy was estimated at ilvo 
hundred kOlod and wounded. Goiieral Smitlt 
orrivod. Tho peishwa ded fnin Poona on tlio 
17tli of November, 1817. 

Affairs at Nagpur.—1817. TIjough' "tho 
stipulations of tho treaty tho Knja of Nagpur liad 
10 leoently signed restricted him from holding 
communications witli other pruiocs, except with 
tlm privity and sanction of tlie resident, he was 
speedily involved in a web of secret negotiations

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with Smdia, tlie peiahwa, and even witli tlie Pin- 
dareos.” "At loat, aa if to proclaim bis allegiance 
to the repated hood of the Mahrattak confederacy, 
in defiance of hie relatione with tbe Britiab, the 
raja accepted from the peiehwa the title of Sena* 
pati, or oommander»in-obief, and a dxeea of 
honour, witli which ho woe publicly inveeted on 
tlie S4th November, after the attack upon the 
British rosidonoy at Poona on the 5th woe known 
to have taken place/* '* The n^a invited the 
reeidont to bo present, or to depute some ofBcer 
of his staff; and requested that a salute might be 
fired by tlie troops of the subsidiary force, de¬ 
claring that ho saw no reason why the ceremony 
should disturb the good undoratanding that mb- 
sistod between him and Ms allies, and (^firming, 
that ho had no thought of giving them offonce/' 
The resiOont made an earnest remonstrance. All 
personal intercourso between him and the court 
ceased. There was a ovuious infatuation whidi 
infected the mind of the rsja, who owed his ad¬ 
vanced position and dignity to the British govern- 
oiont. On the 14th November, ho heard of the 
attack on Poona, as well as of the r^at treaty 
witli Sindia; or, ten days before, he had thus 
proclaimed bis infraction of his own treaty I It is 
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8^d, that be fait himself, upon M&liratUK prin* 
oiploB, bound to support tbo pciahwn, bo tbo con* 
eequancea what they might bo ’* Tlio aot of the 
i24th Kovamber wns an indirect dcclamtioii of 
wux. The attack which ensued woe to bo expected. 

'*Tha greater part of the Bcrar aubeidiory force 
Jmd ahendy taken the Aold,^ and tlicro ruin aim'd 
within roach a detaebniont which had been jKjfitvtl 
at llamtck, about tlircc miles distant, imdor tlio 
command of Lieutenant Colonel If. S. Scott, 
consisting of two battalions of Madras sipahis, 
the let of the SOtli, atid 1st of tlie 24tlt rcgi> 
ments of native infantry; a detachment of Euro¬ 
pean foot and of native horse artillery, and throe 
* troops of the 6th Bengal cavalry. These, upon 
the resident’s requisition marchod on tlio 25th 
to the residency grounds, and wore tlicro joi^icd 
by the escort, consisting of about four lumdred 
mon, with two guns, , two com ponies of Bengal 
infantry, and a few troopers of tho Madras horse. 
On tlm nioruing of tlio 26 th they wore ])bic<i<l in 
position on tlm Sitalnldi hills. The liousos and 
grounds ocoupied by the rosidciit and his suite 
wero situated beyond the city of Nagpur, on the 
west; tliqy wcffe sepornted from the suburlw of 
* p. aoe, 
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Na^’ur by tbe Sitabaldi bills, a low range of 
limited extent, ratming north and south, end 
consisting of two elcrations at either extremity, 
about four hundred yards apart, connected by- 
a lower ridgo, across whicli lay the public road/' 
Tlie soathemmoet was the larger. “ The smaller 
hill, at tlio nortlvem extremity, was conical and 
narrow at tlic summit, being about one hundred 
fcot long, by not more tlian seventeen broad.” 

The lesser hill was occupied by the let batta¬ 
lion S4tb, vithtvro six-ponnders. The lat batta¬ 
lion 20th, with one company of the 24th, were 
posted on the larger eminence, facing east and 
soutl). One hundred men of the escort defended 
its western side, and the rest were stationed to 
guard the residency dwellings, wbicli had been 
dtted for defeuco. Tbo three troops of cavalry 
with the small party of the Madras body guoidi 
were formed on the plain in front of the resi« 
doncy. The whole force was about one tlioussnd 
three hundie^l strong. Tho numbem of the 
Malirattahs were computed at twelve thousand 
horse, find eight thousand foot, the latter includ¬ 
ing the three thousand Arabs. 

“ During tl^o forenoon of the 20th,’ notwxtlw

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standmg the receipt of pacific mcasegcs from the 
raja, large moftses of cavaliy were seen aproading 
tbemaelvds aloog tlio plain to tlje ^7cst of the 
reeidcncy» while on the aide of tiie city, infantry 
and guns were taking up poaitiona menacing the 
hi]la/' Towards sunset two of tlio raja’s niinistors 
eamo to Mr. Jenkins, who told them that ell 
hostile preparations should ho countormaudod ns 
a proliminary to any negotiations; but hoibvo 
the object of tlieir mission oould bo ascertained, 
the Arab morcenavics in tlic service of Nagpxir 
opened a smart flro of musketry upon tliu eastern 
face of the southorn lull; whicli was fullowed by 
an attack upon the northern oxlrcinity of the 
ridge. The priuoiplo efforU of the enemy were 
dii'ccted against tho sinallor hill on thu right. 
The dro was maintained throughout tho night 
ui)on both extremities of the line. During tlio 
night tlie whole of tho MahrattaJi army moved 
out into tho plain. At dawn on tho 27th tlicy 
occupied tlio plaiji in dark, dense inuNscs of 
horse, interaporaod with oonsidcrablo bodies of 
infantry, and a numerous artillery. They made 
no serious demonstration against tho insidoucy. 
Tho e^ieiny brought up nine guns at seven a.u. 
to bear upon tho northern eminence, to which 
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the dctfiohment cou]d m&ke fofiUe reply with 
their two guns. Between nine and ten a.u., 
one of our guns was disabled, when the Arabs 
rushed up the bill and drove the defeudors from 
the summit. Guns were brought up and di> 
rcctcd Against the right of the British line, 
which suffered severely from a flank cannonade, 
end mon and officers M fast before the enemy's 
fil'd. Tiic enemy in the plaip wore also in move¬ 
ment; tlio masses were closing round tbc rear of 
the position, and their guns had begun to take 
offoot upon the cavaliy staticnod in the residonoy 
grounds. 

British cavalry oliorge .—" Being galled by the 
enemy’s Are, Captuu Bltzgerold, in disregard of 
the orders which had commanded him to stand 
Ann,' rcaolvod to make a dasli agtunst the horse 
and guns most in advance, and with his three 
troops of Bengal cavalry, and tweuty-flve men of 
tlie Madras body-guard, he rushed upon the fore¬ 
most mass of the enemy’s horse. Tho charge was 
irresistible, the unwieldy column was repeatedly 
poueti'ated and broken, end entirely dispersed.

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Their guns were seized osd directed ogninst the 
fugitives, and before the enemy had recovered 
irom their surprise, CapCaiu Fitzgerald with iiis 
trophies was again at bis post. Colonel Scott, 
in tlio orders of the day, acknowledged the cri¬ 
tical opportuneness of the charge, and in a letter 
from the resident it is stated,' Tiie charge at tlie 
critical rnomont at whtcli it ha])ponod, may bo 
said to Imvo decided file fate of tlie battle/” Tins 
sally turned tbo tide of affairs. It hud boon wit¬ 
nessed from tho hill, and gave fitish courage Co 
the sipahis. Cliorging tlie Aiabs, tlicy cunipullud 
them to foil back to tlio lefCj at this ins taut, a 
tumbril on the northern hill exploded, and taking 
odvantage of the confusion whioli it occasioned, 
tlio sipoliis pressed forward and recovered the 
position, dislodging tlie Arabs &0111 thu summit, 
Aud driving them not only down tlie slope, 
but from tlie suburbs at liis foot. They 
attempted to itdly, but wore tokou in flank hy n 
Uoop of cavalry, wlucli )md oharged round the 
nortbenr extremity of tho lino, aud completed tiro 
expulsion of the assailants from its eastern fVont. 
By noon tliey were, likewise, driven from thoir 
advance upon tlic souiltcra hill, with tho loss of 
two guns} eud no longer veuturiug to approacii 
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tlie BriUsh ]me, confined tbeir efforte to n dis¬ 
tant imd compantivelf harmleu cannonade. 
Even this ceased by three o'clock, and the struggle 
onded m the unexpected triuruph of the British 
detachment. The British loss' was one hnndrod 
and seventeen killed and two hundred and forty- 
three wounded. Lieutenant Clarko of the 20ib 
and Captain Sadler and Grant of the 24th native 
infantry were killed; also Mr, Oeorgo Sotheby,* 
first assistant to the reaideut, who acted with dis¬ 
tinguished gallantry, and a medical offloer was 
killed. The rsaidont and his dvil staff exhibited 
steady courage, worthy companions of tbdr mili* 
lory brethren in tlie hour of danger. 

Ihe highest coDunendations were deservedly 
bestowed upon the troops b Indis and in Eog- 
lond. On her present Mnjes^’s seceesion the 
order of the Bath was conferred on Sir Kiehard 
Jenkins and Sir W. Lloyd.’ On a petition from 
tho native adjutant of the 24th Madras native 
infantry that corps, for its gallantry, was restored 
to iU old number (1st regiment) b the Madras 
army, which tho first battalion 1st rogiment hod

After the ection, the raja aent a meaeage to 
Mr. Jenluns, declaring that his tioopa had acted 
withont hie aancUon or knowledge. The raja was 
told that the find dedsion rested with the Gover- 
nor-gcnoToI, and that no comEnmucntlou could bo 
permitted while the troops of Nagpur were in 
the field. In the ereoiiig of Ujc tho nmiy 
of the raja retired b^ud the dty. TJm resident 
consented to a anspendon of hostQitics. Lieu- 
teoant>coloael Gahsn, with tho three other troo^is 
of the 6th Bengal cavalry, and six companica 
Bengal first battalion 22nd native infantiy arrived 
on the 29th, being followod by the rest of the 
battalion. On the 5th of December, hta^or Pit* 
man joined with part of the niaam's uifoutry and 
reformed horse, and. od the 12th and Idth, flic 
whole of the second division of the Dcccan army, 
commanded by Brigodicr-genend Dovoton, en¬ 
camped at Sitahuldi. The strcngtli of tlio force 
now enabled the resdent to dictato to tlio inja 
the only terms by which the post might be 
atoned for. 

When General Boveton’s* division hod reco-

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verod from the fintigae of their expeditious 
msrcb^ be prepared to attack the Nagpur army. 
The raja was to acknowledge his haviDg for* 
feited bis crown j to disband his army and deli¬ 
ver up his ordnance and inilitai 7 itorea; to cede 
Nagpur for the temporary occupation of the 
British; to repair in ponon to the residency, and 
remain there matters should be finally ar¬ 
ranged. Upon compliance with tlioao terms lie 
was to be restored, ceding as much torntmy as 
would pay for the contingent be was bound to 
funiiih. His assent to be sent in by four a. m. 
on the loth of December. The British troops 
wore drawn up in order of battle on the 15th, 
and slept on their anns oil night. Appa Sahib, 
late in the day, announced his aequieaoance, but, 
on tlio morning the lOth, it was affirmed that 
the Arabs in his army would not suffer him to 
quit camp. Before the troops advanced the resi* 
dent sent word to the nja that ho was still 
willing to receive him.^ Appa Sahib, attended 
by three of his ministers, rode into the lines. 
Ho expressed himself ready to accede to any 
conditions. He sent back one of the ministers 
to carry the terms into effect by noon. At the

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appointed bom* the British force moved forward, 
took an advanced battery of fourteen g;un8 with* 
out rcaietancej but, when the line app;oache<l 
the raja's main body, U was aaluted with a 
heavy hxe of imiaketry and cannon. The troops 
advanced and the enemy's gun’s were taken, and 
by balf'past one o’clock the enemy bad disap¬ 
peared, leaving their camp standing and forty* 
one guns on the field, and twenty more in a 
neighbouring depot. 

1810.—Tile discontent of Ajjjia Sdlub hod 
been manifested soon after hU restomtion,' and 
he profeesed a wish to resign the whole of his 
revenues into the hands of the resident, content¬ 
ing himself with a pension. In an intercepted 
letter to Baji Bao, he pressed the pcisliwa to 
come speedily to his succour. Tlie agents of tlic 
Mahrattah princes wero still in Nngpur. It 
became necessary to put the raja under re- 
atiaiiit. He was required to repair to tlio resi¬ 
dency. At last a party of sipohis, under Lion te¬ 
nant Gordon, assistant to the resident, was sent 
to compel his attendance. Appa Soliib was 
made a prisoner without the use of violence. 
There were abundant proofs of Appa Sahib's

hostile designs agsinst the British. It was also 
ascertained that the death of the late imbecile 
Kaja P&rswaji was the act of Appa Sahib’s parti- 
saos, and committed with his privitj^ end appro¬ 
bation. When Poison failed he v&e strangled in 
his bed. He confessed himself the author of the 
attack on the resident in opposition to the advico 
of his inmistcrs. The Governor-general, there¬ 
fore, determined that Appa Sahib should be de¬ 
posed,* and tl\at the next of Xin, also named Baji 
Rao, the son of Rogbnji Bhonsla’s daughter, ,a boy 
of eight or nine years of age, should be raised 
to the Haja. The regency to be vested in the 
mother of the young prince, but the administra¬ 
tion of affairs to be exercised by the British resi¬ 
dent until the raja should be old enough to as¬ 
sume the government of the country. 

Wm with HoDcar. 1817.—The leading indi¬ 
viduals of Holkar's government^ had entered into 
the projects of the pelshwa. Envoys from the 
peishwa were received with honour in the years 
1815 and 1816; and a general confederacy 
against the English was thought practicable.^

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Tuloai Bsi, a woman of low cxti'actbn, whoso 
beauty bod captivated and enslaved tlio mind of 
Melbor Rao, became, after Ms deatli. regent to 
the young Holkar. Her favourite was Genpat 
Rao. He, as well as Tantia Jog, wci^ her 
miniitei'8. Tulaai Bai and Oaupat Rao wero 
not confident of eucoesa in joining the cause of 
the pcishwa, and assured tho resident at Delhi 
of the regent's incndly disposition. Even after 
the arrival of Sir T. Hialop^ at Ujayin agents 
had been sent to his camp, and, in liis letter of 
the 17th of December, 1817, he wrote, ‘'a more 
definite negotiation has been opened; vakils 
have been sent to camp, and the substauco of a 
treaty has been proposed.” But Roslicu Beg, 
at the head of tho disciplined brigades, and Ram 
Din, who commanded the Mahrattab horse, know 
that a pEvcification with the British would cause 
the disbanding of theii licentious soldieiy, and 
would annihilate their power, and, encouraged by 
considerable sums of money from the pcishwa, 
and by promises of more, had porsovoringly 
urged recourse to hostilities, and had compelled 
the Bai to sanction the movement of Hollar's

Srd native infantry, 
second battalion Sth, first and aeoond battalione 
14th,' fint battalion 16th; The Russell brigade,^ 
artillery, and four thousand MyBc«e hone. Sir 
T. Hulop came in sight of the enemy about nine 
o’clo^, A. u.

Wilson says, *'t3)ey were 
dra^n ap in two Sines, with a range of battenea, 
mounting eeventy gima, in their front/' Blacker 
soya, “the infantry sud heavy battehea formed 
the first, and tlie cavalry, in maaaea, the aocend/' 
The eoemy'B right roating on a rugged and diifi* 
evdt ravine, Use left on abend of the river, opposite 
to the town ofMahidpur. It ia atatod by a well- 
known officer who waa ptosoot, that tlio river ran 
in the fbrtn of a borso>ilioc. the bend or fore port 
covering their left, while the town of Maliidpur 
woa to the left; and sear to the enotny'a right, the 
ground waa opes.

on the pert of the enemy.” By ciossiiig by the

dR; befrra obubed exact infbnuUpii la to tho 
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ford on the left of the lioe (as was done by the 
Mysore horae)» we should hove turned the 
enemy's right, and might have enfiladed tbeu 
guns. If the enemy changed position by throw* 
ing back their riglit ^jfoicnce, still their nght 
might have been turned. There were two fords 
in j^nt of tlw onemy. His whole artillery pointed 
to the rWer'i bonk, while some guns on his left 
Hank wore thrown forward, so as to give an 
enfilading fire. The enemy’s infantry were 
behind their guns, and their horse in rear of the 
infantry. Our regular cavahy were first moved 
across the river, and finding the enemy’s guns 
played on them, the cavckhy passed along tho 
whole front of the enemy's gnus, Some of the 
enemy's horse were in front of their guns, and 
until some of our guns opened on them, and the 
dust cleared away, Holkar’e gvms wore not 
seen. 

Blaoker says, it wss resolved that the cavalry* 
with some horse artillery and light infantry, 
sboidd be advaoced to clear the intsatnediate 
plain, and to cover a doser reconnoisance of the 
features of the enemy’s poaition, and the means 
of approaching it" The troops crossed by the 
left of the two fords, in Jronl of the enemy. 
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Tlie bed of the river gave some cover; wbni 
they left the protection of the bauh, tliey hccomc 
exposed to the fire of the enemy’s guns. Blocker 
soya the light brigade first oroeaed, ‘'wMo a 
anmll battery wae established on the r^ear side to 
cover its movement/’ All tho horn artillery 
guns wo dismounted in twenty minutes/ " Sir 
J. Malcolm pushed fbrward og^ist the enemy’s 
left,’ whilst tho envahy, supported by the 2nd 
brigade, attacked the right. Both attacks were 
sncccssfo!. Tho troops advanced in faw of a 
well-sustamed fire, and canied Qxc gnus, on 
which the enemy’s infantry on either flank broko 
and fled/’ The contxo was also dispersed. The 
fugitives were briskly pursued. Our cavoliy 
came upon their camp, and found thomsolvcs 
exposed to the flro of a battery lower down tho 
river, and in rear of the enemy’s army, The 
enemy’s object was to escape, and they did so 
by a ford liigbcr up tho river, and in rear of 
their right. Our loss was seven hundred and 
eighty-eight killod and wounded.

present in the action, and shed tears when 
saw his troops retreat. Ganpat Rao and Tantia 
Jog had, dming the adaon, escaped. They 
joined the young pi^co at AJIote, and the 
latter received the office of minister imm 
Keaarut Bai, the mother of the yoimg prince, 
who was acknowledged as regent. Under the 
treaty made with Holkar, that prince retained a 
territory yielding fifteen lakha of rupees. " Hoi- 
kar was released from all depeodeocy on the 
peishwa, and was guaranteed in his dominions 
by the British, on whose part a realdeot was ap- 
pointed at the nja'a conri, and by whom a field 
force was to be maintained, and stationed at 
pleasure in the raja's territories/’* As Holkar

Defence of Korigfton. 1st of January, 1818.«~ 
" The approach of tlio peishwa towards Poona 
induced Colonel Buir, wlio had boon left for tho 
defence of tlio city, with tltroo native battalioiiB 
and a body of irregular Korto. to odi for a roin* 
foroojnent from Soroor, in conacquouco of wliich 
Captain Staunton was despatched witli tho i^nd 
battalion of t)io 1st regiment of Iknnbay Native 
Intatitry 600 strong/ two gmia, and twenty«aix 
Emopean aiiillorymon. under Lieutenant Chii* 
holm, of the Madras Arlilleiy, and a dotaoh* 
ment of about 860 reformed horse, under Liuutc* 
lumt Swanston. The detach mont loft Seroor on 
the diet of December (1617), at six o’clock in 
tbe eveniug, and, by ten on tlio following morn* 
lug, hod ascended some liigb ground about half* 
way to Peons, ovoilookiug tho village of Kori* 
gaol), and tho adjacent plain watered by the 
Bhima river.

horse, and nearly 6.000 foot.’* " iBuoamped on 
the ri^A( bank of the Beom^,' above the village 
of Korigaon; under the walls of which the 
higli road to Poona oit>8sed the river by a ford, 
Luokily for this detaoliment, tlio road to the 
villogo, wluoh was on bank, woa nnoccu* 

piod by the enemy. Captain Staunton pushed 
for tho walls of Korigoon. and succeeded in 
gaining tliat position before it foil entirely into 
tlid Imnds of the euomy." The enemy likewise 
dotaohed infantry to secure the villsgo, which 
was surrounded by a wall, and protected on tho 
south by the bod of the river, and afforded shel* 
tor against tho MaliratUli cavalry. Both parties 
succeeded ui occupying port. The village was 
immediately surrounded by bodies of horso and 
foot, ohiedy Arabs, with two heavy gune. The 
British occupied tho uorthern and wostorn, the 
Arabs the southern and eastern portions. The 
Arabs obtained possession of a smell fort. The 
British obtained a small ckotdiry,^ but not so 
commanding as the fort. Good positions were 
obtmned for the two guns to command the road

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"by vlnch the enemy could advance, bufc were 
exposed to tlio fire from tlio neigUbouriug wolle. 
Tbe village waa crowded with botli horse and 
foot, cattle, baggage, and followers. 

Captain Staunton^ failing to drive the enoeny 
from their strong positions, was reduced to tlio 
measure of defending his own. Horse oould not 
act in such a position, 'i'here wore only eight 
European offiooia, including two assistcuit-sur* 
goons, '‘who weio more usofidly cinployod in 
encouraging the fighting men than in attending 
the wounded. Tho infhntiy of the enemy, who 
advanced to the attack of the villago, ore repre¬ 
sented as three bodies of 1,000 men each.^ The 
conflict consisted, on one side, of impetuous 
attacks, repulsed by desperate sahice from the 
other; for, when closely pressed, the detocli- 
meat, in ordei* to gain room, was obliged to 
charge with the bayonet. Tliis moasure, there¬ 
fore, was ifc(}uently repeated, mid with success; 
but, as a chavgo must always bo led by on Euro¬ 
pean ofQccr, the majority of tlioso became dis¬ 
abled by death, or wounds, in encccesive nttaoka."

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The Britiftb gvuts did much execution. In one <n 
the enemy’s ass&ults a gun was token, and Lieu¬ 
tenant ObiBholm waa killed. The gun woe re¬ 
taken, and the enemy driven hack with much 
loaa, *'1 q the course ot the day LicutonoTita 
Swanaton and GonnoDan, and AaaUtuit-SurgcoQ 
Wingate, who wore aovorely wounded, >yerc 
ploood for safety in tbo okouUry: this was seieed 
by tho enemy. Concoiviag th&i this advantage 
ensured to tlioin the victory, they gavo way to 
the desire of pluudor, and put Mr. Wingate to 
death, in a spirit of cruelty. The same fate 
awaited the two remaining officers, when Captain 
Stounton, Lieutenant Jones, and Mr. Wylie, tho 
only officers loft unhurt, vigorously charged the 
enemy in turn, recovered the ckouliryt with all 
the l^t ground, and rescued the lives of their 
companions. 

The loss was so groat, and tlie exhaustion, from, 
oxertion, wont of water and refreshment, so severe, 
that some of the men, Boiopenn and native, con. 
sidered resistance hopeless, and expressed a desire 
to apply for terms. Their commanding officer, 
however, formed a hotter judgment; he encou¬ 
raged them to persevere, and represopted the for- 
lonr prospect of a sunender to barbarous and 
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cml eueiDies.^ This exhortation had tl^c desired 
effect, and tlic enemy began to doubt tlio sue* 
cess of further attacks. They maintniiied their 
position in the viJlago tiJl nine p. m., when tliey 
finally evacuated it to seek ici> 08 e and rofiosh* 
mont. Under cover of tho night the dekohment 
got a supply of water, and mode preparations for 
renewing tho contest next morning, being now in 
posaoesion of tho whole village. Cut daylight on 
the 2nd of January discovered the enemy pro* 
paring to move off on tho Poono road. Tiiie Jiad 
now become neoossary, as on that day Brigadier- 
general Smith arrived at Chakun. Captain Staun¬ 
ton wanted ammunition and provisions, was pro- 
eluded remaining whoro he was. tmd the road to 
Poona wea ocoupiod by the poishwa*B army, by 
wliom spies were sont, as if from Mtgor Gunning* 
ham, with an invitation to moot him at Sconce, 
whore thepeishwa’s army halted tlio day and night. 
He, therefore, marcliod back to Sorom*, wheix] liu 
arrived next morning. 

The loss.—Two officers woro killed and throe 
wounded, of whom Lieutenant PatL'nsou^ sub-

Of tlie European artUlerymen^ 
twelve were lolled and eigUt wounded; of the 
native battalion, dfty men were killed, and one 
hundred and tliree wounded; and of the auxiliary 
borae, ninety‘Six were killed, wounded, and 
tnieaing.

The peishwa when (after the battle of Kirki,) 
he retreated from Poona to Purundbur,’ was foU 
lowed by Crcueral Smith. On Mb cq)proacb the 
pedabwa moved to Satara, whence ho carried off 
tho person of the descendant of Sivaji and bis 
family. The reserve under Brigadier-general

Sih of February, 16] 8. Tiie fort vos aiumoonecl, 
and surrendered on the next day, when the deg 
of the raja was hoisted on the fort, and a pro¬ 
clamation was issued,announouig to the Mahrattali 
nation the deposal of Saji Kao, and that the Com¬ 
pany intended to take possession of his torritoties: 
establishing the Kaja of Satora in a juincipality 
for the maintenance of his rank and dignity, and 
of that of his court.^ 

The peishwa^ was defeated on tlio 20 th of Feb¬ 
ruary, 1818, at Asliti, His forces wore attacked 
and dispersed by Bi iga(?ior Adams, at Scont,* on 
the 106 of April. On tlio 24th of April, Haigorh, 
wi6 the wife and treasure of tbopcisbwa^ sur¬ 
rendered to the force under Colonel Piothcr. 
At last* the peishwa addressed himself to Sir 
John Malcolm, os an old fnend, and besought Ida 
intercession with the Qovemor-gonorol for favour¬ 
able terms. Ho was promised a liborrd pension, 
not less than eight lakhs of rupees (£80,000) per 
annum, aud surrendered on the Srdof Juno, 1818,

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to Sir John Malcolm. Tbo Qoveraor-genetal oh- 
jectcd to the amount of the penaion, aa well as 
that there should have been anj show of nego> 
tiation> considering the helpless state to which 
he was redneed. As to the amount the reply was, 
that Atcrut Uao ^ who had been placed on tlie 
muenud of Poona by Holkar in ISOd, had re¬ 
ceived a similar amount of penmen ^ and that 
while Baji Boo was free and at the head of troops^ 
thoro would exist an unsettled state of the countty^ 
attended with the maintenance of troops in the 
fldd, and cod sequent expense. Eithur, near 
Cawupoor, was fixed upon for his residence. 
An European ofBcer, as comxnissiouer, had charge 
of the afiairs of the ex-peishwa. “ The diminished 
and scattered fragments' of the Mahrattah con¬ 
federacy were reduced to a state of wcolcness 
which could acquire no vigour fiom re-union; 
and as the main link which had held it together 
was struck out of the chain, it was disunited for 
ever.” As Wilson observes, " A Mahrattah prince 
ruled Hindustan as the nominal nspMScutative and 
real master of the Moghul.” In 1808 this was

throne. In 1802, both Holkar and Sindia tried 
to obtain the guidance of Bojoo Kao. lie fled, 
and was replaced on his throne by General 
Wdlosley, in May, 1803. Wo reatored him to 
hia throne. 

The eecape of Appa Stdub.' Appa Sahib hed 
been detained at Nagpur, after ho had boon 
deposed. The Oovornor-gonoval tliought it ex* 
pediont to send him to Hindostau, whore lie was 
to be placed, for security, iii the Ibrt of Allulmbnd. 
TIjo resldcjit despaicltod biu\ under t)ie escort of 
a wing of the 33nd Bengal native infantry, and 
three troops of the 8 th native cavalry, commanded 
by Captain Browne, 23nd native infantry, on the 
8rd May, 1816. On the Idtlj, the raja hod dis¬ 
appeared. Buruig the night of the 12 th, ho 
had been eeerotly fwiiished witli the drose end 
accoutrementa of a eipohi, and when tho scntinele 
were changed, had marched oif with the relieving 
party. A pillow took his place on his couch, and 
when the native officer, whoso duty it wee to 
inspect the lent, looked into it, he saw what he 
supposed to be the raja quie^y reposing, and two

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Berv&ots kneeling by tbe bedside, engaged in tbe 
office of rubbing bis linibs (usual in India). Some 
of tbe sipohis bod been induced to contrive the 
raja’s escape, and became *the partners of bis 
ffight. A non-commissioned officer was posted 
as sentry at tlie door of the tent of tbe ox-raja, 
and ordered to bo rolioved cv^ hour. One of 
those son trios was tiiod,ond sentenced to bo shot; 
tlio Bditonco was commuted to tbroo years’ labour 
in irons on tlio road: os tbo native officers tried 
wore only dismissod troxa tlio sorvioo.' The 
orders wore disobeyed by relieving tlio sentries 
every iAree houn, instead of every hour, and not 
going into the tout to see that tlie ex-rajs was there; 
and the order, that a native commissioned officer 
should sec tbo face of tbo ox^raja at osoh relief, 
was disobeyed. Uut tbe mistake was, in not hav¬ 
ing an ISuTQpoan officer on dutyj instead of a native 
officer I A reword of £10,000 was offered for the 
re-capture of the cx-raja, and a jagir of £1,000 s 
year for bfe. Tbe peouniary rewaid was after¬ 
words doubled.^ This failed to seduce from

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th^r oUfigiance the lialf-savoge mountainocn/' 
He woad^ed ebout to vonoue pl&cee^ and wae 
supposed to have gone into the Punjab; but 
nothing certain is ktiown eveu ta to liie oaiatcuco 
at the proaent day. Ho went to the Punjub; 
but Runjoet would uot, as an ouomy of the 
English, allow him to remain. 

Thus, of the four native ])Owore, the pciahwa, 
Sindia. tho Bcrar Eaja, and Holkor, Sindia was 
tlio only ono wlio kept tho position ho hold before 
the war. There were many niaiehea and counter- 
lumehcs mode ngamst the Piudarcca. The result 
was, timt tliey wei'o rooted out fi^m their strong¬ 
holds i many were destroyed, and from the re¬ 
mainder selecdons were made, to locate bodice of 
them in Goruckpoor, nud in other places in tl;o 
Company's provinces, and at Bliopal. Tho hi nr- 
quis Hastings wrote of the war/ "Tiic imporlnnt 
dcgi'co in which, as roprosented by Sir David 
Oohterlony, the people of tlio ll(\;poQt sinter, 
amounting to some millions, were liuneilted by 
the proceedings of tliu Dritisli goveninvont, will 
ex«to lively gratidcatlou. Tliat population, how¬ 
ever, formed but a part of tho imtncnso nicas 
rescued (vom misery,” Regording tlio pcishwa,*

Loss during tho war. Blacko^ gives the 
number of European officers kUled and wounded 
at one hundred and thirty-four; and the number 
of alt other ranks appear to have amountod to 
tlireo thousand and forty-two. Tho oporations 
lasted from tho 5th November. 1817, to 18th 
May, IdlD. Tho battle at Poona was fought on 
the 6th November, 1817. Assoorgurh sun'en- 
deredon tlie Otli May 1618 (considored to ter¬ 
minate the war with the Mahrattahs); and Co- 
paldroogcaptuied on 18 th May, 1819. 

Sindia had promised to direct tho killedar 
(Juswunt Kao Loot) to deliver up the fort of 
Aseocrguih. Sir J. Malcolm^ asked the killedar

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CHAPTER ni. 

THS WBKUZ WkZ, 1824—28. 

AtOKPiu (fanndcr of tiu pre«cat dynu^) ob« 
taiucd pououion of Avo in 1768. In tho war 
between tho BnrmeM and tke Peguers tho Eng¬ 
lish supported the former, end the f^enoh the 
latter.^ Alompre died shout Mej. 1760. In 
1767 he gr&nted the islsod of Nograis, near tho 
west branch of the lieweddjr, to the English ; 
they were driven sway from it in 175d by tho 
Burmaus. In 1707, a year 1181 of the Bur* 
men JErt,* the Chincee sent 60,000 sieD from 
the western ftontier of Ynnan. They were 
hemmed in and sU destroyed except 2,500 soot 
in fetters to the capital. In 1788 the Burmoso 
conquered Arac&n. Is 1795 the Burmese learnt 
that three robbers from Arocan hod token re* 
fugo is the district of ChiUagoog.

army of 30,000 mdu. OanarallSrskino was sent 
with a corps of Europeans and sopoys. Tiio 
Burmeso, Jiading that the Englisli hod not con¬ 
cealed or protected tbo " distioguisbod robbers/' 
retired to tlioir own territories. Tins nfTHir 
caused tbo mission of Lioutejiant-Coionol Symos, 
in 1705j to Ava. In 1707 tbo saiuo ocourronee 
took place, when Captain Hill’ was sunt to Ara- 
coil, who returned fiom it in ISO0. Tho king 
of Ava sent on oiuhassador, who woa dii;ini9So<t 
by Marquis WcUosloy with ossurcmcca regarding 
the restoration of tlie emigrants, if found in the 
Company’s territories j and harmony was restored 
between the two governments. Id 180S and 
1809 Captain Conning^ was eent, and, in tire 
latter year, was allowed to proceed to Amara- 
pura, and hod an audience of tlio king. Tbo 
minister hinted at tho piv^tousione of Avn to 
Chittagong and Dacca. Notliing more satisfac¬ 
tory could bo obtained. T);o object of the mis¬ 
sion was to explain tho nature of tbo blockade 
imposed upon the trade with the Isle of France. 
There were further cauacs for complaint against

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the Bmiucse in the yean 1317 and 1819. In 
1823 a demand vaa made of the ialaod of Shah* 
puri.^ The Burmese were coUeoting troops, both 
iu Assam and Ajacan. 

Tlie Commandur-in'Cliief recommendod the 
formation of three brigades of 8,000 men each, 
to be stationed on the oostcTD fronder, at Cliitta- 
gong. Jujnolporo, and Goalpm^ and ^ flotilla 
on the Burrampootva, towards Assam, and in 
die vicinity of Dacca. Kochar and hlanipoor 
were under our protection, and were threatened. 
The Burmese were informed^ that, if th^ od* 
vanced into Kaohar, we would oppose them, 
Thia they diaregorded: they advanced a force

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towards the close of 1823, threatening ourSylbet 
frontier j it vraa attacked, and actual boatilitics 
began. War being now dedaxed by the British 
Goveminont, meaauxes were taken for its prosC' 
oution. The troops on tlio frontier wero limited 
in tboir operations to the protection of tlio Bri* 
tisb provinoes, and tho expulsion of tlio Burineso 
from tho adjacent tomtorioa. Their maridmo 
provinces wero to bo attacked. Colonel Innoi 
had a brigade at Sylhot. Colonel Slmpland had 
3,000 men at Chittagong. Brigadier M'Morino, 
with about 2,600 mon, was at Qoalparo. 

Troops wore sent from tho Bengal and Madras 
Presidencies. From Bengal Her Majesty's 18th 
and 38til Foot, two componios of Artillery, and 
the 40th Native Infantry (Tnarino corps), (2175) 
men). From Modms Hor Majesty's 41 st and 
80tb Foot and Madras Curopoon regiment, and, 
including seven nativo regiments, 0th, 12tli, 28tli 
and SOtli Madras Native Infantry, artillery, and 
pioncors, 0,300 men, or gi*and total, 11,475 
meu.‘ Tlic object was to occupy Eaugoon, and 
die country at tho mouth of the Irawodi liver. 
The Bongo] troops soiled in April, 1824. '*Tho 
difBculty in collecting a sufUcicnt force for a

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msritime expedition Bengal, owing to the 
repugnance which the sepoys entertain to em* 
barking on board vessels,^ had early led to an 
application to the Madroa Government. Besides 
tvanaports, tUoro was a flotilla of twenty-gun 
brige, and as roany row-boats, carrying an eigh« 
tcen poandor onch. There woro His Majesty’s 
sloops * Lomo' and ' Sopliie, ’ and sovorol com¬ 
pany's ombors, and the ’Diana' steamboat/' 
MiQor-goQoral Sir A. Campboll, Commander-in- 
oMof of the Poroes.^ Brigadier-geueral Maoboan 
commanded the Madras troops. Tho Bengal 
tioops roaohod the rendezvous about the end 
of April (Port Comwollb, iu the Great Anda¬ 
mans). They were joined by His Majesty's 
frigate'’ Liffey," Commodore Grant, and Slancy, 
sloo|)*of-war. The last Madras division left on 
tlie 28rdof May,‘ andjoiood at Rangoon In June 
and July.

On the Dth May, 1824, the expedition* arrived 
off, ajid on the lOlli stood in for, tbo river. The 
town was surrondcred, after somo firing from the 
Ijffoy, It woe found deserted by the enemy. 
Before reacliing Rangoon, dctaclimonte were sent 
to seize tbe islands of Olreduba and Negroid.^ 
A detacbment was sent against the Tunodsoriiu 
coast, in the end of August.* Tavoy and Mergui 
speedily fell into our bands. Tbo enemy, on tbe 
1st of July, made an attack* on the British lines, 
and were defeated. There were vmious opera¬ 
tions near Rangoon. 

Owing to the difficulties experienced of peoe- 
tratiug into the interior from Rangoon, it was pro-

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posed* to try and penetrate from Kachar, through 
Maiiipoor, into the valley of llie Ningti river, fall¬ 
ing into the Irawadi; and a force of about seven 
thousand troops, under Oobnel Shuldliam, was 
formed. This failed. The other route was from 
OJuttagong, through Aracan, and across tho 
mountains into Ava, whore it was to elfect a 
jnnotion with the army of Rangoon. A force of 
eleven tlwnsand mon,^ consisting of His Me* 
josty's 4dth and 54th regiments, tlte 2Cth, 42nd, 
49th, and 62nd Bengal native infantry, and 2nd 
light infantry battalion; the 10tb and 16th hfa* 
dras native infantry, ilio Mug levy, a body of 
local horse, with artillery and pioneers, Rssomblod 
at ChittagoDg towards the end of September 
1624, under the command of Brigadier^genoral 
Morrison, of His Majesty’s 44t]i; a dotilla of 
sloops and gun^brigs was attached to it, under 
Commodore Hayes,’ for the conveyance of troops 
and supplies along the shore, and to co-operate

gong early in Jsnoary^ 1826.* The approach to 
the town of Ancan* lay acrou a narrow valley, 
bounded by a range of biUe about four hundred 
feet high, the lumTuit of which wm crowned by 
a serica of itockadoa, and garriaoned by the whole 
Burma force, Mtimated at nine thousand men. 
An attack, medo on the 20th March, failed. Ou 
the evening of the 81st, Bngndior lUdiards,^ 
with a detachment,* eaceDdod tho rango by a 
circuitous route, and had established himself on 
the summit, before his movement was detected hy 
the enemy. Next morning (1st April), the divi¬ 
sion attacked the Burmese in flank, while the

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main 1x)dy agalu assailed tHem in ^nt. The 
enemy yren driven from each stockade, and 
abandoned Araoan to the British arms, retreat¬ 
ing across the low lands between the city and 
tlio mountains, and crossing the Utter by tlie 
posses of Taink and Aeng. 

General Monison, being very ill, left Arooau 
in October* and the oonunand devolved upon 
Brigadier Bicimrds. He, on the Slet October, 
1826, when commanding the south-east division 
in Arocan, reported^ ^'tbat at present there is 
no road by which troops, with their supplies on 
cattle, could travel from hence (Araoan) tbrougli 
the mountains. " There are three roads: tliO 
norCliemmost, tho Limroo road; tlu next lower 
down, tho Tolak; and the third, the Aeiig road. 
TheTalaic, ninety miles from the town of Arocan. 
Prom Talok to tho opposite sido of the Yeo 
Mandong rango, is said to bo seventy miles/' 
Tho 16tb Madras native infantry,* under Oapt&in 
D. Hobs, with elephants, marched first to ?a- 
kangyoh, on the Irawadi, eight maichee from 
Yandabo, and thence, after crossing the hver to 
Sembew Ghwen, quitted the low country in

Captain IVmit, * aa^tant quarter- 
master-general, observes,' "We mot with but 
little arduous Acuity, yet performed a march 
of one hundred and twenfy-four miles, vhidi 
had bean supposed impracticable, in eleven days, 
and clearly poiuted out that, had this road boon 
oramined, it woold have been found that there 
was nothing to have prevented a |)ortion of Ge¬ 
neral Morrison's army from wintering in Ava. 
instead of perishing in the inarsbes of Amcan/' 
Tho sideness of his surveyor, prevented the bri¬ 
gadier causing a minute investigation of the 
roads being made iu time to have effected this 
object. 

Sir A. Campbell,^ owing to tho want of con¬ 
veyance and of snpplics, early suggested doubts 
of tho possibility of penetrating into the interior 
of Ava by the tine of tlio IrawadL Sir T. 
Munro, Governor of Madm, wrote to Lord Am¬ 
herst,* on the 38rd August, 1834, "I have al-

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ready given xoj c^inion on tlie main point, 
namely, that the plan of advanciiig l)y the lra> 
wadi was preferable to that of marchiag south, 
or re-embarking and landing at Aracan. I can 
see no object in his gobg to Kartaban, because 
it would not facilitate his advance to the capital, 
88, according to his own account, even if the 
Siniuosc and Peguers were to take a part in the 
war, he would still require draught and carriage 
equipage feom Bengal. With regard to the plan 
of re-embarking the Kangoon force, and Imiding 
it at Aracan, nothing could jimtify such a mea¬ 
sure but the certain^ of being famished there 
with an equipment of drauglit and carriage- 
cattle. If they could not obtain it, they would 
be still more helpless than where they are now, 
and we should have lost roputation,^givon con¬ 
fidence to the enemy.*' But Brigadier-general 
Morrison's force had not then left Chittagong. 

After obtaining a supply of conveyance, Sir 
A. Campbell, leaving a gmrrison in Rangoon of 
native troops, with such Europeans os were unfit 
for field duty, formed the remainder of his 
force into three divisions; one, of the strength 
of two thousand four hundred, under his own

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command ooc of twelve bundled under Briga- 
dlor^gcneitd .Cottou and ono of less tlian six 
hundred men under Major Solo.’ The latter 
was directed to proceed against BaesoiiL and 
aitov olearing that province, to croaa the country, 
Qud Join the main body at Henzada, on tlic 
Irawodi. The division under Ooncrol Cotton 
was to proceed by water, with a flotilla of 
sixty-two gun boats, and all the bo&ta of tlie 
nien-of-wu, under Captain Alexander of the 
Royal Navy, and on its way was to carry tho 
enemy's entrenclmicnte at Paslong and Dona- 
bew. The column under Sir Archibald Camp¬ 
bell was to proceed by land to Frome, ou tho 
Irawadi, where it was to ho joined by tho other 
divisions.

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'fhd lire of the ships dnvo the enemy ftom their 
batteries. The troops landed and destroyed the 
works. The squadron ascended the Bassein 
river, to the town of that namo. The enemy 
hod abandoned it, and set it on fire. The 
onemy foU back upon Bonabew. The column 
under 8ir A. GampbolL marched on the 18th of 
February, 1626. General Cotton's column ad¬ 
vanced to Yangan-Chona, wboro the Rangoon 
branch separates from the IrawadI, and arrived 
in sight of Bonabew^ on the 28th February, 
where Maha Bandoola had entrenched himself. 
There was some delay in tho heavy boats cross* 
ing the shallows into the Irawadi. Tho column 
reached Ponlang, on the Rangoon river, on the 
10th February: both banks were defended by 
stockades. Tho shells and rockets drove out 
the enemy, and a division of the Madras 18th 
native infantry was left there. The whole wore 
in the main stream by the 4th of March, and on 
the 6th took up a position on the right bonk of 
the river, two miles below Donabew. TheBumu 
general had been summoned to surrender, and 
bad returned a courteous but resolute refusal. 
The works wero of considerable strength along

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tbo right bank of tlie river, find commanding 
its whole bi«adtli. The chief work, e pm^allelo' 
gram of one thousand by seven liundred yards, 
stood on ft bank withdrawn from tho bod of tbo 
river in the diy season, and rising above it. 
Two others, one a sciunre of two Imndrcd yards, 
with a pagoda in tho centre, and tho otlior, an 
irregular work, four hundred yards from it, stood 
lower down on tho rivor, forming outworks to 
the principal stockade, commanded and sup* 
|}crtod by its batteries. All throo were cou* 
stiuotod of squared beams of timber, provided 
with platforms, and pierced for cannon j and 
each had an exterior ditdi, tlie outer edge of 
which was guarded with shorp-pointed bamboos, 
and ft thick abatis of felled trees and brushwood. 
One hundred and forty guns of various calibre, 
and a greotor number of ginjnls, were mounted 
on the parapets, and the ganisou consisted of 
twelve thousand men, commoudod by tlie most 
celebrated geoeva) in the servico of Avu. General 
Cotton bad loft his native regiment at Panlong, 
and port of his Europeans to guard tlie boats and 
stores. " His whole available force did not, thcro- 
foro, exceed six hundred bayonets, a force mani¬ 
festly inadequate to the storming of Donabuw.’* 
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General Cotton considered the cositnnnder^m* 
chief's orders imperative, and pi^poxod to attack. 
On the Tib he formed two cohimne, composing, 
altogether, five Imndred men. They advanced 
against the smaller stockade, supported by the 
fire of two fiold»piecos, and of a rocket battery. 
It woe captnrod. The second of the ontronoh* 
monts was next attacked. It was etormod by 
two liundrcd men. The attack foiled, and the 
party was recalled. Oonerol Cotton sedng it was 
evident that his force was t430 small, the guns and 
Btores were TO*omhaikod, and the flotilla dropped 
down to tlie position at Yung-yung, which it liad 
occupied on the 0th of Maroli, and there awaited 
instructions from the oommandordn'chief. 

It is evident that Qeneral Cotton’s force was 
inadequate, and that Sir A. Campbell ought to 
have proceeded with his whole force to attack 
Donabow, which would only have amounted to 
three thousand six hundred men: instead of de¬ 
taching twelve hundred men fiom his force, which 
whs too weak to advance with into Prome. He 
could not advance till joined by other troope, and 
he had to return. On the 25t]i of March, Sh 
A. Campbell, having mode a retrogode movement,

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crane tefore Donabew. The army encamped 
above the works j tho water colmn was some 
way bebw them. The flotilla on the 27tli, with 
a breeze, joined the army; landed the heavy 
guns and mortars. Shells and rockets were dili¬ 
gently thrown into the entrenchments. The gnns 
opened on the Srd of April. They were un¬ 
answered. Shortly after, the Burmese wore 
observed to be in fall retreat. It was soon 
ascertained that Maba Bandoola Imd been killed 
on the previous night by the bursting of a shell. 
The loss of the British in the affairs before 
Donabew was thirty killed, and one hundred and 
thirty-fonr wounded. As soon os the post was 
taken possession of, Sir A. Campbell resumed his 
match. He was at Tharawa with his advance, on 
his way to Prome, on the 7th of April, and on 
the 8th, was there joined by reinforcements from 
Rangoon, under Brigadier M'Oreagh, consisting 
of His Majesty's Ist or royal regiment, mnl tlio 
28th Madras naUve infantry, with elephants and 
eairiage cattle. The Bimnans had been rsllidd 
by the Prince of Thorawadi, The army readied 
Prome on the25thof April, without encountering 
an enemy.* The town had been evacut^d by 
the Burmons, aft^ brnmisg the etookodes.

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Sir A. Campbell’ had novr about five thousand 
rneu» of wbom» two thousand three hundred were 
Europeans. Detachments left at Rangoou to the 
extent of about fifteen himdred more, were under 
ordeis to join Iiim. An armistice had been 
agrood upon, to extend from the 17th of Septem- 
bcj’, to the 17th of October, “ during which, 
neither force should oroaa a lioo oxtending li'oni 
Komma, on tlie west bank of the Irawadi, tlirough 
Naibonaik, to 'Pongho. 'fowarda tlie end of 
Soptomber, Sir James Brisbane* joined the army. 
The Kyi Wungyi engaged to meet the British 
general at Neibensik on the 2nd of October, to 
dotormino the dcfliutive conditions of peace. The 
meeting took place. Sir A. Campbell was acoom^ 
panied by Sir James and his personal staff, and 
one thousand picked mon, both Europeans and 
natives. A like number of Burmos formed the 
escort of the Kyi Wungyi. The parties met at 
Haibonaik, on a plain. The Kyi Wungyi was 
assisted by other officors of rank. It very soon 
appeared tliat th^ were entirely unprepared for 
tho demands mode upon their government by the 
British commanders.

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“XJjo court of Avft* was expected to desist 
from all iutcr/breuce with Assam and Xachar, and 
to rocc^ise their dependence of Monipnr, Ai'o- 
can, with its dependencies, wae to bo given vip 
to the British, and an indeionity of two crorca of 
nipocs (£2,000,000), was to be paid for tho 
cxponecs of tho war; until the discliergo of whioli 
sum, BangooD, Martaban, and the Tonaeaerim 
provinces, were to bo held in pledge. A rcaidont 
was to be received at Ava, and a coinuicrcial 
treaty to be concluded, by which the trade witli 
Bangoon should be roUeved from the exactions 
by which it had hitherto been repressed. These 
proposals were received by the Burma negotiators 
with manifest surprise, and were strenuously 
resisted/’ They were unauthorised to accede to 
such ccnditiciiB, and must refer them to tho royal 
pleasnre. They proposed, therefore, to extend 
the armistice to tho beginning of November. 
Little doubt was entertained, that recourse must 
be again had to arjna. At tlio end of October, a 
btter &om the Burma chief annoimoed, “ that if 
the English made any demands for money for 
their expenses, or for any territory, fiicndship 
was at an end. Such was the custom of the 
Wilson, vol, ix. p. 183. 
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Tho court was iadigaant> and the 
war party rose in favour. The Burma army was 
ordered to move upon Prome. Their army drew 
towards tlm British lines, to cirouroscnbo their 
limits, and harass and intercept their communi¬ 
cations. 

A considerable body of their troops was thrown 
forward to Watigaon, twenty miles ft'om Prome, 
whore they ontrciiched themselves. It was neces¬ 
sary to dislodge them.^ On the evening of the 
16th November, Brigadier M'Dou^l, with 
four regiments Madras uotive Infantry, moved in 
three columns. The ground did not admit of the 
omploymwit of field artillery j and, “ as the bri¬ 
gade was unprovided with battering guns, tiia 
entrenchments could not be breached.'* There 
was no oO'Cperation. The commandant was 
killed, and tho attack failed.^ The priocipal 
cause of the failure appears to have been mis-

hoTso.' The success of the Burmuns confirnic<t 
them in thoir oxpootniiou of conipellingtho British 
army to retire from Pioroo. Tlio Burumns nd- 
vanoed within a few miles of Brome. Sir A. 
Campbell, witli bis M^osty'a I0th> S8tb, 47th, 
and d7th regiments, and 38ih Madras native 
infantry, in one column; and General Cotton, 
with his Majesty’s 4Iet and 89t]j regiments, and 
18th and 2Stli Madras nahve infantry, in an¬ 
other, attacked them. Tho flotilla, and a corps 
of native infuitry, were to make a demonstration 
ageinst tho enemy's right; while Sii* Archibald 
^ttacked thoir left.' Qoneral Cotton attacked 
‘them at noon on the Ist Bccoiubcr; and the 
Bormans left tlirce hundred dead in tho outrench- 
ments. Tho vetoi'an general, Malm Nouiyo, was 
among tiio slain. Tho division undci^ Sir A.. 
Campbe)] was ddfiyed, but canio np and com¬ 
pleted the defeat. Oui troops attacked and 
defoated the Burrauis again on tho 2nd, drove

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them h'om their entrenchascntey and followed 
thorn ixt>m hill to liilJ till the whole positioQ> two 
miloe In extent, was in our poseoeeion. On the 
&tli of December, BrigadidT'goDeral Cotton crooaed 
tho Irawadi, and drove thorn Jrom the other 
atockadee. Onr lose was twenty dvo killed, and 
ono hundred and twenty-ono wounded. Three 
oflkma killed, two wounded (ono mortally) < Thi« 
broke up tho Burma torco. 

Tlio force rcoohod Miaday^ on tho 10 tb of 
Decomber, accompanied by Cho flotilla. Tho 
latter waa met on the 2dtb by a flog of truce, 
bearing a measago from the Burma commander, 
stating that full powers liad been received from 
tho court to eoDclude a treaty, and suggeetiug 
that deputies should be sent to discuss tho oon> 
ditions, Lieutcnant^Colonel Tidy and Lieutc* 
nant Snuth, R.N., wore ngfuu sent.* The army 
continued its march, and arrived at Patangoh, 
opposite to MoUoon, on tho 29 th, whoro it on* 
camped. The flotilla ascended the river without 
mnlestation. A suspension of arms was pro> 
posed, but not agreed to * On the SOth of Do*

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comber r cooicrcnce waa held in a boat which tho 
Burma chiefs undertook to up for the meet* 
ing and anchor in the middle of the* river. ^ 
Accordingly Sir A, Campbell, accompanied by 
Mr. T. C. Robertson,^ tho civil coramissioner from 
Beiigo), and by Sir Jainoa Brisbano, repaired on 
board, aud were met by four of tho priiiciptd mom- 
bat of the Burma Qovornmont. Tho Btipula- 
tione woro the tame os those formerly proposed. 
Olid woro oncountorod with the aanio objoctiona.^ 
Those Isolating to territorial concession wore not 
poniatod in; but tlio an willingness to pay money 
iudoinniflcntion was eo insiipcrablo, and tlio pica 
of inability so tenaciously urged, that the British 
commissionon were induced to lower the demand 
to ono orore of rupees (£1,000,000). With thin 
alteration the Burma commiesionore professed 
themselves contented, and a dofinitivo treaty was 
executed by them on tho 3rd of January (1B20). 
An uuniatico was agreed upon until tlio 16tli, 
by which period it was expected timt tlie treaty

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would be returned from Ave with the royal rati* 
hcatioD, the prisonera at Ava wouJd bo seut 
down, and the payment of the ilret metdment 
would be commenced, Thceo expectationB were 
disappointed. 

On the 17th of January' adoputadou was 
sent to apologiso for the non*amval of the rati' 
hod timty, and requoating prolougatbn of time. 
This wiia dooUned, and on tlio 18th a doputation 
fioin tlio Britisli camp procooded to Molloon to 
a)jpri 80 the Wungia, that, uulcaa the rntifiod 
treaty should arrive, or, uDleaa they engaged to 
ovacooto Molloon by aunriae, on the 20tb, the 
post wo\ild bo attookod. They refused to occedo 
to the latter, and could not pledge theinaolvesto 
tho former. Hence the army advanced. Mol* 
loon was stormed and taken. On tlic 8th of 
February* the army approached within five miles 
of tho ancient city of Fogahm, the capital of the 
Burma empire, at tho season of its greatest 
power and prosperity. The force, with 9ir A. 
Campbell, did not exceed 1,300 men, of whom 
000 wove Furopeans; two regiments of the lot* 
ter, tlic 47th and 87th, detached to Tondwyne,

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to collect c&ttle and grain, aa well as disperae a 
bod^ of Bunnaa, reported to be stationed there, 
to* harass the British flanks, not having r6> 
joined. 

After halting five dajs at Pagahm, Sir Archi* 
bald, on the Idth of Fobniary, continued his 
march towards the cc^ital, and had reached Yan> 
dabo, within sixty miles of Ava.* The treaty 
>vas at last concluded on the 24th of Febrnory, 
1826. The- payment of the first instalment of 
twenty-five lakba of mpecs (£250,000), was a 
proof of the sinceri^ of the court; and, by tbc 
Mthority vested in the American deputies,^ to 
accede to whatever terma the British commia- 
sioD&ra should impose. No other conditions Were 
stipulated than those already insisted upon; and 
a trea^ was finally conduded upon the basis al¬ 
ready described. The King of Ava renounced 
all claim to, and r^ht of interforence with, the 
country of Assam, and the principalities of Jyntia 
and Kachar, and recognised tbc indopcndcncc of 
Manipur. He consented to cede in perpetuity 
the fonr divisions of Aracan, or Aracau Proper, 
Ramri, Gbeduba, and Suidoway, and the tiircc

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districts of Tenaaserim, Yt, T&v6y» and Mergui, or 
the whole of the coast bdoDging to Ave, south of 
the SoDlueu river; to recoivo a resident at his 
capital, and sanction the conclusion of a coramor* 
oial treaty; onclj finally, he agreed to pay a 
croro of Tupcos (or about £1,000,000) in four 
instalments, the first iromodiatoly, tlio second 
within one hundred days from tlio date of the 
treaty,' and the other two in the course of the 
two following years/’ The British engaged to 
retire at once to Rangoon, and to quit the Burma 
territory upon the payment of the second instal¬ 
ment. The ilisdiai^gc of the promised indemnity 
was tardily and reluctantly eotnpUed with. 

On the rooejpc of the ratidcatioR of the treaty 
tire army broke up from Yandaho. A brigade, 
under Lieutenant-Colonel Blair, marched by land 
to R^goon. The 18th Madras Native Infantry 
crossed the mountains by the Aeng Pass, in 
Arocan, in a march of 124 miles in eleven days. 
Sir A. Campbell and Mr. Eobertson embarked 
in boats, and proceeded down the river to Ran¬ 
goon, whence such of the troops as were not 
required to protect the cautionary towns and 
conquered provinces, were despatched to their 
' Fsihng dus on tbs 4th Juns. ISfiS. 
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several presidencies. Sir A. CampbcD^ after 
visiting Colcntto, returned to Raugoon, of which 
ho held possession until the payment uf the second 
inaUJinent, at tho end of t1)o year 1820. He 
then removed tho troops to Moolmain, aii incon- 
sidoi'able village opposite to Martaban, on the 
Cricisli side of tho Saulucn river, hut which 
afforded a oonvoniont military fVontier station. 
A soa-port, called Ainhorst, was catablisiicd at 
the mouth of the nvor Suduai, twenty•soven

It appears, by the statomeut of tUo late Cap¬ 
tain W. Roy,^ in 1641, that wlion Loi^d Amherst 
heard of the fall of Bhurtpoor (captured on tlic 
18th of January, 1820), ho wrote to Mr. llo- 
berUon, the dvil conimissioiier, to demand four 
ororos of rupees (£4,000,000), and all tho coun¬ 
try up to Prome. Tlic original treaty was signed 
on tlio 8rd of January, 1620. It was too late to 
make any further demands. Tim war, (t is Bni<l, 
upon good autliority, eost fourtccu civvcs of 
rupees (£14,000,000).^

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The Biinnana ob tained possession of Assam and 
Axncaa in 1783.‘ The Tenasseiini province ori¬ 
ginally belonged to the King of Siam. " In 1088 
the Coui't of Directors of the East India Company 
ordered their servants to endeavour to obtain 
possession of it fmm the king, and to fortify it. 
In 1760 it was takou from tbo Sicimoso by Atom- 
piu, the lUninan inonorcli, after feeble resist- 
anco. It was tbou large and populous, but is 
now almost a heap of ruins.”•

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now king upon his accession, and reached Bang¬ 
kok on the 4tli of December, 18S5. After the 
signing of the treaty, Mi. Ciawfurd' was ap-. 
pointed envoy to the court of Avo, to discuss 
with the ministers a commorcial treaty. Tho 
roUsion returned to Rangoon by tho middle of 
January, 1627. having ofTcctod tho object for 
wliicli it )md boon sont. < All porsoua! lutoroourse 
was then luspoudod. I'ho manner iu wliich the 
miasion of Mr. Omwlhrd was roceived at Ava 
offered little oncouragomont for the appointment 
of a succeesor,* and he dissuaded, in his report 
to tho government of India, the enforooraout of 
tho aiticlc which provided for the permanent pro* 
seiioo of a British envoy at tho Bur man capital. 
It was not till the end of 1820, wheu some delay 
in tho paymout of tlie instalments of the contri¬ 
bution duo,’ and some questions relating to the 
affairs of tho two states, that Lieutenant-Colonel 
Burney, recently returned from Siam, was sent 
to Ava. Tbo King of Ava becoming imbecile, if 
not insane, the administration was assumed by 
his favourite queen, with the support of her bro-

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tiler, Mcnthflgyeo, to tlie total exclusion of the 
beir^apparent. and the brothers of the king, (ram 
ell offices of trust eod omolomont. Tovartls the 
end of 1387 the parties camo to an open rupture. 
It WQS known that the Prinoo of Tharowndi,' 
the king's oldest brother, woa collcoting mon niid 
arms in the city, llo declared his quarrel wns 
with Menthagyoo obno, mid tlmt he liod no 
mt43Dtion or desire to injure his biothor the king, 
or bis nopltew, the riglitful hoir to tim throne. 

Monthagyeo^ and hie collcaguos had locoursc 
to die British resident; lie ropaiied to tlio lu^nd 
quarters of Tboiawadi who refused to accede to 
any tenns of accommodation; bo gave orders to 
the commanders of bis tioops, that they should 
cousidor the resident and all persons connected 
with him as his frioods, and should carefully 
respect the i^idoncy in the event of having to 
storm the town. At last Tharawadi, after many 
oots of violence, oseumed the title of king of 
Mouttshobo. He now determined to got rid of 
the reeidoncy altogether. Ho not only declared 
in council, but explicitly atated to the resident,

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that lie did not consider bimsblf bound bj- tbe 
&ots of bis predecessor^ and that be did not ao 
knowlodg^o the treaties made by Lis brother with 
the government of India,^ That the Bormese 
officers lied been inghtcued into signing tlie 
treaty of Tandabo. The resident applied for per- 
mission to withdraw from Ava to BangooD, on 
tlio pica of impaired hoaltb^ aud reported the 
state of affaire to the government of India. This 
was exactly what TUarawodi desired.^ Colonel 
Burney quitted Ava on tlie 17fch of June, 1837, ac¬ 
companied by the Buropean traders and American 
missionaries. Thamwadi removed his capital to 
Kyang-rnyung, having expressed bis determina¬ 
tion to make Ava a heap of ruins, aud forbid¬ 
ding any Europeans or Americans to accompany 
him to his new capital. Colone] Burney reached 
Bangoon on the 6th of July, and exporienced 
much incirilityfrom tho Burmnn functionaries. 

The government of India, thinking it possible 
that amicable relations might be restored by a con- 
(history course of conduct, resolved on Colonel 
Burney’s departure for Europe to despatch Colonel 
Bonson^ to Rangoon, having as his assistant

successful. Colonel Benson woe at first received 
with some show of civility at Rangoon, wliere lie 
arrived in July, lfi88. An intimation met him 
at Prorae that ho would do woU to remain there. 
The notice was in some degree unefHoial; lie 
resumed his route, and in Ootobei^ airivcd at 
Amerapima whore the court then was. Tlie mis¬ 
sion wus not |>mtuittod to enter the city; and the 
envoy and suite were at times in peril of starva¬ 
tion. Tharawadi steadily refused to receive a 
British oiHcer under tho conditions of tlie treaty 
of Yondabo.. Pie was admitted to an interview 
with the ministers, but an audience of the king 
was denied. 

At last Colonel Benson finding his situation to 
be incompatible witU the cliardeter and credit of 
his governumnt, he quitted liis irksome position 
in the beginning of 1839, and returned to Cal-

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cnttd. Captain M*Leod, whom he left behind^ 
was for a time rather bettor ti‘OOted ^ he was ad* 
niitted to an mtcrviow with Tharawadi; but this 
was in bis owe private dtaraeter. and arose on 
tbo oooiiirencc of a severe earthquake^ from bis 
desire to know liow Europeans acoount<xl for sudi 
plMDomena. Captain M'Lood was at last com* 
polled to lotirc to Rangoon, whore ho spent the 
remainder of tlio year: when continued neglect 
and insolence compelled tl\o government of India 
to roca) the iniisioo. 

In the middle of 1840^ formidable disturb* 
onces arose in the north*west, chiefly among the 
Shan tribes. Tharnwadi took occasion to got rid 
of somo obnoxious persons, and the queen^ her 
brother Monthi^ce, ond bis daughter, with a 
numbor of their folioweit were publicly executed. 
Considerable apprehension was excited in the 
adjacent EritUb dependencies towards the end of 
1841, by the visit of Tbarawadi to Eangoon, 
with a numorous and warlike train, which it was 
anticipated would be directed agoinst Aracau or 
Tenoaseiim. Fmdential measures were adopted 
against such a design. After laying tbe founds* 
tioQ of ft new town in the vicinity of Bongoon,. 
and paying a visit to Pegu, Thorawadi quitted

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Rangoon in January, 1842, and retumed to 
Atnorapura. Although averse to the DritUh fJU- 
fiDcc, and anxioua to vindicate the Jjonour 0 / tlio 
Bunuan man and recover the lost provinces of 
hia country, it does not appear that he over acrU 
ously meditated a ronowal of hostilities; lie was 
aware of lus inability to copo with the Indian 
govcinmont; and ovcnt\ially fell a victim to tho 
spint of rosuboi’diuation of which ho had set tlic 
exwnplo.^ towards tho end of 1845, Thaiiwadi 
resolved to announce his legitimate son as 
successor; and to sti'cngthou liis claim by his 
maiTiage \vith the daughter' of tho old king, his 
brother. Tlie measure was opposed by his eldest 
son, the prince of Promo; Uie prince was defeated, 
and put to death soon after. Tbarawadi, ad- 
dicte<l to intemperate habits, became so feroci* 
ous that his ministers treated huu as insoue, and 
raised the young prince to tho chief authority, 
with tlie title of regent. T^imwadi died in con¬ 
finement a few luoutliB oftoi’ his depoaol 5 but tlic 
regent refrained ii'om assuraiug the royal title 
until after the death of the old king, which did 
not occur uuril the beginning of 1847. His 
nephew then became sovereign.

The now king sub* 
sided into sensual uululgcnco, and exi)oncnced 
tlio fdto of }iis ^tUor; having boon dopoaud by 
one of tlio ;niniitca:s, who placed hiinsolf upon the 
tluone. 

The rovonuos of tlio TojiassoHm pi^ovinooe are 
statod by Wilson^ to be £53,000, in 1S4S-49.

tages gaipod by the war ore not only to be 
legardod in a commercial point of viow,^ Admiral 
Suffrein, when lie returned to 3?reoco iu 1784, 
told Louis XVI. that India could be best invaded 
by obtaining possession of Arocan. 

State of British India.»2d24. Tlio tramiiiil- 
luation of Hindoston had been insured after the 
Mahinttah and Pindaree war of 1817-18, and 
had “thrown back upou tlio Company's tcmtorics 
a multitude of military adventurers,^ who were 
natives of India;" and who could no longer 
" procure service in the mercenary bands of the 
Mahrattehs or Puthana.^ The defects in the 
fidmlnietration of civil justice, the ineffective police, 
and the deferred settlomont of the revenue iu the 
upper provinces,^ produced general diBoontciit; 
and in 1824, there was scarcely a district, in the

SiEOE of BJiurfcpoor.—1825*20. " Tho triumpLs 
of tbe Maixiuis of Ilostmgs luid lined the 
dispoaitioD of Die J&ut priudpality to look to the 
Bntiali govommeiit for prolccticm.^ Tlie treaJy 
witli tho RajaUunjet Sing (of Bhuitpoor, 1805) 
was faithfully ot«orvod hy Ihs socccssors, lUrtad* 
hir Sing, and Baldco Sing i and tbc latter relied 
upon the government of India to defend Die 
intcreats of his son, Rulwout Sing, in tlio event of 
hU death, wli&o the latter was in )us minority. 
At hia earnest solicitaDon, the politi<;aI agent ut 
Delhi, Sir D. Ochtcrlony, consented to invest Die 
boy with a khelat, or honorary dress^ es a 
of the leoogniDon of hie succesaiou.’'

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induced lum to moke the request. Tlie inveetU 
turd was performed at Bhurtpoor early in 1624. 
A year afterwords, the raja died. Tlie young 
voja, who was about five or six years old, sue* 
oeodod, undor tho guordionsliip of hie nuitornal 
nnelo, Ham lUtan Sing. A month after Baldco 
Sing’s (loath, Bnijan Sal, tho son of a yoinigor 
luothor of the Into raja, seduced tho soldioiy to 
joiu hie party, bioko into tho eitado), and killod 
tho gnordion, and soisod the purson of tiro young 
raja, and asoumod tho dirootion of afiaiis. Sir 
David addressed a proclamation to tho Jauts, 
requiring them to withhold obedience from the 
usurper, and assured thorn of tho support of a 
British force, which he oi once assembled at 
Mathura, on tlio confines of tho Bhurtpoor terri* 
tory. Duijun Sol doolinod an invitation to visit 
tho British cantonments, and place tho young raja 
in the hoods of the Britisli ogent. A respectable 
force was speedily (uscmbled, and was about to 
inovo against the fortress, when the execution 
of tho project was arrostod by tho supreiae 
govonimout. 

This was in the mouth of July, 162fi, while 
ouv extensive military operations in the war with 
Ava were undecided, and attended with great 
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dlfEcolties and very he&vy expanso.^ Lord Am* 
hcr6(, Govenio>gdnera]« did sot admit of the 
existenoe of any obligation to uphold tbo claims 
of tbo miuor n^a. It was affirmed that the 
gmxit of the honorary dross had been made 
without the sonctiou of tho supremo authority. 
It WAS obsorved tlmt Durjun Sol only ckiuiod the 
oxoitiso of tlio rogonoy. Q)lio minority of tlio 
supromo council considered intorforonco might 
become IndUpcnsablo for tho pro8C9:vaiion of 
tJAnqiiilUty in Hindustan/* Tho sentiments of 
tho Govemor*goneral so far prevailed^ that it 
wos roBolvod to countermand tho military pre¬ 
parations, and to rcoal tho hostile dcolorations 
which had boon puhlishod. Upon this dooisiou 
being raado known, Sir D. Ochtorlony imme¬ 
diately resigned. Ho died at Mcorat on tho 
15th July, 1825, aged sixty-eight years. “ It is 
not iinlikoly that tho mortiflaation whioh he had 
experienced on this occasion, and tJio disappoint* 
meat of tlio proud hope ho hml chorish«l of 
seeing Bhurtpoor fall before lilm, oocoleratod his 
decease/'*

David» “ however formidable, wad coofeasedly ia* 
adequate to overcome a prolonged and national 
reaiatanco. At the East India Hous^ on tho 
10th Dccomber, 1826, on a vote of thanks to 
the army of Bhurtpoor, Sir J. Malcolm said that 
" if the siege liod foiled, It would in all Unman 
juobability have added to tlio embarrassmonU of 
tUo Burmese wm\' that of hostllltios with almost 
every stoto of India/’* Tho lato Lord Metcalfe,* 
wlwn a member of tho supreme council of India, 
rocordod liis opinion that tho Burmeeo war 
produced an extraordinary sensation all over 
India, amounting to an expectation of our im« 
mediate downfall/'* 'fbo operations against 
Bhurt]}oor commenced on the 10th Beoember, 
18S6. The Bimmoso signed the hret treaty on 
tho 8rd January, 1826.

security of fortress ves is the tbickocss and 
toQgbness of its veils, constrocted of clay bsr* 
doned in the sun. 

The srmy uecrabled before Bburtpoor on 
lOclv of December, 1835. In a nortborly direc¬ 
tion, some distence from ibc fort, end screened 
from it by «i inicijacont forost, towards the 
north-vest, wns thcMoti Jbi); on oxtonsivo piece 
of water, oa|>ablc of fUling die ditohos of the for¬ 
tress, by sluieot cut tbrougli tho embankment 
within vhiob the woton wore coofinod. To pre¬ 
vent the enemy from opening channels through 
tho bonk, s party, consisting of a troop of horse 
artillery, of cavalry and infantry, with two coni • 
panics of sappers and miners, were sent in ad¬ 
vance ; and drove away a small party of tho enemy, 
and idled up sluices which had been recently 
opened. The object was to prevent the enemy 
filling the ditch with water, as wu the case in 
tho tune of Lord Lake in 1805.^ Tbo post ut 
tho Jhil was maintained during the siege.

Tbo column for the right breach 
was commandod by Major-gtiietal Rcyndl. That 
for tho loft bnndi, by Major-goneral NicoUs.

Our loss was 
one hundred and tlireo killed, and four hundred 
ued fiixty-Bix womided (total, five hundred and 
sixty‘Uino). Brigadior-genexal Edwards, Capt oin 
Armstrong, bis Majesty’s 14th, CapUdu Pitman, 
his Majesty's 5Utli, and Captain Brown, Slat 
native Infantry, were killed. The day after tlie 
storm Lord Combormore and Sir 0. Motoulib 
entered the aitadol, and on the 20th placed thu 
young raja on the throne of his ancestora. The 
oaro of his person was confided to tho principal 
widow of tho late raja, as nominal regent. A 
resident was appointed. Tims, under tlm prompt 
and decided measures adopted by Lord Combsr- 
moro, was Bhuitpoor captured in forty days, which 
liad, in 1806, cost us tho loss of three t 1 l 0 us(u^d 
men killed aud wounded; tho result of four un> 
successful attacks, and tho dotontion of tho 
army, under Lord Lake, for ono Imndrod and 
nine days. Loid Lake, after his unvaried sue* 
cosses, thought ho might jiowu'd an attack on 
this fort with a very small and inefficient train ot 
ortillory. It enabled tho natives to say tlmt 
Bhnrlpoor could not bo taken,' (Uid tho foiluro

It ie said that tlioy had weakened some part of 
the fort aince 1605, by adduig more bastions. 
Sir D. Ochtcriony considered that, as there were 
two parties witliin tho walled town, he liod evciy 
clumco of BucocBD. It was supposed that tlie 
party oppoaod to Dui;jiui Sol would have admitted 
our troops into tho fort. A well known staff- 
officer, vfho was at tho siogo in 1805, oven in 
1885 considorod tho blowing open of the gates 
would have insured succees at the time Sir David 
propoaed tho attack. Tho state of the Burma 
war in July, 1885, and in Decomber of the same 
year, was very different. At tbe former period 
wo had not advnnoed from Rangoon ^ in the 
latter poi'iod overtures for pe&oo had taken place 
early in October, 1886, so that, independent of 
the inconvenience of operations in tho rainy sea¬ 
son, and ns to the state of the war in Burma, 
the period selected for tho attack was the best.

His lordship, who hod seen 
much service, partioulaiiy in the Peninsular war, 
and who was known to bo eDorgetio in dl his 
military operations, exhibited that dedsion of 
action, which so eminentiy appertains to his 
character. In the command of tho Britisli cavalry 
in the Peninsular war, tuidcr the Duko of Wcl* 
Imgton (with whom he hod served in India in 
1799), ho was trusted with tho priiicipul cavalry 
orrongemonts of tho amy before the ctiony; 
honoo, and from his general knowledge of warhirc', 
be exhibited to India the rcooureca of the British 
government in the operations against Bhurtpoor, 
in a manner tbd ensured success. His !oRlshi]> 
was mode a viscount on tha M of Bhurt^ioorj 
where the prise money amounted to forty-eigiit 
lakhs of rupees (£480,000); and his lordship 
obtained for Uic depodt of the prize money, froni 
the govennnost, dvo per cent,' by whicli tliu 
shares of oU were incroased.

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CliAPTER V. 

SXP20ITIOK TO ATFQrrAWlSTAN- 

Thk expcditioa to Afghanistan.—1838. Sic J. 
M'NoiU, the Dritiali envoy in Poraia, liad mi- 
Qounced the advance ol a large Porsi&u army 
against Herat in 1887, hndcr tlio King of Forsia 
(Mahomed Shah), to Lord Pdmorston. It con« 
usted of forty>five thousand men, and eighty guns. 
It va& accompanied by a Russian regimont. There 
were Russian stoff'OiHccrs also, aud the Russinn 
envoy was present. The Persian army drove in 
the gon'iaon ouC-|> 08 t 8 at Herat on the 82nd of 
Novembei’, 1887. It was, therefore, considered 
that tlioio was a design to invade India. Lord 
Broughton has procloiniod himself {is tlie author 
of tlio expedition,^ wlueli it was resolved to send 
(rom Indio. At all ovente, bis lordsliip proved 
that the war against Dost Maliomed, of Cahool.

The expedition was determined on in June, 
16S8. Liouteiiaut-coloiiol Sir A. Bumca had 
been deputed on a mission to Dost Mahomed 
Khau, the chief of Caboolj and bad returned 
froiuCabool in Juno, 18SS. The proclamation/ 
dated the Ut of Ootobor, 1838, stated tliat the 
mission to Cabool was puroly of a conunercio) 
nature, and alluded to the treaties with the 
ameers of Sindh, tbo nawab of Bahawulpore, and 
Maha Koja Ruujeet Singh, for opening tho nuvi* 
gation of the Indus. Tl^e object* of Sir AJex* 
ander Bumos’ miisioD was, “ to invito the tud of 
tlio do facto rolcrs of Aifghanistan to the mea¬ 
sures necessary for giving foil effect to those 
treaties.’' That* Dost Mahomed gave his un¬ 
disguised support to the Persian desiga on Aff- 
ghaniston.” That the chiefs of Oaudahar (brothers 
of Dost Mahomed Khan, of Caboo),^ bod ‘'avowed

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their adl'ioi'ence to tlic Pewian policj,'* in oppo- 
sition to tbo riglite end intcroate of the British 
nation in Indie. Tlie possession of Herat would, 
no doubt, have fooilitated any ulterior views of 
Ponia on Aifghanistan, by tlio possession of Can* 
dobor and of Caltool: which would be tho gaining 
of so many advanced positions towards India: 
opening tho voa<l to tho frontier of India. Lost, 
tho proolmnation^ stated that''his Majesty, Sliah 
Socjah-ooI-Moolk (wliom it was resolved to rostoi^e 
to lus tlirono) will enter Ailglinniston, ennouiulurl 
by lus oym troops/' And cojiclinliiig with the 
intention, tlmt **wben onco ho shall bo socurod in 
power, and tho iudepoudonce and iniogrlty of 
Aifghaniatan established, the Britisli army will bu 
withdrawn/' The ti'caty included Shall Shoojnli, 
tho Sikli ruler, and tlie Bntish.

Cotton held the command till Sir J. Keane 
joined. 

A forco, with Sbahzada Timoor, under Lieut.* 
colonel C. M. Wade, amounting to about ten 
thousand, bclndmg the Sikh ccmtbgent, was to 
proceed through the Punjab, vid the Khybei 
Pass, to Cabool. 

Major*general Duncan, with the 2ud division 
or reserve force, at Perozpoor, of five thousand 
men, was to advance, if required. The Bengal 
column, under Mqjor*general Sir W. Cotton, was 
to march ma Smdh, through the Bolmi Pass, to 
Candahar i thence to Ghuznee end Cabool. The 
Bengal column (nine thousand dve hundred men), 
includmg followers, amounted to thirty-eight 
thousand men. A Bombay force had arrived in

Siiidb, and was increased; bo that when Sir J. 
BLeone marohed to join ns at Ouotta, he loft 
about three thousand men, na a rceorvo, in Sindh. 
Nearly twenty thousand men entered Affglmniatan 
by the montli of July, 1839. iTlie slialt marched 
with his contingent in advance of the Bengal 
troops, till wo got into the country near tho 
Bolau Paas. 

The Bengal column marched from Poroapoor 
on the IDth of Decomhor, 1836. Tho head¬ 
quarters were cBtablishcd at Kohroc, iu Sindh, on 
tho 34tli Janumy, 1689. Aa the ameers liod 
not signed tho treaty granting ue a passage 
through their country, and permitting us to hold 
certain luilitary positions during the operations 
iu Afi^hanistan, part of our force marched ‘ to 
joiu Sir J. Keono; but returned, after making 
seven moi'clies towoids Hyderabad, to Snkkiu, 
and crossed the Indus over an excellent bridge 
of boats. The ninoora having signed the treaty, 
it was a great object to get through tlie paaa.^ 
Morclied through the pass in six days. Anived 
at Quetta on the 20th March, 1889. Lieut.-

general Sir J. Keane,* with the let Bombay cavalry, 
anived at Quetta oa the 6 th of April Having 
got through the Kojuk Pass, the head-quarters 
marched on the 18th April, and on the 26 th 
April arrived at Candobar, which the chiefs had 
deserted-* 

The Bombay column anived at Candahar* on 
the 4th of May, 1830. On tl^e 8th of May, 
the inBtallation of the king took place, when all 
the troops were paraded; end on necendmg his 
throne was sainted by one hundred and one 
guns. On the 2l8l June,* Major Todd marched 
with a mission to Shah Kamian, at Herat. Two 
lakha of rupees were sent, to be employed, portly, 
in the improvement of the fordheations of that 
fortress, which hod been so gallantly defended 
by the late Major Pottinger, of the Bombay 
artillery. The army, having obtained a supply 
of provisions,^ horses and cattle, and leaving a 
garrison in Candahar, marched on the 27th of 
June, 1S8D, from that for Ghuznee. 

Tho army arrived before Ghnznee on the 21st

July, 182Q.' Changed ground during the oveu> 
iug to the Cabool ride. A lecoQQoisance was 
mada on the 2\si, and on the 22nd; when it was 
resolved to attach the fort by bloving open tho 
gate. The storm took place on tho 23rd of 
July.* Three hundred pounds of powder, in 
ttfolvo sand-bags, were on^iloyed in blowing 
opou the gate, vhioh piovod succesitol. Our 
loss was seventeen men Idliod eighteen officers 
Hud one hundred and forty*sovon ioen wounded 
(total ono bnedred and eighty-two). About 
five hundred of the enemy Were killed in tho 
fort and town, and one hundred outride by tho 
cavalry; one thousand aix hundred prisoners; 
tho number of wounded not ascertained. Leaving 
a garrison in Qbuenee, the army marched on the 
doth July, 1600, for Gabool* Tho Dost having 
ded from Oabool viUi about two thousand men, 
and left his guns behind, the latter were cap¬ 
tured. On the drd of August, a party was sent 
to endeavour to capture the Dost, under Captain 
Outiam,* and eleven other olfreem, consisting of

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eight liuudred horsemes, jodudiog five hundred 
and fifty A^han horse. The party returned nn-< 
successful to Cabool on the 18th of August, the 
Dost having pushed on beyond Someeau and the 
mountain rango. H^jjee Khan Kakur, who ac« 
Gompimied the party (aud had been Governor of 
Bameean under the Dost, and now taken into 
favour by the king), proved himself to bo n 
traitor. IIo dolaycd tho advanoe of the party, 
so as to allow of tho escape of Dost Mahomed. 
Anived at Oabool on tho 6th of August, 1839, 
and the king* modo his entry into Cabool in 
atato the next day. 

On tho Srd of September, the Shahzadn,^ XU 
moor (tho king’s eldest son), and Licat.-colonei 
Wade, with tho troops, arrived. Having forced 
tlio Khybor Pass and taken the fort of Ali Mvib« 
jid,’ with tho loss of one hundred and eighty 
killed and wounded, on the &7th of July, 1880> 
they left a garrison in the fort, and marched to 
Cabool. This force was to move on Cabool vin 
Pesliawur, while Sir J. Keane marched via Qhu^- 
nec, so OB to reach Cabool from the cast, while

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Sir J. Keane did from the vest; and so to 
arrange the operation, as to get throngli tho pass 
by the time Gbuzoee sboold be taken. Ghuznec 
banDg fallen, some time vaa employed in ar» 
ranging with the diio£i for a free passage for our 
troops and convoys, by soouring certain ouniud 
payments of inouey to the chids. 

On the 17th of September, (ho king held a 
durbar, for the purpose of oonferring the Order 
of theDooraueeBmpirc on hU Bxcohcncy Lieut.* 
general Sir J.Koanc, on the envoy, on Major*gcnc» 
ml Sir W. Cotton, Liout.•colonel Sir A. Burncs, 
Lieut.*cobiicl Wade, and on other ofGcors. Tbo 
order was composed of three classes .' The 
Bombay column marched on the ISth of Sq)» 
temher. 18S9, from Cabool, m rpftU for Quetta 
and Khelat.* 

On the 2nd of October it was decided vbnt 
troops were (o be left in Afghanistan. Major* 
general Sir W. Cotton was left in command. A 
troop of horse artiOery, his Majesty's lancon, Srd 
light cavalry, 4th local horse, aud some com* 
ponies of infontay, returned to India with his

Before leav¬ 
ing LoJioro the Britieh officers wore shown a large 
portion of the Sikh army, coniisting of thirty-two 
battalions of infantry of eight hundred men each; 
m thousand cavalry; ninety-eix horso ortillory, 
and sixty-four fleld-piocoe j and a large body of 
irregular troops: a total of about thirty-ono thou¬ 
sand six hundred men and one hundred and sixty 
guns. Os the 2nd of January, 1640, the order 
was iasued for breaking up the army of the Indus, 
emd the return of the troops with the Commander- 
in-cluef to thur respective sUdons.

Tiro brig&diei' bad only 
Hve hundred infantry, the Doit liad about six 
thousand, olilcdy Ooebogs, On tlio 2nd of Novcui- 
1840, Knjor-gouoi'al Sole* encountered the 
Dost who had taken posseseion of some forts in 
the direction of Purwan, whence be was proceeding 
to effbot a junction witli his eon Mahomed Afsul 
Khan. The general’s advanced column consisted 
of four companies of her Majesty’s 1 Sth light in¬ 
fantry, and three companies of native infantry, 
two squadrons of tbo 2))d Bengal light cavalry, 
find two Imndrod of Andoreou’e horse. Xiio enemy 
wei'o coniputod at hvo hundred horse and three 
thousand hvu hundred foot.

The eX'Cabool chief fiodiug he had no hope of 
recovering Im positiou at Cabool, suirendered 
himself^ to Sir W. Mecnaghten, tho envoy, on 
the 3nd of DccORiber, 1840. Boat Malionicd wns 
escorted to India, and was located in Calcutta. 

Husaian ox|}e<Ution to Khiva in 1840.^1tusei(i 
had doolarcd war in Doocmber, 1880, agniriat 
Khiva. Khiva is on tho bordera of tho Caspian 
Sea. A largo llusaian force, under Qeuoral Jiru- 
lowsky, reacbod Khiva in Hio latter end of Mai^h, 
1840. Tho tJ'oops baited on the borders of tho 
Stoi>pa8 for aouiQ weeks, in consequence of the 
lieavy snow that bad fallen ; and aftorwarde came 
down the sea of Aral to Khiva. Their numbers 
ware estimated at nearly thirty thousand uiun, 
with twelve batteries of artillery. In vaiio\» en¬ 
counters which they had with the soldiers of the 
kluin, tho latter were invoxlably worsted] but the 
Kuisiaua were much annoyed and galled by the 
species of GuefiUa warfare kept up by their op¬ 
ponents. Captain Abbott was at this time the 
British envoy at tlie couit of the khan of Khiva, 
and the latter wished to make use of his services

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as- a mediator between himself and the Russians; 
professing liis willingness to give up slavery and 
surroiufer tlie Russian slaves within lus power; 
but declariug that ho had no menne of paying 
tlio demands made upon him by way of com- 
ponsBtion by that govornmeiU<' 

Major Potliiiger,* wlio had arrived fi'oin Cul- 
catta in May 1841, was appointed political agent 
in Kohistan. Tho tmbulent chiefs ha<l maintained 
tlieiv indq^ondetiee against Dost Moluimed, and 
yielded an unwilling obodioncu to the king. T)io 
major prognosticated tho coming storm. About 
tlie end of September he caiuo to Cahool, to 
impresa upon tho envoy that, unleaa strong mea¬ 
sures of prevention were speedily adopted, ho 
considered a rise in Kobistan in t)ie highest 
degree probable. The Giljyo tiibos between 
Olnisneo and Condahar had never been properly 
subdued. To the weet of Cm^dohar, a notorious 
froebooteiOiad collected seven tlionsand followers.

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But there was dniiger neoior Cabool.' Barly in 
October* three GHjyc chiefs of note suddenly 
quitted Oaboob eflor plundering a rich cefiJa at 
Teseen*^ and took up a strong position ia the 
difhcolt defile ofKhoonl-Cebool, about ten iniJes 
&ora t ])0 capital: thus blocking up the pass, and 
cutting off our communication with Hindostruj. 
Certain ollowancoa made to tliose cbida liad been 
Induced i tuid to this has been partly imputed the 
hostility of these cliieft. 

More troops. The late Biigadiar Shelton 
marched from India in the beginning of 1S41 in 
command of a brigade, consisting of his Majesty's 
44tli Tcgimeht, and two nadve corps* the 5th and 
54th native infantry. On reaching JeUalabad* he 
was detached to the valley of Kasion, to compel the 
ohiefs to pay obedience to the king’s authority. 
After he had effected his object* he prooceded to 
CabooL Majoi'-geoersl Sir W. Cotton had quitted 
the command in Afigbanistan, and was succeeded 
by Major-general Blphinstone, who assumed the 
command in April 1841.* The state of the pass

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caused troops to bo detsebed ou tbe 9tb October 
under Colonel Montestb, G.B.’ He ^v&a attacked 
nt tbe entrance of the pass. On tl\G 
General Sale marched with bor Majesty's Idtb 
light infhntry. The pass reinoined in such a dis« 
turbed Btuto, and was so occupied by thu Qiljycs, 
that tbo ivturn of Gcuerol Sale’s brigade sras 
doomed impracticable. Ho retreated to Jellola* 
ba<)» n'lioro lie romained duidng tlio wliolo i>oriod, 
till vclioved by General Pollock in April 1841^. 

The outbi'O&k of tlm rebellion at CabooP took 
])bitio on tlio inoiuingof the 2nd November, 1841, 
when Sir A. Butjics, tbo political agent residing 
iu the city, was murdered, os well os his brother, 
and Lieutenant Broad foot. The treasury of 
Coptdn Johnson, the commissariat officer of tbo 
slioU’s oontingent, was plundered and sot on ffro. 
Biigadier Shelton was in camp with a force be< 
tweeu tlio cantonments* and tbe Balia Hissai*, 
nnd oity of Cabool ; and was ordered to piococd 
to the Ballu IllssaY with a dctachmout,* But

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it was not till the next afternoon, that two 
companies, and two horae ortilleiy guns, were 
sent from cantoniueuts, with a view to aid 
Brigadier Shelton fri an attack upon the city. 
Tbo latter detachment never reached its destina¬ 
tion. Tho sliali detaclied about three hundred of 
bis own mon, with two guns, into the city; but 
they failed In putting down tlio ineuiTcction. No 
otlior attempt was mode. On the morning of 
tlie 0th Novombor, Brigadier Shelton was ordered 
into cantonment, with part of Hs force/ On 
the 20th of November, tlie brigadier mode an 
attack upon tlie Rika-bashes fort, and succeeded 
in captu'ing it, and obtaining a quantity of grain; 
but with a loss of about two hundred mon, killed 
a)id wounded. The euemy appeared, ontho IStb, 
ou the heights near the contonmeute, Our 
operations against tliem were not effective' On 
tbo lOtli Noveiubor, Major Pottinger, and Lieu¬ 
tenant Hougbtou, adjutant of the Qorkha regi¬ 
ment atatioDcd at Charekar, iu Kohistan, came 
into cantonments, both wounded ^tlic corpa having 
been cut up: the rebellion having extended to 
that quarter soou after the ^ud of November.’ 
A small affair took place on tlie 22nd November,

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near the village of Beyiuaroo, near tLc canton- 
moQta. Tt was resolved to moire a more decided 
attack on the 28i'<l of November. 

For the attack on tlie heigiite of Boymaroo, on 
the 28rd of November^ 1841, tliore were about 
one tliOusand tlnoo Imndrod and fifty men, but of 
infantry only nine hundred incn^ and one gun. 
Brigadier Shelton commanded. Another gun 
ttid relnfoiccments lied boon aoHoited. 'f hoy wuro 
not Bout. It is tlw opinion of an ofHccr who was in 
tlte cantonment, that five ]u;n<lrod men miglitbavo 
been sent with safety to tUo con tonmonts; and tliot 
such a roinforoemojU would haw driven tlic 
enemy from the boiglits near the oantonmenU. In¬ 
stead of which the enemy wore pouring in armed 
men in great numbers from theoity. A good op¬ 
portunity was lost for making a vigoious attack on 
tlio enemy. Tins was the lost attack made by tlio 
British, though the Affghons of^en ciowucd tlio 
Beymaroo liills, and brought up guns, but ueiuilly 
retired in the ovoniug. Akbor Kliau arrived at 
Cubool on the night of tlie 2dnd of November. 
1841, from Bamocon (ninety-six miles from Ga- 
hool), wliere lie had been since the bogiuning of 
October.

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They lost the depot near the city, on 
the of November •, and on the 4tb of Novem«. 
ber^ that close to the cantonment, was allowed 
to be captured by the onemy. It was supposed 
that tITero was much grain in the Bala Iliesor. 
This is a point much disputed, and is very 
doubtful It WAS, as early os the 10th cf No¬ 
vember,^ proposed to leave the cozitoinnont and 
i^edi^e into the Bala Hissar, in the bolief that 
plenty of provisions would bo found there, or bo 
obtained from tlio city. As a place of security 
there was no doubt os to the advantage of Its 
position, and as affording rost to the troops. 
The objecton to the measure were of opinion cf 
its being too late, after the enemy had gained con* 
flcleuce in their attacks, and could commend the 
road by which the movemoot must be made. 
Early in December t)jo forts near contomnent 
had been occupied by the enemy. Brigadier 
Shelton considered that the Bala Hissar should 
have been occupied unmcdiately on tlie outbreak 
taking place. 

Negotiations. The propositions for negotia¬ 
tions ^ occurred as early os the 6th of December, 
1641. Tlie trooi>s did not retreat till the dth of

1841.^ wc agreed to evacuate tlie country. Oo 
tbe Idtb of December^ we evacuated tbe B&la 
HUaar, by withdrawing the 54th Native Infantry 
from it, On the 16th, tlie magazme and forts 
near the cantonment were given np. On the 
19th of December^ orders wore sent to Qliusnee 
to evacuate that fortress. On the ^Srd of Do* 
cember Sir^ W. Maonaghteu held tbe fatal inter* 
view with Mahomed Akbar Khan and othci* 
cliieft, at which he was murdered. Major Pot- 
thigcr, at the request of Major-general Dlphin- 
fitouc. assumed the ofhee of political agent and 
adviaerJ Letters were received on tbe 26th of 
December from Captain Mackeson, political agent 
at Peshawur, announcing the march of strong le* 
inforcemeuts from Indio. But ibis was a distant 
prospect of relief. The late envoy had promised 
fourteen lakha of rupees to the chiefs. The gene¬ 
ral convened a council of war, at wliich it ‘was 
unamruonsly determined to renew the nogoda- 
tions that had been commenced by Sir W. Mac- 
naghtoD, and that the sums promised to the 
chiefs by that fonctionory, provlons to his mur-

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<ler, shoold be paid.^ Od tbe 29tb of Decem¬ 
ber, severol ofRcers, es bostogee, were given up to 
the ciiie&. Guns and tbe greater part of our trea* 
sure were mode over, aud on tho SOtb the re¬ 
mainder of the sick were sent into tbo city under 
medioal cliorge of Drs. Campbell and Berwick; 
Lieutenant Evans, her Majesty’s 44th, being 
placed in command. Preparations were mode 
for tlio retreat from Cabool. The ohiefe had pro¬ 
mised, three weeks before tbe retreat, two thou- 
Baud camels and four hundred yaboos—some 
were sent, but when required they were not 
all forthcoming. Tho state of tbe suow in the 
dilution of Glmznec, prevented the brigade 
from Candahor reoclung Cabool, as had been 
directed. 

Botreat from Cabool. dUi of January, 184^. 
The roU'eat took place on the 0th of January, 
1842, at 0 A.u. The amount of the British 
force was^ four thousand five liundrsd fighting 
moo. The camp-followers were about twelve 
thousand men, besides women and cbildrexL

]oas in tho retreat woe iu con8c<^uoDce of tlio 
delay in marching; on the 0th they marcliocl 
only dvo miles;' on tlio 7tli they halted at 
Bootkba):, only ton miles from the oantonmenta. 
Oil tlm 8th tlioy got tlirough tho Khoord«Cabooi 
P&aa^ having marched nineteen miles IVom Co- 
bool : tlioy had snow. On tho Otli Akbor Klion 
caused tho force to bait. On tho 10th (ilfth day) 
they reached tho Tosoon valley at four p. m.> 
having lost,* including fodowors, twelve tliousnnd 
men. Ihey had mordled above twelve miles; in 
the evening they marched the same distance, or 
total, nearly twenty-six miles. Now, had tliey 
marched thirty-two miles by tlie ovening of Lho 
6 th of Jannoiy, they would have roaolicd the 
Toezen vdloy that day; and have eaved tlio suf¬ 
fering from tho effects of tlio snow and cold for 
thi^o days. If tlioy could smTcli twonty-aix 
miles in one day, after bo maoli aufloriiig, tlioy 
could have morcliod tbhty-two milos tlio first 
day, when they had more atreiigth luid supplica 
of food. They were not attockodtill tliooitor- 
noon of tlio 7th, so that, by a <]uick advance, 
they would have had four thousand ^gliting men

hare reached JeUalabad with throe thousaud 
men: where, then, there would have been & total 
force of five thoneand men.

George Pollock, hj commanding one end of the 
pa», while ho moved up hj the other from 
Pcahawnr. There were one hundred and two 
officers klDed at Cabool, and during the re' 
treat; and one hundred and two officers, 
soldiers, ladies, wocneo, and chiidra, who 
were released in September, 1842. alter Sir 
G. Pollock's airival at Cabool. Br. Brydon was 
tho onl 7 officer who reached Jellalabad in safety. 
It was resolved’ bj the Govemor'generol in coun« 
cil, on the 4ch of February, 1842, to add a lOtb 
company to every regiment of native infantiy of 
the armies of Bengal, Madras, and Bombay.

ThU was prc^parotory to cm advanco again into 
Affgbanutrm^ 

liigadicr Wildo’a force.—Brigadier ‘VVilde, 
with the SOtb, 58rd, COtb, and 04th native in* 
feotry^ about tlu^3d thousand five hundred men, 
crosBcd the Punjab about the 20th November, 
and rooobed the left bank of the Indue on the 
20th Docembor, 1841. He reached Pceliawur 
on tho 27^. He advanced by Junirood, near 
the ontraueo of tho Khyber Peas. 'Die hriga* 
diei^ on tJio IGth of January, 1842,' detaeliod 
two of hia four roglmoota to Ali Muajid, The 
object hod been to prevent the fort falling into 
tlie handa of the Khyberoes. Three hundred and 
fifty bullockdoods of groin bud been eont, but 
only about sixty loads arrived. Lieut.-colonel 
TuUooli was afterwards despatched with tlie two 
otljor corps (58rd and G4th), to facilitate the 
reti'cat of tho two corps formally sent. Tiie troops 
could not hold out at Ali Muejid witliout an 
adequate supply of provisions; hence tlio opera* 
tion was a Mure. In tho latter cose, tho heights 
were crowned. No guns wore originally sent 
with tho force, and the SiJcJi guns, lent to tho 
force, broke down. Captein (Lieutenout-coloncl)

Forcing the Khyber Pass, 6th of April, 1S42. 
«^The troops, under Major-general Pollock,^ 
marched of at half-post three A.v. on the 5t)i 
of April, 1642. Tlie enemy had for some days 
appeared in great numbers at the mouth of the 
pass, which they hod fortified with a strong 
breastwork of stones and bushes. Tlic liills on 
the right and left were rocky and pi'ccipitons, 
presentiog great natural obstacles to the ascent 
of troops. To gain the summit of ^cse hcigltts, 
defended as they were by a numerous body of 
the enemy, was on untiortaking of considcmblo 
difficulty. The right and left columns moved of 
simultaneously with the main column, intended 
to assault the entrance; but were compelled tc 
make a cou8id(3'able detour to the right and loft, 
to enoble tliem to comcxancc the ascent. 

The right coltimn® of twelve companies, under 
Lieut.-colonel A. P. Taylor, K.fL, 0th foot, 
Qud Major Anderson, 04th native infoutiy. The

na^vc infantry; led by Captain Penis, 1 native 
infantry, and four hundred Jesailclieca. Both 
colunma, after conaiderablo opposition, which 
tliey ovSx^amo in a moat gallant stylo, succeeded 
in routing the cnotny, and gaining possession of 
tlie orosC of tlio hills on either sido. Wliilo the 
flanhiug columns woio in progress on the heights, 
Captain Aloxauder, horse artillery, was ordered 
to plaoo the guns in position to throw shrapnell 
among the enemy when opportunity offered; 
which assisted much in their discomfiture. To 
assist the light column, Brigadier Wildo was de- 
toched with seven eomponiei’ to attack the 
heights in front, hut tliey were unable to gain a 
footing on the suoimit, owing to the steepness of 
tlie ascent. When the heights on the right and 
left wore gained possession of, the main column 
advanced to the mouth of the pass, and com* 
tnenced destroying the barrier which the enemy 
had evacuated on perceiving their position was

being left to keep the lioighte, under the com* 
maud of Lieut>-coloncl Mosoley and Major An¬ 
derson rospeofcivoly. Major Huish and Lieut.- 
colonel Taylor continued their adrauco to crown 
tho hills in front and on each eido, which were 
covered with the enemy, who appeared deter¬ 
mined to contest every inch of gioundj hut 
nothing conld resist the gallantry of our troops 
who earned everything h ofore them. The enemy’s 
force was estimated at about ten thousand men. 
Tho baggage got through the pass without the 
loss of a single baggage animal The rear¬ 
guard met with no opposition. The British loss 
was one oiheor Idlled. three wounded, and one 
hundred and thirty-five men killed, wounded, 
and mis^g. Thus was opened the road to Jel- 
lalabod. It is stated^ that General Pollock got 
through the pass by tho help of bribes, us 
usual.” Sir G. Pollock did sot i>ay a single 
rupee.

Ooncral Sole^ commanding tlio 
guaison At Jcllolabad, with a view of fuciliinting 
tliQ advance of Ocnoral Pollock's force, of rulicvhig 
the place from its stato of blockade, as also of 
dcfoatuig tlio sirdar before lie miglit obtain rc- 
iiiforcciuonts or i^ctreat into Luginnan, resolved 
to inako a general attack ou tho A%]mn camp. 
Ou tbc 7th of April, the troops, amounting to 
about cue thousand six hundred men, of whom 
two hundred and forty were covalry, were formed 
into three columns of infantry. Tho sirdar's 
force was computed at about six thousand meu. 
Tlic enemy were completely defeated, and the 
sirdar fled. Our loss svtA one offleer killed, 
tliroo wounded, and soventy-sevou racn killod or 
wounded. The enemy's loss was very groot. 
Major-general Pollock reaohod Jellnlabod' on the 
lOtb April, 1842. 

'Qeiioral Pollock urges an advance on C&bool.* 
Qciicral Pollock on the Idth May, 1842, wrote 
to Mr. Maddock, secitstory to govciiunont from

iu*ehief'a lotter,^ dated 29tli ultimo. I regret 
much that a want of eairiage'Oattle has detained 
me here; if it had not been so, 1 should now be 
sovoval marches in advance, ood I nm quite cer- 
tain that sucli a movement would have been 
higlily bejieficioJ. Affair at Oabool aiu, at tho 
present moment, in a very unsettled state i but 
a few days must decide in favour of one of tho 
pai'ties/' " With regard to our withdrawal at the

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present moment^ I fear tl&at it would bavo tbe 
very worst effect;—it would be construed into a 
defeat, and our oliaraoter as a powerful nat^n 
would be entirely lost in this part of the world " 
But the advance ou Cabool would loqulro that 
Oencoivl Nott abould act in concert, and Advance 
olso. I, therefore, cannot help regretting tbnt ho 
should bo directed to retire; wbich, without some 
dcmonati'ation of our pow*, he will ffocl some 
diflieulty in doing,”' The letters of Lord Ellen' 
i)orough of the 4th July, 1842,^ to Generals Nott 
and FoUoch, gave a discretionary authority to the 
former to retire, Ghuznee and Cabool; and to 
the latter, “ to combine your rDovotaonta, as far 
as you can, with those of tlie major-general (Nott), 
should be decide upon adopting the lino of retire¬ 
ment by Ghusnoe and CabooL” Thus, General 
Pollock urged on tho Governor-general the march 
ou Cabool. General Nott had, also, pointed out 
to the Qovemor-gencral the feasibility of the 
marcb on Cabool. General Pollock^ also, in bis 
letter of tho S8tl April, 1842, says, “ when we

this (JeHalabftd) and Cabool.’' So thet ho bad, 
before his letter of the IStb May, 1842, indicated 
his expectation of an advance on Cabool. 

General Pollock’s march from Jollalabod: 
Goueral Pollock' mardiod from JoIlaUbad on the 
20 th August, 1842. Lord EIlenboroTigh,^ on 
the 4tb July, 1S4S, wrote to Major^cnerol Nott,. 
as well 08 to Gononl PoOock, granting permission 
to the advance upou Cabool; General Pollock from; 
Jellalabad, by the peases, up to the c^tsl; and 
General Kott, proceeding from Candahar, via 
Ghusnee, to Cabool. 

General Pollock reached Oondamuck’ on the 
23id August; and, bearing of the enemy being 
at MammookhaS, two miles distant, attajAcd 
them next morning. Ihero were two colvunns of 
attack; the right, under BrigadieT'gcaeral H'Cas* 
kill; the left, under Brigadier TuHoeb. Lieu,* 
tenant-cobnol A. B. Taylor, 0th foot, occupied 
the heights in'front of the village of Kooclco

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KIkuI; while Captain Broadfoot cleared the hills 
to the left of LieatcDont-coloDel Taylor's position. 
This village is two miles from Mommoolchail, and 
WAS the most diillonlt portion of the operations 
of tiro day. Four ofhoon wore wounded, and 
forty-nine mon killod or woundod. General 
Pollock* moroliod from Gundamuck on the 7th 
Septomher; liaving lioltod thoro for fourtoon days. 
It was neooaaary to make many ammgomcnts at 
til at plaoo> and to establish a dep6t for gi^ain. 
required on the return of the troops from Cabool. 
The general on the 8th September’ left 6oork-ab> 
and moved tlirongh the Jugdulluok pass. A con¬ 
siderable number of the enemy covered the eurri- 
mitaof the hills which command the road through 
tho pass. Attacks wore mode by the troops, and 
the onomy dhvon off. The Biitlah lose was, one 
ofRcer killed, one woundod, and sixty-four of all 
iivnkB killed end wounded, 

On the’11th September,’ General Pollock 
oiTivcd in the Teseen valloyi and halted on the 
12th. In the afternoon of the 12 th, the enemy 
flttaoked the picquets on the left flank. Lien-

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tenant>colonel Taylor^ Otii foot, by a wdl-plonnad 
aud gallaut attack^ drove them back. The enemy’s 
attock ou the picqueta, during the night, were nil 
mi eucceaafii]. On the 1 d th, it was observed that the 
Affghnns had crowned the heights, to oppose the 
advance of the army, by thoToscon Fnss, into the 
Jugh ground (Kotuls) which intorvonoB between 
the valley and the viUago of Klioord Cabool, ucru* 
the oUronco to tliat pods. The oneiny wore snid 
to be, sixteen thousand men. Akbar Khan wna 
present, and seemed resolved to moke a last stand 
on this difHeuIt ground. “ The enemy being 
completely dispoi'sed, wo pursued our marcli,” 
coududos the dispetoli, aod encamped at Khooid 
Cabool without Ibrther opposition/' Ouv loss was 
four ofhceis wounded, and one hundred nod sixty- 
two of all ranks killed or wounded. On the ICtli 
Scptombei', Geiieml Pollock oirivcd at Cabool, 
without any furthoi* opposition. 

General Nott's march from Candahnr towards 
Cabool On the lOtli of August/ 164;^, Major- 
general Nott marched from Candalior. The force 
consisted of,—

Shiunsoodoen’s advaiiQa with twelve thousand 
On the S 0th of August, 1842, Shumsou- 
deoD, governor of Ghwsnco, advanced near General 
Nott*B camp at Gronine, thirty*Bight willwa South¬ 
west of Ghuznee. The general moved out with 
one.half of his force, and after a short and spirited 
contest, completely defeated the enemy; capturing 
tlieir guns, tonts, ammunition, &o,, and dispersing 
tJiem in every diroction. Shumaoodeen fled iu 
the diroction of Gliuznee. Our loss was cue 
hundred and four ofhccra and men, inclnding two 
officers killed, and four wounded,^ 

General Nott’s advance on Ghusuce, On the 
6th of September, 1842, General Nott* movat

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OD and arrivod at Ghuaoeo. Froparationa wore 
made during tho night to erect battorice. On 
tlie morning of tho 0th it was ascertained that 
tho ouam^ Imd evacuated the fortress. Gonoi*nl 
Nott recovered about throe hundred and twenty* 
seven of tha sopoys of tho 27 th Bengal native 
infantry, who had been sold into slavoiy, and 
dispersed in viDogos forty mdoa ronud Ghuzueo. 
Orders bad been given,by Sir W. Macnnglitdii, 
in December, 1841, for the surrondor of tho 
fortress. Liontonant Golonol Falmci*, on tho lat 
of March, 1842, wrote^ that ho liad capitulated 
by the orders of Major Fottingcr and General 
Elphiostoae on the arrival of Rohilla Khan from 
Cabool That tho snow was sUU doop. “ Tho 
men had suiTered greatly from cold; tl^e ther¬ 
mometer having been fourteen degrees below 
soro/’ Tho garrison had boon pi'omisod ho* 
noivoblo treatment and safety on tho marcli to 
Oabooh Tho sepoys were induced^ to give n\i 
thoir arms on Slmmsoodoon swearing on the 
horan that ho would give thorn a safe escort to 
Hindostan. Oonorol Nett,’ on his appivocli to

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Caboolj had hU march upon Beanee Bad am, and 
My dan, intercepted by Shumaoodeen and other 
ohieta, who had occupied a euccession of strong 
mountuna, witli twelve thousand men, on the 
14tli and 15th of September; whom he dis¬ 
lodged, end vcaolicd Cabool the day after Genera! 
Pollock. 

OcDcral Pollock (he hadlioord that the prison- 
era had made oiTongamonta for tlioir own HbO' 
iution), detached Sir K. Shakespoar with a body 
of^ seven liundied kuszulbash horse, with the 
condurronco of theii chief, in tlio direction of 
Painocan; and on the 1 (1th of Soptember, de* 
tenhod two tlmusond men, under Major-general 
Sir. R. Sale. The prisoners were under charge 
of Saloh Maliorood Khan, who was proceeding 
with them, by order of Akbar Khan, to Torkis- 
tan. Saloh Mahomed was promised a sum pf 
money and a pension for life, when he agreed to 
morob them back to meet our portios. Sir K 
Slmkespcor joined them on the 17th, and moved 
on to Sir R. Sale's force on the 20th; the pri¬ 
soners reached Gabool on the 2l8t of Soptember. 
Thew were

Istolif in Kohistou.—•Major-general McCnskill 
was detached with a force to latdif (thico or 
four inai’ches distant)^ whore a numbor of tlio 
people from Gabool had takori refuge. The 
force made itself master of the etroog and popu¬ 
lous town of Istahf on the 29th of September,’ 
and set fire to it in eoveral places. Istalif com¬ 
mands a defile, which leads to Toorkistan. 

Destruction of Cabool.^ Before leaving Cabool 
General FoDook deetroyed the grand hnsor of 
that city, called the Cbalmr Chuttah, buQt in the 
time of Auxung 2 eb,by the celebrated All Murden 
Khan, where tJie remains of the late envoy and 
minister had been exposed to public insult- A 
mosque at the end of the bazaar, and another

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near the cantonment ornamented with European 
inaterinlB^ and designated as tho Feringhee 
mosque, to commemorate the events of last year, 
were also destroyed. 

Doparturo from Cabool. — Gonorol Pollock 
marched fVom Cabool on the 12th of October. 
Ho dotoebed Sir R. Sale with the Ut and 2nd 
brigtulos, the mountain train, Ist light cavaliy, Srd 
irregular cavalry, and Christie’s liono, over the 
Qospuud Durrah Pass, for tho purpose of turning 
that of tho Khoord Cabool; in' oonu<|uoucd of 
which movement they marohod through the 
principal defile without a shot being fired. Tho 
other troops, including Qenend Nott’a division, 
marched to Bootkakh. The Qospuud Pass is 
to the right of the main pass marching from 
Cabool. It commands the main pass.^ Tlie 
roar-guard of Major-gonorol Nott was attacked 
on the 14th of October in tho Huft Kotul Poss.^ 
General Pollock ’ considered these attacks were 
made by the brigands of the country. He

says, “ I liavc the harghts ehe vbolc 

diatan<3e, and bave had a strong roar*guard.” 
Some of tbo troops in the rear division did not 
attend to this precaution, . “ Most certainly,” 
adds General FoUock, there has not been any 
organized resistance” Brigadier Wilde's brigade 
was attacked near All Musjid on tlio 8rd of 
November. Tlio fort of Ali Musjid was de¬ 
stroyed, The troops under Major-generals Pol¬ 
lock and Nott crossed the Sntlqj on tlicir return 
from Cabool on tlio 17th of Deccinber, 184S. 

The army of rosoive. Lord BJlcnboj'Oiigli' 
writes to the Commander-in-chief ou the lOtii of 
April, 1842, regarding the forming an army of 
reserve. “ With a view to secure tho tranquillity 
of India, while ao large a portion of our force is 
beyond the Indus, it appears to me that it would 
be advisable to form, at the earliest pciiod, au 
army of reserve, of at least fifteen thousand mcti 
of all arms, perfec^y equipped for imiaedintc 
service, in such a position as may make it at 
once OQ apparent support to the coips in advouco; 
and an object of apprehension to all who may 
entortauk designs of hostility against tho lii^tisl]

He writes from AUahahed' that 
Ferospoor was fixed upon for the aasombJj of the 
ormy of rcsenc, tvnd on the. 15th of November 
writes, that it will ‘^facilitate the.operations of 
the armies in Affghanistan;’* “ while exhibiting 
nur undiininlslicd militaTy strength to the states 
l)y wlueU wo arc suiwuitdcd, it will induce the 
abaudoinucnt of auy intentions they might enter¬ 
tain of liostQity to our Government.Wo had 
lost an army in Januaiy, 1842, at Cabool. Wo 
had two armies on die eve of marching on 
city.

Owing to the confused state of tho 
Government of Lahore, there was a i>ossibillty of 
the Sikhs attacking our armies re turning from 
Cabool. It is now known that the chiefs did 
urge Maharajah Sboie Sbg to attack tho forces 
under Generals Pollock and Nott. Instead of

The island of Chusan' was captured on Uio 
5th of July, 1840, without any low on the port 
of the Biitish. The Chinese liad twonty*hvc riieii 
killed^tbe number of wounded not known. A 
truce ^ between the Ohinose Imi>orial High Co)ii* 
znissionei' and Kear^Admiral Sfliot was announced 
on the Ctli of November, 1840, Ordort arrived 
from Canton for the evacuation of the island, aTi<l 
on tko 2Srd of February, 1641,^ tiio British 
colours were struck, and tlie troops and ships 
pi^oceeded to the Canton rivei*. 

Sickness at Chuun.'^Tlie troops arrived nt 
ChusBii on the Bth July, and on the 2ltnd of 
October, 1640, out of tliree thousand si:^ hun> 
di'cd and fifty troops, only two thousand and 
thirty-six ^rcio dt fbr duty. Bingham says,

reduced to a perfect ekeloton, and the 'brave 
4 Dtl2’ were scarcely in a better condition. No 
doubt this woe mainly to be attributed to tbe want 
of fresh and wbolesoEne provisions, predisposing 
tlic constitution of the mon to the agues and 
fovuj's upidomionl in this place; fox wo ftnd the 
sicknuBs comparatively mild amongst tbc oi&cors, 
who imd moans of living on a more generous 
diet:’' and that much siokness, it was said, pre¬ 
vailed among the Chinese. Tlio seamen and 
ofHcors on board the ships were not riclcly.^ 
Dr. D. McPherson ‘ says. " So great was the 
dread of exoidng a bad fooling, and causing dis- 
contoi;t among the natives, tliat our men wero 
obliged to livo in thdr tents when there wore 
thousands of houses available for that jnupose; 
and without regard to the health of tho men, or 
consulting medical authorities on the subject, 
positious wero laid out for the encampment of 
tlio t)t>op8. Parados and guard-mounting m full 
dress, with a thermometer ranging from ninety

degrees to one hundred degrees, made the scene 
resemble the route of gmioon duty in India/' 

Men were placed in tents' pitched on low 
paddy fields, surrouQded by stagnant wntcr, 
putrid and stinldiig from quantities of dead 
enimol and vegct^lo matter. Under a sun 
)u)ttQr than that ever oxperionoed in India, the 
men on duty mre buckled up to the throat iu 
thoir full drosi coatacs j and in cousoqucncu of 
there being so few camp (bltowen, fatigue partius 
of Europeans wore daily detailed to carry pro- 
visions and storoa bom tho ships to the tents, 
and to perform all menial employEnonU, which 
experience has long taught us they cannot stand 
in a tropical climate. The poor moo. wking 
like slaves, began to sink under Ute exposiuu 
wid fatigue. Bad provisioas, low spirits, and

Thia 
regiment, which soiled from Caloutta upwards of 
nme hundred strong, a patteru of all other corps 
for sobriety and good conduct, ite average mov' 
tafity during tho previous ten years being barely^ 
twenty, was, in the eliort spaco of tlmuo montlis, 
roducod to two hundred and ninoty«ono. Tlie 
entii'O amount of forco on the island did not, on 
tlio Ut of January, 1841, oxcood one thousand 
uino hundred men/' It was proposed to keep 
oU tho ofdcors and mon on board tbo transports, 
except those required for duty on shore; hut the 
ftutlioiitios did not think they would be justiAod.

Also one hundred invalids, who 
liod arrived from CImsan. Her Majesty’s ships 
Calliope, Lame, tmd Hynuntb, under Captain 
Herbert, proceeded to bombard tJjo lower fort, 
while tho stoamors Nsmous and Queen, threw 
shells into tho liill forts and outrenohmonts on tltc 
inner 0 ide,-^tlie Wellesley and othei* laige ships 
moving up into mid-channel, in ease they might.

Dremor to piovido for tlic 
immediate evacuation of that islruKl, by the llri- 
tisli troopsi and Hong Kong ielaud was f(}rnmlly 
taken possoBsion of in her Mnjosty’s name. On 
the morning of the lUth of Fobviiary, 1641, a 
hostile shot woe fired at the boat of the Noinosis 
steamer, from North Wantong, upon wliich the 
British squadron advanced up the river to attack 
the forts: (uid on the 20th Februaiy, Coptain 
Sir H.F. Senbouse, lier Majesty's ship JUnnhoim, 
with the Molvillo, Cho Oucon atoemor, end four 
i^ocket boats, opened a Are upon Ainmglioy.

In Ices than an hour tlio bat- 
torioa on Wan tong wero lilenocd, nnd the troops,^ 
under tho command of Major Pratt, of the 2Cth 
Cainoroninns, wore landed, and having in a fmv 
niiiiatoB made tliomselvca inoetere of the island, 
witliout tlio loss of a single man: one thousand 
throo hundred Chinese surrendored. 

The Anunghoy batteries wore silenced by tbo 
" Blenhoim/' "Melville," and " Queen." Booing 
tho enemy wavering, Sir H. F. Sonhouse, at the 
head of the marines, landed on the south batteiy, 
and drove tho enemy fi’om the celebrated works. 
TIveGhinoaesuifercd groat loss, and tlieir admiral

hBX, found the enemy strongly fortified on the 
left bank of the river, close to Wlininpoa Kench, 
with upwards of forty war junks a number of 
vessels also were sunk, in order to bar the passage.

A. heavy fire wbs opened upon the steamers 

Madogaseai*' and Nemeeis;" bat the ships 
opened therr hic on the junka and batteries, 
which in as hour were neariy uleuced, when the 
marines aod 8man*arm men wore landed and 
atormod tho works, driving before them upwards 
of two thousand Chinese troops, and killing nearly 
three hundred. In about half an hour after 
landing, all the defenoca were carried, l^cxt 
day 8ir 0. Bremer joined the advanced squadron, 
and several transports wme pushed forward 
within gun shot of Howqua'a fort, and Uius, for 
the first tune, were ahips seen from the walla of 
Canton. At the end of March, 1841, Sir G. 
Bremer left Canton for Calcutta, to obtm rein* 
forcementa. In the meantime the trade was 
partially re-opened in virtue of the convention 
which bad boon entered into. 

Attack on Canton.' The attack was made ou 
tile ^th May, 1641. The ri^^t column, to 
attack and hold the factories, in tow of the 

Atalanta,*' conriating of Sfitb regiment (fifteen 
officers and two bundled and ninety-four mon), 
Madras artillery (an officer, and twenty men),

The right column took possi^ion of the fac¬ 
tories before five o'clock, p-H- The left colujim 
mched near the village of Tsmg-hao, the puiiit of 
debsrkatiou, about five miles, by tbo river line, 
al>ove the factories. "The heights to the north 
of Cantou, crowned by four strong forts, and tlic 
city walls, which run over the southern extremity 
of these heights, including one elevated point,* 
ajipcorcd to be about three and a«faalf miles dis¬ 
tant; the intermediate ground uudvdating much, 
and intersected by hollows under wet pa<ldy cul¬ 
tivation, enabled me to toko up successive posi« 
tions, until wo approached within range of tlio 
forts on tlio heights, and the northern face of the 
dty walla. I had to wait here some time, placing 
the men under cover, to bring up the rocket 
battery and artillery.” 

A strongly cntreoched comp of considerable 
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extent, occupied by about four tbouaa&d meu, to 
the north-eoat of tho city, was taken and burnt; 
and the forts on the heighta were tidcen thus 
“Tho British troops looked down on Canton, 
within one hundred paces ff its walb/* Sir H. 
Gough had decided upon storming the city of 
Canton; but “the following morning, the 26tlL 
May, at ton o’clock, a flag of truce was hoisted on 
the walls/’ Sir Hugh se^, “As the general 
(Chinese) did not make his {^pearanoe (at the 
expiration of the two hours), I hauled down the 
white flag/’ The attack was not renewed. At 
last, Captain Elliot (superintendent) wrote to 
Sir H. Gough, requesting him to suspend hos* 
tilides, as he (Captain Elliot) was employed in a 
settlement of the difflcultics upon the ibllomiig 
conditions/* ‘ 

The military force under Major-geneitil Sir H- 
Gongh,^ was, one thousand nine hundred and 
twenty'three, and one thousand seamen and 
marines. The Brirish lost, killed, fourteen, and 
wounded, ninety»one. The navy, killed, sis,

(Irod kiQed^ aod fifteen hundred wounded, on the 

2 5tH Mey, end raeny more after that date. Tlicre 
were 8(ud to have been forty •five thousand eoldicfK 
from other province* By tho sgrocment made 
on the 27th May, 1840, tho Uoopa from otlicrpro* 
vinccs were to leave in six days, aud to proceed 
to a distance of upwards of sixty miles. Thu 
city of Canton/ the population neatly one million, 
aud whose boasted ermy of fiify tbousaud.wasnow 
bumbled. Oor troops bivoocackod on tho heights 
near Canton for seven days. On tho aftoruoon of 
the 2Dth May>’ the Tartar troops, ten thousand 
in number, evacuated tho dty. On tho Slit, 
eight thousand more Tartar troops loft tlic dty,* 
and the remainder were preparing to follow, whon 
carriage was provided. 

It has been questioned whether the force wo 
hod at Canton, at the tzmo, could liavo token 
the dty. It is supposed by an efllccr on the stalls 
who wos there, that the British troops might Imvo 
entered the dty; and that the populace would 
liave plundered the place; the force was too small

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to keep possession of it. A bombardment would 
have done much damage to piivato property; the 
navy could only act externally; the captnre of 
Canton would not have bronght peace; wo ob¬ 
tained ransom. It was the lut attack in the direc- 
don of the Grand Canal that insured peace; the 
Chinese were gaining strength, for as wo wont to 
the north wc encountered the Taiiar troops. 

Hong Kong,^ sickness in 1841.—Prom Can* 
ton the troops wont to Hong Kong. Tho troops 
who were obliged to remain on shore continued 
to suSer much. Two^thirds of the latter were, 
during the months of June, July, and August, 
quite unfit for duty; nor was there a solitary 
Buropean at this time resident on the island who 
escaped the prevailing fever, Kolaria is to be 
found on the island of Hong Kong where no 
vegetable matter ia to be seen, and where no 
marsh exists. The natives sometimes, at one 
period of the day, may be seen in the thinnest 
and coolest habiliments, and in another, clnd in 
fui$ and woollens; or put on a snccession of 
garments as the cold increases, and again throw 
them aside os it becomes warm. In the 87 th 
Madras native infantry, six hundred strong,

goncrsl Sir H. Pottinger, and Hoar-admiral Sir 
W. Parker arrived in August. Captain Elliot 
and Cotnmodove Sir G. Bremer wont to Eng¬ 
land.

H, Pottinger, Sir H; Gough, and Sir W. Pai'ker, 
reconnoitred the defences in the "Fhlegethon.” 
These eppoared to be of vest extent end of greet 
strength: every spot &ois whence guns could 
boor upon the harbour woe occupied and strongly 
armed. From the point of entrance into the 
inner harbour, the great sea lino of dofonco ex* 
tendod in one continued battery of granite up* 
.wai'ds of a mile. This battery was faced with 
turf and mud several feet in thickness, so that at 
a distance no appearance of a fortification could 
be traced. The embrasures were roofed, and the 
slabs thickly covered with turf, so as to protect 
the men while working their guns. This work 
mounted about one hundred guns, and it ter¬ 
minated in a high wall, which was connected with 
a rrmgo of rocky heights which run parallel to the 
hooch. The entrance into the harbour is by a 
channel six hundred yards across, between the 
island of Koolaugsoo and Amoy. On each side 
of this paaaage tliere were also strong fortifica¬ 
tions. 

About one p.k. n simultaneous attack wna made 
upon these prominent defences. The line of battle 
ships end large steamers attaokiug the great sea 
batteries, the two frigates the island of Koolang*

900, wliilo Oie somllcr vessels engsged tlie severs] 
i^ookieg works. Ute cepturc of AiQoj was chiefly 
a naval o])eration; and for four hours did the ships 
pepper at thoeo enormotis batteries without a 
mocoent’s cessation. The stream of fire and smoko 
firoin the sides of tho liners was terrific. The 
*WelIeaIey and Blenheim alone each fired upwards 
of twelve thousand rounds, to say nothing of the 
frigates, stearaers, and small craft; yet the works 
ware os perfect when they left off as when they 
h^on, the utmost penetration of the shot being 
sixteen inches. From twenty to tliirty people 
wers bU that were killed, by this enormous ex¬ 
penditure of powder and ihot 

It was late before the first division of tho 
troops landed. eacaladcd the wall which 

flanked the main line of batteries, covered by the 
Queen** and “Pldegcthon** stoaniors. The 
flank companies of her Majesty*s 16tb were tho 
fust to go'Over the wall, driving the enemy 
before thorn. Tbc^ opened a gate, through 
which tho rest our meu entered, and advandng 
%long the battery, quickly duared it, killing more 
men m ten minutes than the ships of war did tlic 
whole day. The enemy fled on oil aides so soon 
08 the troops Landed. The island of Koolangsoo 
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Vita alsout the lame time Ukeo pouession of hy 
the troops with little opposition. During the 
whole day, tho heights above the city were 
densely crowded with people,, who had preceded 
thither for safety. On the following day, tho city 
was entered. It has an excellent harbour. 'Ilie 
oitadol ia about a mUe in circumference. It con* 
table aovernl extensive gronnarics well ftUad, 
arsenals wit)} enormous quantities of arms, and 
oxtonsive magazines of powder, &c. Their 
magosbes were blown up, the arsenals and thdr 
contents destroyed, the war-junks and dock¬ 
yards burnt, upwards of five hundred gens ren¬ 
dered unserviceable, snd the fortifications were 
destroyed; after which, the fieet and force, on 
the 5 th of September (1S41), took tliw depor- 
tuvo, leaving a garrison of five hundred and fifty 
mon on the island of Koolongeoo, which com¬ 
pletely commands the entranM into the harbour. 
Her Mjybsty's ships “Druid," "jPylados," and 
“ Algerine," were left to protect the ganisen and 
island. 

Ec-captuie of Chusan.* On rwennoitring, it 
wns found that the Chinese hod built the fortifi* 
cations on the same prinoiples as those at Amoy.

Tlio soeond column, one thousand and 
fifty strong, was under Lioutenant^coloucl Morris, 
lier Majesty’s 40th regiment.* Tho Chineso 
fought better than on the fonuor occasion in July. 
The oporatiouB lasted two hours, and our loss was 
.only thirty killed and wounded, including ono 
officer killed., The cnotny lost fifteen hundred, 
including nine or ton mandarins. A military 
government was formed, and loui' hundred men 
left OB a garrison. 

Capture of Chinhae.* The city ia eituated ou

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the left bank of the Tohae or J^Tingpo river. On 
tbo evening of the Otb of Ootober, 1841, the 
whole of the squadron anchored off Cbinhoe; tlie 

Wellesley, " Blenhoim, “ Blonde, "and 
" Modeste," took up their positions to cannonade 
tho citadel and eaatom port of tbo city walla; tlie 
steamers ^'ScsoBtris/’ and “Queen,’’ ao u to 
shell tho citadel iu Honk, and ciifilado any but* 
tciies their guns could bear upon. The flat-bot¬ 
tomed stcamors landed tho troops. Sir H. Oougb 
formed a left, centre, end right colomn. He 
accompanied the two former; the latter woe placed 
under Captain Sir T. Herbert, R.N. The iron 
atoaincra were of great use, as they at once ran 
their bowB on tho mud bank, and allowed the 
men to wade on shore in water barely knee deep, 
lire left column was one thousand and seventy 
Birong,' under Lieutouant-cobnel Oroigio. The 
centiv column," amounting to four huudi'od and 
sixty men, two twelve-pounder howiteers, and 
two six-poundor field guns, under Lieutenant- 
colouol Morris.

Tliu 
riglit column was seven hundred strong. 'l%‘ 
Beamon at once dashed up tbo predpitous rock, 
and planted tho union'jack on the citndcl 
walls. The rockets and musketry mowed the 
Chinese down hj hundreds. In a fow lioui's 
Chinhae, the key to the large and opulent city of 
Ningpo, was in our iKtssossion, with a loss to 
the Chinese of about two thousand; while our 
loss was only nineteen, killed and wounded. 
A garrison of about five hundred jucu was left 
at Cbinhae. 

Capture of Ningpo.' On tbe 19th October, 
1841 (ibo odmiTBl in the ^'Nemuda*' having 
ascorUiQcd the depth of water), tlio remnant of 
the foroo proceeded up the river in steameiv. 
The Cbincao had placed the utmost confidence in 
tho defences of Cbinhae, and tlkorcfero had token 
no precantioQS to |notoct the city of Ningpo. It 
was ascertained that tbe Tartar troops had refused 
to agaiu face ours. Hie gates were barricaded;

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tlie wqUs were isofikdcd, aod the gates opened 
from within; the Chineeo aesieting in removing 
the obstnictione. Our little force of eoldien, 
aailore, and maiinee, not amoonting, in all, to 
one tlwuBCind men, roarohed quietly into tho city. 
It is nearly Avo milce in circmnferenco, and is 
surroundod by a high wall; fully two thirds the 
Bi?:o of Canton, oud said to ooutain aix hundred 
thousand people. 

Ohiueee attach on Kingpo and Chinhoe.* On 
tl\e J.0th March, 1842, the Chinese made the 
attack on Nuigpo» The signal was, the ignition 
of some hre^raTts, to be sent against the sbipa. 
At Ningpo, ten or twelve thousand men ad> 
vanced upon the south and western gates, the 
guards retii'Ing before thorn. The Chinese were 
i'cpulsed, however, iu the centre of the dty. 
T h cattack ai Cliiuhao was comparatively feeble. 
Tho hi'o^rafts at Chinliao and Ningpo wore towed 
OQ shore, without causing any ii^jury to the 
sliips. It was reported that the enemy were near 
iWee, on tho Segaon hills’ iu two entrenched 
cAdipe. On the 16th March, the forces consist¬ 
ing of,—

Embarked on board t]io stcamcn ** Qiiccn,’* 
''Nemcois/' and '* Phiogotlion/' and iliortly aftov 
noon wero landed vitbin four niilca ofTaokoc. T)u^ 
^'Pblegctlion” and the anned launchci proceeded 
up the river to iDtcrcept the retreat of the Chin etc, 
and the troops pushed forward to the city. Thu 
naval brigade was ordered to move luidcT tliu 
walls, and occupy two targe build in^ ui front of 
.tho nght encampmont-^the object being to ninku 
a simultaneous attack with the thitc columns. 
The movement woa so rapid that only one gun 
could be brought up, which was effocted by tlk* 
exertions of Licutenant^loncl Montgoiucric. The 
columns rushed up the heights; the marine brigade 
was led by thcii gallant chief. Sir W. Parker. On 
rcachiug the summit of the hilJ, Sir H. Gongh 
fo\ind that the enemy had retreated, taking with 
him his gune and the treasure. The troops rc* 
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tamed to Niogpo on 17tli March, 1642. Our 
loss wdB three killed, and twenty4iro wounded.' 

Evacuation of Ning'po.^-^Early in Moy, 1842, 
it was decided to evacuate that dty, and pro- 
cood witli the expedition up the Yangtae-Kiong, 
loaving two hundred men on the Pagoda Hill, at 
Gliinh&c. 

Attack on Clmpoo.^—-It is fifty or sixty miles, 
N. W., from Chinliae. It is nearly surrounded 
by a moat or canal, within which is a high wall 
ciidrcUng the city. It owes its importance to the 
Japanese trade. The heights commanded the 
mty. 0n their extreme right, and comm sliding 
the anchorage, were two batteries; tliey were 
crowded with soldiers, about ten thousand, of 
whom one-third wore Tartars. Tlie attack was 
made the Idth of May. The troops were:—

Were embarked in the itounore. Tbe oljbct was 
to turn the enemy's loft ^ wlille tlie “ Corawollie," 
** Blonde," " Modesto," nod ‘'SeeoithB " were to 
attack the forU. The troops were formed into three 
coluronB. Tbe rout of the Chineae soon become 
total, the fhgitivoa throwing owoy tlioir arm a. 
At this period three hundred TnvUire, finding 
tbeir retreat cut off by lior Mojoaty'a regi* 
(sent, threw tbcmBclvce into o ioop-hoolod .1oh&» 
houae in one of the defllea, and Jofondod tlioiu* 
selvoa a considerable time witli tbe moat deter* 
niined bravery. The artillery bad no effect in 
dislodging them. Tbis check to the whole force 
by a baudfiil of men, could not be borne, and 
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seven] runs were Dsde at the door, to bnnt it in 
and get omon^t tbem, but without dTect. The 
gallant Colonel Tomlinaon/ of the IStb, waa shot 
tlirougb the neck in lehding one of those assaults 
and several other officers and men fell at thia 
spot. Ultimatelj, tho {doco was fiiod by rockets, 
and broached by begs of powder, placed under 
thb supormtendenceof Captain Pears, when about 
tlfty of tho dopendsuu wore taken i>monera, but 
nearly ell of them wounded. Xhe troops passed 
* on to tho walls; the bridge had been destroyed, 
but the canal was crossed in boats, the troops 
mounted the walls and carried tho place,^the 
enemy fled. Oar loss was nine killed aud fifty* 
one wounded.

Tlio city ])od been firod in aevorol plnooe, and a 
large part destroyed boforo our troops loft thr 
place. 

Tile Queen'* etoemer was diaimtcliod for Sir 
H. Pottingcr. The force rc-embarked, aud ou tlic . 
20tli of May, 1842, took their departure for 
the Yaug>tse*kiang. Commanders Kollot and 
CoUioson, in their vessels, accompmued by 
tlic “Algerine *' (Lieuteuant W. Maitland), wero 
busily employed in exploring a safe passage for 
the fleet. ‘ This arduous duty was completed by 
the 4th of Juno, and on the following day the 
fleet moved to the nortliward. Owing to the 
neoossity of anelioring at night, and the cnlin 
and foggy weather, it was tho Btli before tho force 
bad assembled off Amherst rocks,—tlio point of 
rendesvDus from whence tlio “Modoste,*' “Pbloge^ 
thou/’and Nemesis” wore dispatched to inter* 
cept any communication with Woosung, a vil)ag('

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at the jujictaoD of the Wooauug river with the vast 
emhouchurc of the gigantic YaDg«Ue*kiang. 

A steamer was appointed to each of the men- 
Df«war* to the attack on Paoushan, near the vil¬ 
lage of WoosuQg. It was carried with little 
loss. It was decided to attack the city of Shan- 
ghac, a large comincroial town, sixteen miles up 
the Woosnng. On the lOth of June her Ma« 
jesty^s ship ‘'Dido,"*accompanied by eight trana- 
ports with troops, arrived.* The destruction of 
the military materiaU at Woosung and Paoushan 
being completed, the troops were, on the morn¬ 
ing of the 19tb, embarked on board the 
steamers. 

Attack on Shangbao.—The troops proceeded 
to the intended point of attack, the Commander- 
in-chief accompany ing the force in the “ Medusa;" 
wliile a column,^ under Lieutenant-colonel Mont* 
gomerie, approached it by a toed that existed 
beetween Woosung and Chongoe. The enemy's 
batteries fired on the leading ship—hearing the 
firing, the troops having disembarked at the

city. Colonel Montgoiacrio piiabcd on Ills nd* 
vauco, and, finding no opposition, untci'cd the 
to^vu. The luandarina had fled the prcocdiiig 
night. While the force were occupied in the 
work of destruction. Sir W. Paikor, with the 
light Btcamere, procooded up tlio river, which ho 
asoondedtlnrty-BOVoniuilceiuadu'ect lino, or forty- 
Boven, including t)io Ginuoeitloe above Changac.' 
The troops were omb&ikod on the 33rd, n!id 
dropped down to Woosung. 

Yaiig-tsc-Kifuig.-—The ''BelloiBlo,'’ rit>m Dug- 
laud, and nunioioue transports from India having 
arrivod with rouifoivomciits,^ tlie eommonders-itw 
cluef were enabled, on tlio 0th of July, to com- 
menco their operations up the Yang-tse-Kiong, 
with a force of seventy •three vessels of oil arms.^ 

Ou tlie 17th of July Captain Bouchior, in tho 
' Bloude/ was despatolled with a s(|iia<lrou* to 
blockade tlie entrance of the grand canal, and 
gained qq adiuirablo ])ositiou for that object

Attack on Tehang-KiangJ—On the 21 st of 
July, the reoonnoissance being completed, sod 
the ships being in position, the troops in three

The first brigade was landed under the Inlla, 
accompanied by Sir H. Gou^; the artillery 
and the Srd Brigade followed The Ocncml 
now obtained a good view of the enemy's on* 
campment, in'wfaidk there wore about ono thott* 
sand live hundred men. Lord Soltonn was, 
therefore, directed to move forward with such 
portions of his brigade as had first Imidcd, and 
cut off the communication with the dty, Majors 
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Gough and Kcnt,^ with throe compamee of 
Bengal volunteers, were directed to proceed hy a 
path over some nndolatiog ground, and fall ou 
the enemy's right.

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sioa by scaling the w&Us. The 2nd bngade got 
poBsossion ofiJie Joss-Uousc, near tlio point wbovc. 
they landed. Covered by tlio rifles, tlic greua* 
dioR. of tlio 55tb, with two companies of (ho 
Madras nodvo infontry, under Major Maclean, 
advanced against the nortli-cnst angle of the 
walls, and mounted tho scaUug laddcra placed by 
tho saijpers, Licutouaut Cuddy goUaotly setting 
the example. The Taitars disputed every inch of 
ground; eaoli embrasure was caiTjed tA tlio point 
of the bayonet, wlhlc the brigade, having aepa- 
luted to tho riglit and left as they escoladod, 
fought their way along tho walls.' It was about 
oue hour and a half before tills brigade made 
their way round to tho western gate, wlicro flioy 
arrived just os tho did brigade had carried tho 
outer dofonccs. *'By those.combined inovo< 
luents, a large body of Tartars wore driven into a 
division of the western works, without a pofisi- 
biUty of rctivoat, and, os they woidd not suvrondcr, 
most of them wore sliot or biuied under the 
luins of the now bamiug liousca,''

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The 8rd brigade was directed to move round 
the west face and ocicupy the gates to the south 
and east/*' This brigade soon fell in with about 
one thousand Tartais under cover of some encln* 
surcs> who resisted^ in many cases^ with great 
desperation, but wore quickly routed under the 
spirited attack of her Majost/s IStli and dOth. 
Sit W, PwkcT, with tho marines, was strongly 
opposed by bodies of Tartars. Tlic troops were 
too much exliausted to undertake any fresh 
movements till the closo of day; the gates were, 
therefore, occupied until six o'clock. 

Lieutenant Crouch, R.N.,” in command of the 
boats of the “ Blonde,” pushed up the canal close 
to the city wall. They were exposed to a severe 
fire. He received three wounds, and sixteen out of 
twenty seamen, two officers of artillery, and oigbt 
men were tendoi’cd hors dc covihai. He, with 
gi'cat presence of mind, saved the remainder of 
his boc^. Captain Biebards landed with two 
hundred marines, and, joined by three companies, 
6th Madi'os native infantry, pushed through the 
suburbs to the walls.

Tlmy time oatabiiahod tliomeolvcs in tlio works 
botwoon the outer aiul innor defenoos, wlion tlioy 
woro found by tlio Srd brigade, whlcli nImoHt 
BimuUanoously Inul carriod tho outer gataat 
wliioh timo, too, tUo 2nd brigndu coming along 
tlio leinparU Imd olcorcd tho innur one. 

At six o'clock, F.K. aovcral pai^dca were puahe<l 
into tho heart of tho city, wlioro tho aconc wou 
moat appaUing. Nuioorous houses wore found 
burnt to tho ground; and maoy were strewed 
with the dead bodies of Tartars, who bad fall on 
by th^ own hands, aftor having murdorod their 
wives and olnldron, and tlirown thoir bodlos into 
wolls and other places. Others wore suspended 
by tho necks iu closota, and beiiind the doors.'* 
The Tartar force in tho city was estinmtod at 
between three and four thousand men. But few, 
it is said, escaped to Ivankin.

Tiio city was found to bo about four miles in 
ciroumfcroQoo, with a much larger suburb.' The 
arms and arsenals wore dostroyod, mid the walls 
breaohed iu many plscos. cholera broke out 
among our troops,* and destroyed many men. 
Tlie commanders-in-ohLor, to avert from Nankin 
the calamities that had befollon Tchang»Kiang 
dospatcliod the Tartar soexotory witli a summons 
and terms of oapitulation to Kow-Kion, vicoroy of 
the two Kiang provinces. Kooying and Elopoo 
again attempted to open communications, but

On the 4tli of August,* the ** Comwdlia,” and 
the other men-of-war, Anchored oif the ancient 
capital of China i Sir H. Pottinger, Sir tl- Gougli, 
and Lord Soltoan^Bbngado anivod next dayj and 
by tlie 9 til, the whole forco of four tliousand five 
hundred fighting men had assembled without an 
acoidont, with a floot of seventy soil, at two hun> 
d^d miles from the ocean, in the heart of the 
Celestial empire. 

On the II th August, 1842, everything was 
ready to attack Nanlrin-* It contained about one 
million inhabitants. The Tartar troops amounted 
to six thousand, and the Chinese regulars to nine 
thousand, together with a large body of militia. 
Proui the immense extent of wall to bs defended, 
it was very evident that the city must have ihllon, 
had not the Chinese sued for terms. They be^cd 
for forty-eight hour’s time, as mandoxins of the 
liighest rank, deputed by the emperor to treat for 
peace, were actually approaching. 

On the 17th August,* 1842, Sir H. Pottinger

Canton and China trade—1781 ► Colonel 
Henry Wataon, chief engineer of Port William, 
in his letter dated 20th March, 1782, writing to 
govorninont,^ expressed lus surpriso at the Com* 
pany and Britiali subjeoU going to Canton, and 
pointed out the disadvaiitagca of the monopoly of 
the Coliong merchants there. Asked why they 
fixed ''upon Canton, the most southern port of 
tlio Ohineae empire, as a general emporium for 
vending the produce of tKoir respective northerji 
climates: And was still more surprised at the 
continuance of their trade to that port only, since 
it has boon knowji that their commerce with the 
other piovinces was neither prohibited nor ob¬ 
structed by tlio emperor's order."

ArpAius in Sindh. Tlicro li&d been treaties made 
witli tlio ameers in Sindli on the 22ud August, 
1800, and on the 0th November, 1820.' Tho 
East India Company had a factoiy nt Tatta in 
1761.* On the 20th April, 1882, a treoty was 
entered into between the Bast India Com^ny 
and the government of Hyderabad in Sindh; and 
(t supplementuy treaty on the 22nd April, 1882, 
with Moor Roostum, oflQiyrpoor,* regarding the 
navigation of the river Indus, and the levying of 
tolls or duties on the transit of merclnuidiso. On 
231(1 December, 1884, a commercial treaty with 
the govemmeot of Hyderabad* was entered into, 
regvdatieg the tolls on boats, instead of duties on 
goods, as the latter plan involved delay, and the 
examination of the goods. On the 20tli April,

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1688, ft treaty was entered into with the ameers 
of Sindh, to uae our good offices to adjust the 
diffciCQccB Buhsistiug between the ameers of Sindh 
and Hunjeot Sing, the ruler of Lftlioro; and also, 
that an accredited ]3riti8]i minister sliould reside 
at t)io court of ITydernbod.' In a treaty 
with tho four ameers of Hyderabad was ontored 
into j* by Ai’tido jci. of whioh, it was declared 
that no toll was to be levied on trading bunts 
)>aasiDg up or down tho river Indus within tho 
torritoncs of tho ameers of Hydorabad; thus 
rendering tho navigation of that river fraa to 
oveiy one. By Article ii., a British force was to 
be indntdncd in Sindh, and statiouod at Tatta, 
" or such other place westward of tlie river Indus 
as tlie GovQ^no^general may select. 'Ihe Oovemor* 
general will dooido upon tho strength of this force, 
whicli it is not intended shall exceed fivo thou¬ 
sand fighting mou/'‘ By’Article x., tho Com¬ 
pany’s rupee was to bo tlio ourrtney of Sindh, it 
beuig of equal valuo with tlio Bakkioo or Timuorou 
ruj»o, the currency of Sindh.*

wards obtained from the arooer of Khyrpcor, by 
treaty, to bo hold by tlie British during the 
operations in AfTgbouiatan.* It was required os 
a dop6t.

flight. It VQS viewed as a proof of weaksesa, 
and Belochis imd Brahooes hecame more hopeful 
and more confident than before. The emeera of 
Upper and Lower Siedh oonaulted together, how- 
best to league against the Fericghccs; Seik va- 
keels were at KLyr^wor, ready to start for Lahore, 
loaded with presents for the Malioraja; asd at 
the same time, letters came from the victoriona 
Affgliope, remioding the ameers that they were 
feadatories of the Doouoree empire, asd exhorting 
thorn to act boldly in the common cause. Those 
things led to the ameer’a final destruction; they 
were the forarunnets of the battle by wbii^ they 
fell: but their primary cause, it has been shown, 
was deeper seated. The Sindluau war was no

with my brothers, sons, and the whole trihe/* 
“ I, Mcer Rooatum, will have no regard for life or 
death, prosperity or ruin, hut will join Meet 
Nussoor with sB my forces, without any dread of 
the consequences/’ MeerEoostum bad formally 
and publicly resigned, and placed the turban on 
the head of Ah Moorad, hia yotagor brother 
At last, Meer Roostuin fled to Hyderabad. 

Emaum Ghur in the desert.—In January, 
1848, Sir 0. Napier selected two hundred ir-« 
regular cavalry, put three hundred and fifty of 
the 22nd Queen’s regiment on camelB, loaded 
ten more with provisions, eighty with water, and 
marched to take Smaum Qhur, having a garrison 
of four times his munbera, well provided.* The 
skirts of the waste swarming with thousands of

The treaty of the 4th of November, 1842, (be¬ 
fore alluded to) was signed and sealed on Iho 
.evening of the 14th of Vebruory, 1843;^ but on 
the 15th, Major Oatrom,^ was attacked at tlio 
residency near Hyderabad, by eight tliousnnd 
men and six guns. Major Outram, after a gnllant 
defence, wont on board a atcaincr with his escort, 
and joined tlio anny under Major-goncml Sir C. 
Napier. 

Battle of Mocanec, 17th of Pebruary, 1843.^ 
Sir Charles Napier heard of tlio account of tlio

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attack OD Major Outrsm, at Hala. On the 16tli 
of Februai*y,‘ Sir Cbaries luarolied to Muttare. 
" Having, oscertoined that the omcera wore in 
poaltioii at Moeaneo (ten miles dutance) to tlie 
luimbor of twenty-two thousand man ; and well 
knowing that a delay for reinfbrcemonto, would 
botli eti^ngtlion their oonhdonco and odd to their 
numbers, already seven timos that wluoh I com¬ 
manded, I I’csolved to attack them, and we 
marched at four a. m., on the morning of the 
17th. At eight o’clock the advanced guard dis* 
covorod thdr camp; at niuo we formed in order 
of battle, about two thousand eight hundred men 
of oil arms and twelve pieces of oiiillery. We 
were now within range of the enemy’s guns, and 
fifteen pieces of artillery opened upon ua, and 
were answered by o\\t cannon. Tlje enemy wore 
very strongly posted; woods were ontb^ flanks, 
which I did not think could he turned. These two 
woods were joined by the dry bod of the river 
Pulaillee, which had a high bonk. Tlie bed of the 
river was ncoi'ly straight, and about twelve bun> 
dred yards in length. Eehind this, and in both

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voods were the enemy posted. In fiout of their 
extreme right, nnd cm the edge of tlic wood, wee 
a village. Having made tlie best cxmaiiiation of 
their podtion, which bo sliort a time jierQntted, 
the BTtilloiy w&sjiOBtcMl on the right of tlie line, 
and soino sUnuishen of lufoutiy with tlui 8in<lh 
irregular hone, were Bont iu front, to try an<l 
make the enemy show hia force more distinctly, 
we then advanood frotn tbo rig) it in ccAfion of 
battalions, refusing the left to lavo it from the 
fire of the village. Tlio Otli Itaignl light eavalry 
formed the rcsorvo iu roar of tlie left wing; and 
the Poona horse, (ogthor with four compauiva of 
infantry, guarded the baggage. In tliis order of 
battle we advanced, as at a review. ocrosB n finu 
plain, Bvrapt by tbo cannon of the enemy. The 
artilleiy, and bor Majesty's 22nd regimoot in line, 
formed tbo leading cMim; tbo 25tU imtivo in¬ 
fantry, the Slid; the IStb iiaiivo infantry, the 8rd; 
mid the 2 at grenadier native infantry, the 4t)i. 

" The enemy waa one tliousand yarda from our 
lino, which soon traversed the intervoniug S]>acv. 
Oar 8ro of musketry opened at about ono hun¬ 
dred yards from the bank, in reply to that of the 
enemy, and in a few minatos tbo cngagcmcDt 
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became general along the bank of the river, on 
which the combatauts fought, for about three 
hours or more with great fury, man to man. 
Then, my lord, was seen the superiority of the 
musket and bayonet ovear tlio sword and shield, 
and matcldock. The brave J3oloocheos, first dia- 
chcu'ging their match locks and pistols, dnslicd over 
tlie bonk witli desperate it!Bolution, but down went 
tlioao bold uid skilful swordsmen under the 
superior power of the musket and bayonet. At 
cue time, my lord, the courage and numbers of 
the onemy against the the 2 6th, and the 
12 th legimonts, bore heavily iu that port of the 
battle. There was no rime to be lost, and 1 sent 
orders to the cavalry to force the right of the 
enemy's lino. This order was very gallantly exe¬ 
cuted by tlie 9th Bengal cavalry' and the Sindh

that 1 ecndd not go to the left. In tills charge 
the 6th light cavalry took a standard and several 
pieces of artillery, and the Siudh horse tnuk the 
enemy's camp, from wliich & vast body of thuir 
cavalry slowly retired, fighdug. Lieutenant Pits^ 
gccald gallantly pursued them for two miles, and, 
I understand, slew thwe of tlic enemy in single 
combat. The brilQant conduct of these two cavalry 
regiments, in my opinion, was tlio crisis of 
the action, for, from the moment tliu cavalry 
were seen in the rear of their right dank, the 
resistance of oui* opponents Blackcued; tlic 
22ud regiment forced the hank, 25ch and 
12th did the same, the latter Togiment cap> 
tilting several guns, and the victory was decided. 
The avtillojy made great havoc among the 
dense masses of the enemy, end dismounted 
Bcveial of their guns. Tlic whole of tlic 
enemy’s artillery’, ammunition, Btandorda, and 
comp, with considerable stores, and some.trea¬ 
sure, were taken 
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Oflcers Kiiled.

The 
Bri^h force two thousand four hundred, deduct¬ 
ing two hundred men with Mqor Outrniu, But 
only one thousand seven hundred and ^ghty were 
said to be engaged, as the Poona horse and four 
companies of infantry guarded the baggage. In 
extreme cases even a baggage guard may be 
called into action. It appears that on the 32cli 
of December, 1842,^ the late Shall Shoojall's 
regiments, and 19th Bengal native infantry, under 
the commaud of Brigadier Wallace, leftPoliree en 
roiiU to Ferozpoor. The Govenwr-general, ou

Annexation of Sindh. Sir W. Napier says/ 

It was perplexing at first to decide how the 
ameers were to be treated, and this perplexity 
impeded the measures necessary for the security 
of the army; were they prisoncre of war, or de* 
posed princes? Tim battle had altered the poli¬ 
tical relations botwoea thorn, as sovereign piinocs 
and the Anglo-Indian government. It was no 
tongei* a question of onforoing a now treaty. 
They hod appeoled to the sword, and were, by 
defeat, placed at the mercy of their conqimrors. 
How would the Oovomor-gonoral treat them? 
This question was decided on the 12th of Morcb, 
twenty-four days after the action of Mocanee. Lord 
Bllonborough, by proclaroation, annexed Sindh 
to the British possessions in the cost, and the 
ameors were to bo sent captives to Bombay." 

The battle of Dubba, four miles from Hydera¬ 
bad, 24th of Much, Ib48.**-Shere Mahomed, 
of Meerpoor, was at the head of about twenty- 
five thousand men.^ He had threatened to

Tims the true front of hattlo 
extended from tlio right, for one mile perpendicu¬ 
larly to tbo FullaiUeo, presenting, what may bo 
termed, the right wing and centre to an attack; 
hut the left wing, behind the eccond nullah, was 
I'ofused. All tiio cnvaliy wore behind the left in

The cavalry were on the flanbs, and the oitilloiy, 
in the intei'vaU, between the regiments. Then, 
tlio right WAS A little refused; fov there was a 
wood towmxls that Aonk. 8ir Cliavlcs oxpeoted 
Evn Attack from that quarter, and throw forward 
the cavalry of tliat wing. Ho found that the 
enemy outflanked him on tlio right about half 
a mile, and still had their cavalry in reserve. 
But ho could not see the double lines and 
nulialis containing their cen tre and right. BuhbA 
appeared empty. Major Waddington. engineers, 
and Lieatenonts Brown and Hill, rode close up

Tlic enemy was now perceived to move 
from his centre, in conaiderable bodies, to the 
lefr> apparently retreating, unable to sustain tho 
cross fire of tlic Britisll artillery; on seeing 
which. Major Stack,* at tlic bead of tlic Srd 
cavaliy, under comniuiid of Captain Belainain, 
and tho Sindh liorso, under tho command of Cap* 
Uiu Jacob, made a charge upon tho enemy's loft

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flank, crossing the siiUab, and cutting down the 
retreating enemy for sevoraJ miles.^ While this 
WAS passing on the right, her Mfyjest/s 22nd 
regimont. gallantly led by Major Poole, who 
commondod tlie brigade, and Captain George, 
who commanded the corps, attacked the nullali 
on the loft with great gallantry ” Tlvoy " marched 
up till witliin forty paces of tho ontrcnchmont; 
and tlieii stormed it like British soldiers/' 
'• Meanwhile, tlto Foona horse, under Coptain 
Tait. and the 0th Bengal cavalry, under Major 
Story, turned the enemy's nght flank, piireuing 
and cutting dowu the fugitives for soveral miles. 
Her Majesty's 2Slid was well supported by the 
batteries commanded by Captains Willoughby 
and Hutt, whioli ciosscd their fire witli that of 
Major Leslie. Tlien como tlm 2nd brigade, 
under commaud of Miyor Woodbum, bearing

battery, on tbo right of wkich were the dtb and 
Ist regiments, under Majors Brow no and Clib' 
borne: these two corps advauced with tlic regu¬ 
larity of a review up to tbo cntrcndimcjjts, tlieir 
commanders, with cousiderable exertion, 6to|i]}ing 
their hre, on seeing that a portion of tlie Sindli 
horse and 3rd cavalry, in during the enemy, 
had got in front of the krigodo. The battle was 
decided by tlic troop of horse artillery uud hor 
Majesty’s 22nd regiment.”* 

The Duke of Wellington, said of Sir C. Napier, 
ju the House of Lords on (lie 12th February, 
1844, on the occasion of tlie vote of thanks to 
the army in Sindh,* “ lie TuonifiAted at all tiuiCH 
entire discretion and prudence id the furiuatiou 
of bis plans, great activity in making tiio pivp&nt* 
tions which were necessary to mstire 6UC<xsS3;— 
and, finally, gmt seal, gallantry, and science, in 
coDyiug Lis plans and pte|ULratious into full 
execution.” His march upon Bmuun Gliur wuh 
one of the most cuiioua militaiy feats which he

troops through the desert against hostile forces; 
)io had his guns ti'ansported under circumstauccs 
of cxti'eme difficulty, and in a maoner tlio roost 
tixtraordiuory! and ho cut off a rotroat of the 
onomy, wbioU randorad it impoesiblc for thorn 
ovoi* to TOgain tliair imsUiona/’ And**the ad- 
vouoc and attack of which ho hod boon speaking, 
resulted in nnotlicr brilliant victory, in which ho. 
again showed all the qualities of an excellent 
general officer, aud in which the army displayed 
all the boat qualities of the braveat Uoops/' 

Tile British less wos,^ two hundied and seventy 
officers and men, of which nnmbor. one hundred 
a])d forty-soven were of her Majesty’s 22nd 
i^gimeirt. The enemy lost abont eight thousand,^ 
as allowed by them&olves. 

After this victory,* Sir C, Napier marched 
BOuthwoid, and took possoBsion of Meerpocr; and 
on tbo 4th of April, the fortress of Omercote, to 
the cost of Hyderabod, opened its gates to the 
British forces. Shore Mahomed, though a

Sir Chni'lea resolved, if possible, to surround and 
cut liim off, by dividing his army into three 
detacbmenta. On tho 8th of June, Colonel 
Roberts engaged, and totally defeated, ono of thu 
liostilc niiiecrs, Sliah Mahomed, at the head of 
two thousand men, taking their leader pneuner. 
And on the 14th, Captmn Jacob was attackc<l by 
Sliere Mahomed himself, and four tliousaud I3e]oa> 
chees. whom he completely wutcdj tlie ameer, 
witli very few follower, escaping with dilhculty 
into ^0 desert. Shortly oftcrwaids. Lord Ellen- 
borough appointed Sir C. Napier governor oi 
Sindh. Towoids the close of tlio Sikh cAmpoigii, 
1845-G, Sir C. Napier marched via Moolhni, 
with a portion of his force from Sindh. Ho wont 
on a-headwitli on escort, and i^eaclicU army bomi 
ijumtcrs after tlio battle of Sobraon. lie wax 
pveseut at the micNv at Lahore.

Her Majesty's 3Ptli fijot, with tlieir accustomed 
dash, ably supported by the 66th native iaf&ntiy, 
drove the enemy fiom theii guns into the vill^, 
bayonctting the gunners at their posts. Here a 
most sanguiuary conflict ensued; the Malirattah 
troops, after disoharging their matchlocks, fought 
sword iu hand with the most determined courage* 
General Valiant’s brigade, with equal enthusiagm, 
took Maharajpoor in reverse, and twcnty>^ht 
guns were captured by this combined movement; 
80 desperate was the resistance, that very lew of 
the defenders of this very strong position escaped. 
Duiing these operations, Brig;a<licr 8cott was 
opposed by a body of the enemy's cavalry on the

The Mflhrftttftb force wna estimated at twelve 
thousand in miinbcr. General Grey, Imving ad¬ 
vanced from llundclcuinb reached riuiniar, 
about twelve miles from Gwalior, on the 28tli of 
Decoinbor. The enemy took up n atmiig pnsitlou 
on the heights, near tlie fortified village of Man- 
gore. They were immediately attacked, and 
driven from height to height by our tcoQ))«,wlio 
were much fatigual by tlicir long luorcli. Our 
loss was two Ituudred and Hftecu killed and 
woundc<1. 

Tlie consequence of these two victoiics was the 
submission of tljo Maliratt^di DurW to the de¬ 
mands of the British government. Licutonant- 
colonel Stubbs was appoiutwl by tlio Maha¬ 
ranee, Governor of the fort of Gwalior, w'hich 
commands the city; the Mahvnttah troops were 
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disbonded, mid a British contingent was formed, 
consisting of four companies of artiUery, two 
regiments of cavaliy, and seven regiments of 
infantry; to be maintained at the cost of t)ie 
QwalioT government, which woe also to pay forth* 
with tlie orpensos of the campaign. 

TIio Govcmor>goncr&] issued the following pro* 
clamation on tho occasion of these victories:—*•

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Punniar, whiJe they have shed nov glory upon 
tlie Britiah army, bavo restored tlic authority of 
tlw Maharaja, and have given new security to 
the British empire in India. The Governor- 
general cordially congratulates his Excellency, 
the commandcr-izi-chief, upon tho success of Ins 
able combinatioa^ ;by which two victories were 
obtrioed on the aasie day, and the two wings of 
the army, prooeeding irom different pohits, have 
now bean united under the walls of Gwalior/' 
Before tho battle of Mahaiajpoor a reconnois- 
saoce hod token place, and Maliarfij|>oor was not 
occupied the evening before by the cuemy, Tho 
plan of attack hod been formed for the attack on 
Ohonda where tlicir infantry and guns were ox- 
pooted to be found. Brigadier Vslliant’a brigade 
Tvas to hove taken the lead, and Major-geneml 
Littlei'^a brigade was in tho rear of the proposed 
attack. When the enemy 'unexpectedly opened 
ft fiio from tlie villogc of Mahaiajpoor, tlio rear 
columnhecame tho attacking column on Molioraj* 
poor, which was in rear of the Chonda entrench- 
ment. Tliere wore ten cightcen-poundors with the 
army which might have been employed egoinst 
Mohangpoor, ond then against Chonda with good 
effect. 
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CHAPTER IX. 

OON^UEBT OF TUB 

Aumbosw (' the onmmtnvt of the tliwno/) was 
tliu h»i of the vooo of Tyiiioor» >vlio poescuud a 
gobiiM for com 11 )ami." Ho <lio<l in 1707. At bU 
dcatlitlio hloliaiuincdan govorninont began todo' 
oUoo» and it weakness fovoiii^od tho Sikh nation, 
as veil as those cbiefe, botli Mohammedan and 
Hindoo, who desired to hccorRe independent 
princes. In 1705, t}io Siklis defeated the Afghans 
near Sirhind, asid permanently bcctune masters of 
the province. Tire Sikhs became maatcra of 
Lolioro in 1764.^ Tymoor SImh, wtio Imd sue- 
ceoded Aiimod Sbah in 1779, died ui 17DS, leav¬ 
ing the Sikhfl mastcia of tho Upper Punjab as far 
as Attok.* Runjeet Sing was bom about 17 BO, and 
Ruoccodod his father Muha Sing in 1702 * who 
had made liimsolt p-reoiniucnt among tho Sikhs.

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Iq 1799, Runjcot obtained the ceesbo of Lahore 
from the Affghon king. It is said that at the 
battle of Delhi (11th of Soptcmber, 1808,) flvo 
thousand Sffeha swelled the arm; of our enemy.* 
In 1806*, when HoUcor marchod into the Punjab, 
Runjcct Sing rofuaed to givo him aid in opera* 
tiona against the English.* Wo thon onturod into 
a treaty with the Sikhs. In 1809, we took under 
our protection the Sikh states on tho aouth^sido 
of the Sotlcg at tho request of the elnofs, and 
formed a treaty with Runjcct Sing uf>on tliat 
occasion.* The mistake made on that occasion 
was in not endbavouriog for a money equivalent, 
to obtain certain distiicts, on tho south side, 
which belonged to Runject or to bis 0hio&. Tlie 
British cantonmeot at Loodiaiuh was then oita- 
blishad. 

In 1624. '* Ronjeot Sing had now brought 
under his sway tho three Mohammedan provinces 
of Ooshmoer, hfooltan. and Pcslmwur: ho was 
supremo in tho hills and pkins of the Punjab 
Proper; tho mass of his dominion bad boon ao* 
quired.*'* When Appa Sahib, ex*nja of Nag> 
poor, escaped from the custody of the Bntish

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authorities, and repaired to Lahore, Kunjeet Sing» 
leomuig ^Q;t he was a violoot enemy of his Eng- 
ibh ailiee, ordered him to qmt bis teiritohee.* 
In when tho English aimy marched to h^ 
siege Bliurtpoor, Eunjeet Sing was pressed to eid 
tho Jliat prince, but he declmed.* These two 
cases alone prove tliat Eunjeet Sing studiously 
avoided giving offence to the Engli8h>'mth -ffhese 
power he could not copo; while the histoiy of 
British India had indicated to his mind, vbat 
woold be the result of a war with oiir govern¬ 
ment. There was a meeting at Reepur on the 
Sotlej in 1881, regarding the navigation of the 
Indus and other matters.^ In the same year/ 
he gave np bis views on SindJi, porticularlj as 
regarded Shilmrpoor, on our remonstrances. In 
1838, Itunjoct Sing entered into the treaty with 
tho English for the restoration of Shah Shoojah 
at Cabool.* Finally, he died on the 27th of 
Juno, 183D.

army fotir times mote nometoua.^ The Governor' 
general vas not prepared ibr a viitual invasion, 
although he was ready to nse force if a large 
majonty of the Sikhs as vreQ as the Ii^aharaja 
himself desired sneh intervention.* The disorders 
in the ^ikh army snbsidcdi but the people be* 
come snspidoQS of the English. 

No doubt, tltc chiefo took a dislike to Slier 
Sing ou account of his aiding the En^h esuse. 
It was CQfTontly spoken of, that tlie chiefs wished 
him to refuse a passage to our troops, and to 
attack General Pollock on his returo from Cabool. 
Sbor Sing was assassinated by Aject Siug, on 
the 15th September, 1848, when present at a 
review of his troops.* Dhuleep Sing was pro* 
claimed maharaja,^ end Hcera Sing* was raised 
to the high and fatal office of vitier. 

The power of the army was increased by the 
new minister (Heora Sing) raiaing the pay of the 
soldiers, by adding two and a-half rupees, or five

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shillings, a month- Tlie omy felt that it had 
become the master of tlie state. Heora Sing 
professed suspicions of the English,' end was 
guided hy Pundit JuJJa; and both wore put to 
death Tho Sikh army moved ngninst Juminocr i 
Golnb Sing anbuiittcd, and repaired to Lahore. 
The Sikh anny heoamo all powerful.* Loll Sing 
(the ^vourite of the mahoronec) was made visier, 
audTej Sing, commaDder*in-chief, in ex}>octation 
of our English war. TIic English goveitiniont 
had long expected that it would bo forced into a 
war. The Sikh army was so Uttb under coutroi, 
that tlio Lahore government “considered that the 
only chance of retaining power was to have the 
army removed, by indocing it to engage in a 
contest, which, they believed, would end in its 
dispersion.*'* “ War with the EngUsli was vie- 
tiMy declared on the 17th Kovemberj a few 
days afterwards, the tioops began to move in 
detachments &om Lnlioroi they commenced 
crossing tho Sutlej, between Hurreokoo and Kus-

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MOV, on tho 11th December; and on the 14thof 
that month, a portion of the army took up a 
position within a few milce of Ferozpoor." It 
must bo remarked, tliat tho Sikhs held some 
territory on the English side of tlio 8utlQ, and 
lienee they might cross ovor to thoir own portion 
of tho Coi'ntory so situated, wliorc, indood, they 
were allowed to havo some troops for police 
purposes. How tho Sikhs could have crossed 
ovor all at onco, without observation, a giHiat 
number of guns, is inconocdveblc; and some sup- 
peso that guns hod been, from time to time, sent 
across, and buried within tho territory on the 
English side, which they still retained. 

In writing to the Secret Committee of the 
Court of Dirootors,' Sir Henry Hardingo wrote 
that ho, in common with tho most experienced 
oiEcers of tho Indian government, was ''not of 
opinion that tho Sikh army would cross the Sutle 
with its in/anliy and ertiUojy.'' That " the Sikh 
army had, in 1843 and 1644, moved down upon 
tho river from Lahore, and, after remaining 
encamped a few weeks, had returned to the 
capital.” That, “ on the 0th,^ at night, Coplain

Sikhs tlroeten Ferospoor. "The Sikh leaders^ 
threatened Forospoor, but no attack was made 
upon its seven thousand dofonders. wliioh, witli a 
proper spiiit, were led out by their coQuuandcr, 
Sir John LitUciv and showed a bold front to tho 
overwliolming force of the enemy. Tho object, 
indeed, of Loll Sing and Tej Sing, was not to 
cornpromise themselves with tlic English, by de> 
stioying nn isolated division, but to get tlich own

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troops dispersed by tlie conrergiag forces of tlcir 
opponouts.*' They thus deprecated an attack 
on Feiospocr, and assured tho local British outho* 
rifcios of thoir secret and ofllciont goo<l.will''* 
Battle of Moodkee^ 18th December, 1845. 
On tliu 18th of December, 1645, tlto troops had 
reached tho villu^ of Meodkeo. ‘'Soon after 
mid-day,* tho divisien under Major-genern) Sir 
II.

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light cavalry^ mid 9tli ineguJoi cavalry, took up 
tiioir encamping ground iu Dront of Moodkec.'* 

" Tho troops were in a etetc of great exhaus¬ 
tion, principally from the want of water, which 
was not procurohle on the road, when about 
three r.M.,* infonnotion was roccived tliat the 
Sikh army was advancing i and tho troops ha<( 
scarcely time to get under arms and move to 
their positions, when the fact was osoortained/’ 

"I immediately pualicd fbnvard tlio liorsc 
artillery and cavolry, directing tho iufuutry, ac- 
compcuiicd by tho field batteries, to tuovc forward 
in support. We had not proceeded beyond two 
miles, when we found tho enemy in position. 
They were said to consist of from frftcon tlioiuuuid 
to twenty thousand infantry, about the same force 
of cavalry, and forty guns, Thoy evidently had 
either just token up this portion, or wore advanc¬ 
ing in order of battle against us.’'

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To resift attack, and to corer the fonn* 
otion of tho in&ntiy, 1 odvaiiced (he cavalry, 
under Brigadicn White. Gough, and Mactier, 
rapidly to the front in columns of squadrons, and 
occupied the (dam. vrero ape^y followed 
by tho five troops of bono artillery, under Brign* 
dicr Biooko who took up a forward position, hav. 
iug tlw cavalry then on his left flanks.’^ 

TlkU Gouutry is a dead fiat, coverod at short 
intervals with a low. but, in some places, thick 
jhow jungle, and dotted with aandy hillooks. The 
enemy screened their infantij and srtQlery behind 
this jimglo, and roch undulations as the ground 
afforded; snd, whilst our twejve battalions formed 
from ecjldM of brigade into a line, opened a very 
Aovore conooDado upon otur advancing troops, 
which was vigorously rqilied to by Uie battery of 
horse artillery uader Brigadier Brooks, which was 
soon joined by the two light field batteries. The 
rapid and wdl-dtrceted fire of our artillery ap- 
pe&Tod soon to paralyse that of the enemy) and, 
as it was necessary to complete our infanby dis- 
poaitiouB. without advancing the artillery too near 
to the jtinglo. I directed the cavalry, under Briga* 
dicra White and Oough, to make a flank move* 
ment on the enemy's left, with a view of tlireat* 
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eiiiwg and turning that flank, if possible. 
praise worthy gallAotry, tlic Srd Bglit dragoons, 
with tlio Slid brigade of cavalry, comisting of 
the body-guard and 6tb light cavalry, with ft por¬ 
tion of the 4th lancors, turned tlio left of tho 
Sikh army, niul, swa^iing along the wliolc rear of 
its infantry and guns, tilcnccd for a time the 
latter, and put tiicir numerous cavalry to flight. 
Whilst tliia movement was taking place on the 
enemy's left, I dirooted tlic loumiudor of the •ttli 
] oncers, tiio t)th irrcguLiv cav/ilry, andor J briga¬ 
dier Mactior, witli alight field battery, to tlutinten 
their right. This manoeuvre woa also success¬ 
ful. Had not ibe influitry and guns of the 
enemy been screonedby the juiiglo, thoso brilHont 
chargee of the cavalry would have been produc¬ 
tive of greater effect." 

• “When the infiuitiy advmicod to the attack. 
Brigadier Brooke rapidly [nished on his liurse 
artilloy close to tho janglo, and the cannonade 
wns resumed on both sides. The infantry, under 
Major-generals Sir Harry Smith, Gilbert, and 
Sir J. M'Oaskiii, attacked in echelon of lines tlie 
enemy's infantry, almost in visible amongst wood 
and the approaching darkness of night. The 
opposition of the enemy woa snob as miglit have 
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been expected from troops who had cvcrytliiiig 
at stoke, and who liod long vaunted of being 
irrcBistiblc. 'Xlic ample end extended line, from 
their great siiporioiity of niunbora, far mitflunkcd 
euYS; but tluB WAS counteracted by ilto Honk 
movomonts of our cavalry, dlio nttaok of the in- 
Ihntry uowcotiun<mccd, ivud the ivll of fire from 
tliis jKiwirtul urm booh ooiiviiiood tlic Sikh army 
tJiati tlu;y had met with a foe they little ex[)eetG(1; 
And tlicir whole force wea dnvun from jjoaition 
after iiosition witli great slang)iter, and tlio loss 
of sovonteon pieces of artillery, some of them of 
licavy calibini our infuntiy using l)mt never* 
failing wcajwn, tlio bayonet, wlicrvovcr the oaeuiy 
stood. Nig)it only suvod tliein front woise dis¬ 
aster, for tliis stout couilict was inauitoiucd dur¬ 
ing an hour and a lialf of dim starlight, anudst 
a ebud of dust from tlio sandy plain, which yet 
more obscured ovay object-^'* 

Tiio army returned to camp at midniglit, and 
)iaitcd on tlio 10th and 20tli of December, “ to

Ferozpoor witli five thouBond men, two regimeats 
of cavalry, mid twenty-one Add guns.” 

Tills couibiuotl o|Hjiiitioii Imving been ef¬ 
fected, the counnandoi'-in-cHef, with luy entire 
concurronco, mode Ids arrangements for the 
attack of tltd enemy's position oc Feros»hah, 
about fbur miles distant from the point where our 
forces had united,” 

The British force consisted of sixteen thou¬ 
sand seven hundred men, and sixty-nine guns, 
chiefly horse artillery."* 

“ Tlic Sikh forces varied from forty-eight 
thousand to sixty thousand men, with one hun¬ 
dred and eight pieces of cannon of heavy calibre, 
in Axed batteries/'^ 

Battle of Ferosshab.—Tlio united forces ad¬ 
vanced about four o'clock on tho afternoon of the

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to attoc): tbfi intronched comp of the Sikhs. 
Sir Hemy HaidingQ liad o&icd his services to 
Sir Gough as second in command, and 

took an aedvo port in tlio eventful scoues of this 
and the following day.^ 

“ l^e comp of tho cuwuy was in tho form of a 
parollclogrom, of about a mile in length, and 1ml f 
a milo in brcadtli, including within its area tho 
strong village of Porosshah; tlio shorter sides 
looking towards tho 8udcj aiidMoodkec, and the 
longer towards Ferozpoor and tlic open coiintiy. 
The Bntish troops moved against tho lost named 
place, and the ground in front of whidi was, 
like the Sikh position iu Mooflkcc. cova'cd with 
low jungle/* 

Attack ou the Slst of December, 1S45.^— 
“ The divisious of Major-gcnorol Sir J. Littlcr, 
Brigadier Wallace (wlio had succeeded Major- 
general Sir J. M'Caskih), and Majov-gcnonii 
Gilbert, deployed into lino, having in tlio centre 
our whole force of wtillciy, with tlio exception of 
three troops of horse artillery, one on either 
iiank and one in support, to he moved os occa-

division, and our small oavalry fbrco, moved in & 
second linc^ having a brigade in rosono to cover 
each wing/' LioutoimnSgenoral Sir YL Hur- 
dbigo dircotod tbo loft wing, and Sir H. Gougli 
llio right vvliig of tlio may. 

“ A very lioavy oftiinouudo was opened by the 
onomy> wlio Imd dispovnud over klioir position 
upwaitls of ono hundi'od guns; more timn forty 
oT wliioli woro of 1)attering colibi'o ■, these kept up 
a heavy luid wclbdircctod hro, whioli tlie practice 
of our fckT leu tvumerous artillory, of much lighter 
motul, oUookod in eomo degree^ but could not 
mlonoo; finally, in tiio face of a stoim of sliot 
and shell, our infantry advanced and carried those 
formidable ontronolunonts j they tlirow titom* 
selves upon tlio guns, end with matcldcss gal¬ 
lantry wrested them from the enemy; but, when 
tho batteries woro partially within our grasp, our 
loldiory had to face sucli a fire of musketry from 
tho Sikh infantry, arrayed boliind their guns, 
that, in spito of thoir most heroic efforts, a por¬ 
tion only of tho entrenchment could be carried. 
Niglit foil while the conflict was everywhere 
raging.” 

Although I now brought up Major-genial Sir 
H. Smith's division, and he captured and long 
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retained another point of the position^ nnd her 
Majesty's 8rd Jight dragoons cliorged and took 
some uf tlje most formidable batteries, yet tlio 
enemy remained in posacssiou of ft considetfiblo 
person of the great quadrangle, wliilst our 
troo|)s, iuterminglcd with tlieirs, kept posHoasiini 
of the remaindor, and, finally, bivouacked ut>ou 
it, exhouated by their g&Uant efforts, greatly ro 
dacod in numbers, and suffering oxtrouidy from 
thirst, yet animated by on indomitable spirit. 
In this'state of things the long niglit wore 
away.'* “Puring the wliolo niglit, however, 
they condnued to luutiss our troops by the fire 
of artillery, wherever moonlight discovered our 
position/' 

The 22nd of December.—But, with daylight 
of the 22nd came retribution. Our infantry 
formed lino, supported on both fionks by horse 
nrtUlory, wliilst n fiio >vaa opened from our cciitiv 
by such of our heavy guns os reuialnud clTcolive, 
aided by a flight of rockets. A masked battery 
played with great ofibet u])on tliis point, dis¬ 
mounting our pieces, and blowing up our tum¬ 
brils. At this moment Lleutcuant'goncral Sir 
H. Hardiugo jdaced Iiimself at tlic hoad of tlic 
left, whilst I rode at the liead of tlio right wing. 
Our line advanced, and, uudicckcd by the 
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enemy's fire, drove tliem rapidly out of the village 
of Ferozebah and their encampment; then, 
changing front to ita left, on ita centre, our force 
contiuued to sweep the camp, bearing dowu all 
opposition, and dislodged the enomy^om thoir 
whole poaitiou. Tlioline then halted, os if oo a 
day of manceuvre, receiving its two lenders as 
tliey rode along iu front with a gratifying clicor, 
and displaying tlic captured atandavcls of the 
Khalsa army. Wo had taken upwmds of aeventy- 
tliree pieces of cannon, and were masters of the 
whole field." 

In the course of two hours, Sirdar Tej 
Sing, who had commanded in the last great 
battle, brought up from the vidnily of Feroz- 
poor fresh battolious and a large field of artillery, 
supported by tliirty tliousand Glwrechurras,^ 
hitherto encamped near the river. He drove in 
our cavalry parties, and made strenuous efforts to 
regain the position at Ferozshah. This attempt 
was defeated; but its failure had scarcely become 
manifest, when the Sirdar renewed the contest 
with moro troops and a large artillery. He com* 
mcnccd by a coiubitialion against our left fiank ;

” 1 now directed our almost exhausted cavalry 
to tluoatcn both fhmhs at once, preparing the 
infantry to advance in snp[x>rt, whicli, appa¬ 
rently, caused him suddenly to cease his iirc, aiid 
to abandon the field*”' Tlio enemy’s camp "is 
the scene of the most awful corn ago, aud they 
have abandoned largo stoi'ca of grmn, c&nip 
equipt^e, and emmmiidon”.

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It h&9 been stated that the Sikbs fired tbeii 
guns much quicker than tlie English, or at the 
rate of three times to our twicoj to which 
stance our gicat loss is imputed. On taking 
possession of tho ontranolmiont, it was fouud that 
tho enemy bad no guns in tlio rear face. TJioir 
guns were said to luivo boon strongly fixed hi, so 
tl\id they could nut ho louiovod diu*iug tlio 
(iction. Xho nature of tho poaitum was not known 
before die Attack was mado.‘ At SobrnoQ the 
guns wore moveable, and were, it is said, moved 
by the Sikhs during t)\o attock. 

On tho 5th of January, 18d0, the enemy made 
a predatory incursion in tlie directiou of Loo* 
diann,^ On tho I2t1i of Jonuoiy Sir H. Qough 
determinud to bring lus whole foico intoaposi* 
tion from which bo could more closely observe ^ 
niovomonts of the enemy, posted near the greater

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Sobraon, on tlic right baoh of the Satlej. The 
army executed an oblique movement to ite right 
and front. MnjoT'gencral Sir H. Smith, tup* 
ported by a cavalry brigade, under Brigadier 
Oureton, was in thii now alignment, still on the 
right, oppoaite to Uurreekeo Futtun; Major- 
generol Gilbert in tbo centre; and Major-general 
Sir B. Biok on the left, covered again by oavaby. 
Major-general Sir J. Grey, poeted at Attaroe, 
watched the Nuggnr ford, niotroopa of Major* 
genend Sir J. Littlor occupied the cantonment 
aad entrenchruent of Ferospoor. On^oii) ecomed 
no doubt that Sirdar lUinjoor Sing Mujotbea 
had CTOued from Fhiloor, and, not only threat¬ 
ened the aafoty of tbo rich and populoui town of 
Loodiana, but would have turned the right frank, 
and have intenected the hiw of our communica* 
tione at Buweean and Kaokoto, and have endan¬ 
gered the junction of our convoys from Delhi. 
Brigadier GodbycommAnded three battalions of 
native infantry at Loodiana. 

Major-general Sir H. Smith, witli bis brigade 
at Dbunokote, and Brigadier Curoton’s cevoliy, 
were dirtcUd to advance by Jugraon towards 
liOodiana; and his second brigade under Briga¬ 
dier Wheeler, moved on to support him. The 
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general was ranfOTced by Brigadier Godby, "but 
his manoeuvres had thrown him out of communi¬ 
cation with Brigadier ‘Wheeler, and a portion of 
Ills baggage' had fallen into the hands of the 
enemy.’* The Sikh ardar’ took on eiitronched 
position at Bodhowoi—fifteen miles below Loo- 
diana. 

Tho battle of Aliwol on the 28tli of January, 
1846.—The cavalry under tho command of Briga¬ 
dier CurotoD,* and horso artillery under Major 
Lawrenson, formed two brigades under Brigadier 
MacDowell, ICtb lancers, 0. B., and the other 
under Brigadier Stedman, 7th light cavalry. The 
first division os it stood consisted of two brigades; 
her Majest/a 58rd and 30th native infantry, 
under Brigodier Wilson, of the latter corps; the 
S6th native infantry end Nussereo batollion, 
under Brigadier Godby (8dth native ii^antry) ■, 
and the Shekewatte brigade under Major Poster. 
Tl^e Sinnooi battohon was attached to Brigadier 
‘Wheeler’s brigade of the first division, the 42nd 
native infantry had been left at head quarters.

Tlio $cene was mognificojU and yet ovemwiug.^ 
" Tliu Uiica of l)attlo wore not fruly parallel. The 
Sikh line inolinod towards and oxtoiidcd beyond 
tbe British right, while the other flanks were, for 
a time, coinparativoly distant.’' It was jjor- 
oeived by Sir 11. Smith that the capture uf tho 
village of All wo) was of tlio first Inipnitanco. 
and tlie right of tho Inffuitry was led iiguinat it. 
A deadly itru^lo seemed impending; for tho 
Sikli ranks were steady and tlio piny of their 
guns inecssant; but tho holders of tho post wore 
battalions of hill men, raised bceaxise tlioir de¬ 
meanour was sober and their heorts indifferent to 
tho Klidlsn, and uftci* flihig n struggling volley, 
tlioy fled ill confusion headed by Runjor Sing, thou* 
'imincdiato leader, and leaving tho bn wo Sikh 
ai’tiJlcrynion to bo slanghtored by tlio cou<pici*OTB. 
TLo Bri^ cavalry of tlio right tnado at tlio same 
time Q sweeping and succeasfu] charge, utid one 
holf of the opposing army was fauly broken and

to be outfhvnking their opponents in epite of the 
exertions of tiio English infantry nnd artillery i 
for there the movo vcgular battnlions wore iu line, 
nud the true 8ikb was not easily cowed. A 
prompt and )>oweTful cdbrt was uoceesnry, nnd a 
rogimont of Bnvopeau Ion core, eu^iportcd by one 
of Indian cavnlry, was limnchcd sgAinat tbo evoi 
ranks of the Lnhoi'c infantry. Tbo Sikhs knelt 
to receive the orderly, but impetuous olmrge of 
the English warrbrs;’' but at the critical mo¬ 
ment, the unaccustomed discipline of many cf 
GovukVs champions failed them. Tlioy rose, yet 
they reserved Iheir fire, and delivered it together 
at the distance of a spoai^’s throw; nor was it 
until the mass liad heeii three tiines^ ridden 
through, that the Siklts disporsod, Tlic cliargo 
was wisely pbnned and bravely made; hut the 
ground was more thickly strewn with tlie bodies 
of victorious horseme]! tliau of beaten infantry. 
An attempt was made to rally behind Boondreo; 
but all resistance was unavailing, tlie Sikhs wero 
driven aci'Oas the Sutlej; inoro than dftypieces of

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cflimou were taken."* Our loss was, grand total 
killed, wounded and missing, ilvo bundled and 
cigUty-ninomen; tlirce hundred and fifty-three 
liorooe, (officxjTB—four European and two native 
killed—twenty-five European end six natives 
wounded.* 

Raja Qolab Sing* of Jammoo,first reproached 
the vanquished Sikhs for rashly engaging in hos* 
tilitieswithtlicir colossal neighbour, and then en¬ 
tering into Dcgotintiona witli t)ie English leaders 
The English intimated their readiness to acknow¬ 
ledge a Sikh lovoroignty in Lahore after tho army 
should have heeu disbonded; but tho raja do- 
clai'od bis inability to dool with the troops, which 
stiU overawed him and othor well-wislicre to tho 
fiimily of Runjoet Sing. 

0 palpations ogmst Sobroon, (10th of February,

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greater part of their force bto the uitretichment 
OIL the left bank of the Sutlej, which had been 
enlarged as impnlse prompted or as opport u nity 
seemed to offer. ^ They placed sixty^seren pieces 
of artilleiy in battery, and their strength was 
estimated at thirty^five thousand fighting men; 
hut it is probable that twenty thousand would 
cxcoed tlio tmtli.^ Captain Cunningbam eaya,^

exerted tbemsdvca where they could, but tbelr 
autliority or their ioffuence did not extend be¬ 
yond a rtgimeot or a brigade, and the lines 
shoved no trace whatever of scientific shall or of 
unity of design.’'

tliat the Sikh postion ihould bo attacked on the 
lOtU of Februot^. ** It wu arraeged tlmt thu 
whole of the heavy opdjiaoco ahoiUd bo planted in 
rouscc oppoiito the particular poinU of tlio cnoTuy'a 
ciitrcucluucnt, and tliot when tho Sikhs Imd been 
sliokcn by a oontmuoua storm of shot aud shollj 
the riglit or weakest port of tho position sliould 
l>e assaulted in hue by tho strongest of tho tlu^ 
iiivosting divisions* wliich togctliur mustered 
nearly fifteen thousand men. A lurgv l>ody of 
Britisl) cavalry was likewise placed to wntoh tho 
movomenta of Lall Sing* and tho two divisions 
wluoh lay near Forospoor were held ready to 
push acioss tho Sutlej as soon os victory slioiJU 
declare itself. ’ 

On the 10th of Fobniaiy,^ ** Tho British divi- 
sioiia advanced in sifencc* amid tlio dnrktieas of 
night and the additional glooni of a tliick liiue. 
Tlio covoted post was foujid unoccupied tho

The lElnglish 
battenes opened at &UDriso> and for upwards of 
tlirco houra an inccasoct play of artillery was Icept 
up upon the gcnerol mass of the enemy. The 
round shot exploded tumbrils, or dashed heaps 
of sand into the rur; the hollow shells cost theii 
frUal contents folly before tliem, and the devions 
rockets sprang aloft with fury to fall hissing 
amid a flood.of men; hut all was in vain, the 
Sikhs stood unappoUed. and flash for flash ro- 
tamed, and fire for fu’e/* The fire of the guns 
ceased for a time. The left division of the 
British array advanced in even order and with a 
light step to tho attack, but tho original error of 
forming the regiments in instead of in colmu,^ 
lendorcd the contest more unequal than such 
assaults need necessarily be. Every shot from 
tho enemy's lines told upon the expanse of men. 
and the greater port of tho division was driven 
back by the deadly firo of muskets and swivels, 
and enflkding artilleiy. On tho extreme loft, tho

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regiments ofibcted an ontrimco* amid tlie advanced 
banks and trcncLes of petty out^vorks, wlicro poa* 
sossiou couM bo of little avail; but tlieir coni* 
fades on tbo right were animated by tiie partial 
success^ they chafed under tlio disgrace of rc« 
puUo, and forming themselves iiistiuotivuly into 
wedges and moasos, and lioodod by an old and 
fooi^less leader,^ they rushed forward in wratli. 
With a shout tlicy leaped tho <Utob, and \\[i 
swariniug, tlioy mounted tho rampart, and fit<Kjd 
victorious amid captin^d cannon. Ilut tlie ulibrt 
WAS great; tlio Siklis fo\iglit with stead inuss aud 
resolution; guns in tlio iiitiuior woru turned^ 
upon tlie exliaustod assailants, and the line of 
the trench olono was gained. Nor was tliis 
floliiovoment the woi^k of a moment. The rcpiJsc 
of the first assailants required tlist the centrol 
division sliould bo bi^uglit forward, and these 
supporting i^cgiuionis also moved in Hne against 
ramparts Jiiglicr and moro continuous tlinn t)io 
barriers wbidi liad foiled tlic ili'st ufFurts of thoiv 
comrades. They, too, recoiled in confusion before

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the fire of the exulting Sikhs. Bat at the dia- 
tonce of a furlong they showed both their innate 
valour and liabitual diedpline by rallying and re¬ 
turning to the chai'go. Tlielr scoond assault waa 
aided on the loft by the presonco in the trcnohea 
of that flank, of the victonous first division;' and 
thus the regiments of the centre likewise became, 
after a fierce struggle, on tlieir own right pos- 
eoesod of os many of tho enemy’s batteiice os lay 
to thoir immediote firont. Tho unlooked-for re¬ 
pulse of the second division,* and t)ie ai'duoue 
con tost in which the first was engaged, might 
have led a casual witness of the strife to ponder 
on tho multitude of varying drcumstances whidi 
determine success in war; but tlie leaders were 
collcotod and prompt, and tho hattolious on the 
right, tho victors of Aliwol, wore impelled 
against tho opposite flank of the Sikhs; hut 
there, os on all other points attacked, destruction 
awaited bravo men. They fell in heaps, and the 
first lino was thrown book upon the second, which, 
nothing daunted, moved rapidly to the assault.

and tlio onouiy was pressed towards the scnt^ely 
fordable tivor;* yet. Although assailed oir cither 
side by squadrons of horao and bettolious of foot, 
no Sikh ofibrod to iobaiit» and no disciplu of 
Goviud asked for quarter. They overywheru 
xluiwcd a front to tlio victorB. and stalkcKl slowly 
and lulleidy away, while mmiy ruslnxl singly 
ibrtb to moot assured death by coiitundhig witli

ccttscd^ and tho victors then prouing thorn on 
every tide, precipitated them in moasoa over their 
bndgo, nnd into the Sutlej, whicli a Buddor) rise 
of aevQu incites luvd rondored hardly fordable. 
In tUoir cfTovU to roach the right bank through 
tho doeponed water, ^ey suSbred &om our hoi'ae 
artillery a tcnible carnage. Hundreds fell under 
this cannonade; hundreds upon hundreds wore 
drowned in attempting the porilons passage. 
'Ihcir awful slaughter, confosion, and dismay 
wore such as would have excited compossiou in 
tlio hearts of their generous conquerors, if tlie 
Kliolsa tioops had not, in the earlier part of tire 
action, sullied tlicir gallantry by elaughtoring and 
barbarously mangling over/ wounded soldier 
whom in tho vicissitudes of attack, the fortune of 
war loft at tlieir mercy.* I must pause in this 
narrative especially to notice the dotoiTnined

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hardihood and braveiy with which our two bat¬ 
talions of GorlchUj the Sinaoor, and Nusscree, 
met tlie Sikha, wberevor they woro opix«ed to 
them. Soldiers of small stature, but indouiitablo 
spirit, they vied in ardent comugo iu tho clmrgo 
with tho grenadiers of our own nation, md 
armed witli tlio short weapon' of their mountains, 
were a terror to the Sikhs tln^oughout tins great 
combat/*

The Sikhs acknowledged tlmt they had thirty- 
seven thousand men ongegod in tills battle, ex¬ 
clusive of the huge force, particularly cavalry, at 
this lido the rivei*. and that their loss on this

Major-general Sir R. H. Dick^ K.C.B. nud 
K.O.H., died of bis wounds. Major'genera] 
Gilbert was slightly wounded, and twelve field 
and comzuanding ofiicore were killed or wounded. 

Brigadier £. J. Smith, engineers, formed tlie 
plan of attack. The dispatch^ states tliat Bnga- 
diet A, Irvine arrived on the evening of tbo Otli, 
and declined to assume the command,^ not wisli* 
ing to take to bimeelf the credit due to another.

On the foDowing day, the Array oucouiped under 
the walls of that ancient town, and it was oscei'- 
tained that the Sikhs still hold together U> tliu 
DUinbo* of twenty thousand men in tho direction 
of Aruritair. But the power of Clic amn^l re¬ 
presentatives of the Khalsa was gone; tlio holdm 
of treasure and food, and oil the nmnitioiis of

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gardcd as a friaiidly soverdgii, but tbat the 
coanby between the Beeas and Sutlej wonld be 
retained by the conquerors, and that £1,500,000 
juuat be piud os some indemnity fox the expenses 
of the war. A^' a ioug discussion, the terms 
wore rcluctautly agreed tOj the young malmtaja 
come aud tendered lus aubims^oi^ in person, aud 
on the 20th of February the British army arrived 
at the Sikli capital. Two dnys afterwards, a 
iwvtion of the citadel was goiTisoned by English 
rogimeuta/’ 

It was too late in the season for further opera* 
tioDS (if the conquest of the Punjab had been 
the object at the time). There must have been 
distant operations, extending to Pcshawur aud 
Mooltan, besides agohist the capital. At a re¬ 
view Iq MovcU 1846, tiio Sikbs had an army of 
twenty thousand men collected near tlio city,* 
‘’The raja of Jumiuoo coveted moi'c than lus 
own native mountains.” “As two-thirds of tlic 
pecuniary indemuity required from Lahore could 
not bo made good, territory was taken instead of 
luouey, and Gasbmecr aaid the hill states from

"It was agreed^ 
that a British force sliould romain at the CHidtol 
until tho last day of Dccombcr 1840, to enable 
the obiefs to fool secure while they reorgauised 
tliQ army, and introduced order and oflloicncy 
into the administration. Tlie end of t];o year 
camo, but the chiefs wore still liuli)]oa8i tlioy 
olmig to tliuir foreign su]>|>oii, and gladly as* 
sented to an arrangement which loaves the Bng* 
liih in immediato possession of tho reduced do¬ 
minions of Runjoot Sing, until his reputed son 
and feeble successor shall attain tho ago of man* 
hood."* Major-general Sir J. H. Littlor, G.C.B., 
was solected to oonunond the troops at Lahore. 

On the Otii April, 1647, Viecoimt Ifnnlitigo* 
wrote to tho secret committee, of the Bast India

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Company, that the Sikh authorities compoaiug 
the durboi, appeared to he carrying on the 
government of the country under the British 
resident (Liout,•colonel H. M. Lawrence), with 
a ainooro deaiio to insure a auecoeaful result. In 
his letter of the 27 th May, 1847, the Govonror- 
genoral u*rotQ to tlio committee that Tlio icei* 
dent observes that, as usual, all sorts of mports 
ore raised of evil iiitontioiis on tiro put of the 
Siklrs, and oven of the chiefs, against us, wliicli 
he deolores to be greatly cxaggoiated, and many 
obviously false. Meaaui^ wore taken to secure 
to Golab Sing the posaosiion of Casbmoer. 

On the 21 St of November, 1847, Moolraj, the 
dewan of Mooltou tondomd his resignation.^ Mr. 
V. Agiiew of the civil sorvico, nud Liout. Anderson, 
Bombay arn\y, bod been sent to Mooltan with Sir- 
dor Klian Sing who was to become the new dewan. 
A small corps of five hundred and thirty men 
of irregulars was sent with them. They were 
attacked by Moolraj's people, wore both wounded 
and died.^ It vms prosposed to send a force to 
punish tlicsc acta of murder and rebellion. In

Major-gonerol Wliisli marclicd mul ononni|K;d 
in tliQ vieinity of tbo /ortreas of Mooltnii, on tJiu 
Idtli of August, 1848/ witli about seven thousand

tants.' On the Cth of September, 1848, a coimcU 
of war woa hold as to the modo of attack.’ The 
])!ace voB bombarded on tbe i2tli of 8cptou\bciv 
and otlier opcrutioTis undertaken. Slior Sing 
umiolted front Moolton with Itie troops on tbo 
14th. Goncml Witislt liold a council of war, at 
wUicli it was detormiued to withdraw from tho 
Biugc, and takiug up a poBition, wait for roiu- 
foiwinciits,’ ' 

Oil tlio Ist of September, 1848, the resident at 
Lahore,^ wrote to tlie govornmout of India, allu¬ 
ding to tlio robolliou of Sudor Chuttur Sing, 
that 1)0 had ordered tho Jollunder* moveoble 
column to bo Iteld in reodincsB. It was not to 
move unless OUuttvu* Sing mavohod towards tho 
cnjtital. On tlio 18th of Kovoinbor, 1848, tlio 
resident issued s proclamation stating, thattlio 
British army under tho right honourable Com- 
mandor-in'chief, has entered tho Punjab dis¬ 
tricts. The army will not returo to iU canton-

has been effected, eiU armed opposition to con¬ 
stituted authority put down, ssd obedience and 
order have been re-established." 

It appeared also that Moolraj distrusted Sber 
Sing.' The operations against MooUan had been 
discontinued for three and a half montlia. Thu 
Bombay column, under Brigadier the Hon. B. 
Dundaa, having arrived, the foitso attacked the 
eDomy's ootrecoluncnts oa the 27th of December, 
1848/ Mooltou woe tiUcoQ on tlic 2nd of January, 
1849, with a loss of emo thousand one hundred and 
ninety-oigbt Idllcd and wounded, in all the opera¬ 
tions before the place. On the 27tli December, 
1848, by a shell from one of tho mortars, the 
enemy’s principal magazine in the citadol was 
blown up, and the grand musjid, and many 
houses destroyed.’ Titis termination of the uego 
enabled General Whish to march with a consider¬ 
able portion of his force to join tho Commander- 
iu-chief. It was by some tliought ot tlw time, 
that General *Whish might bavo carried on the

The affrur at RomDuggiir.— The Commander* 
in-oluof/ deeming it ncoossory to drive the rebel 
lbrce» at this aide tlio river, acroes, and capture 
any guns tliey might have hod on tlm left book, 
•• directed Bvig&dior Qonorol CampbeU, with an 
infantry brigade, accompanied by the cavalry 
division, an^ tlirco troope of horse artilloiy, undei* 
Brigadier-general Cui‘eton, to proceed during tbe 
night of the SUt of November, 1846, from Saha¬ 
ran, four miles in f^t of the Commondcr-in- 
oliiefs comp at Noowulla, to eSeot that object/' 
They proceeded next moraing, and got into diffi¬ 
cult ground near the nvor, and found themselves 
exposed to tlio fire of twenty-eight of the enemy’s 
guns. This woa an unfortunate oavoliy affair. It 
teoclice the lesson of the necessity of examining 
ground near the bank of o river where the enemy 
u^e known, or supposed to bo. It coat tbe lives 
of Brigadier-general Curoton and Lieut. >0010001 
Havelock, eighty-seveu men killed, and one hun- 
di'cd and forty wounded.

—.HajoT-general Thackwell hsd three troops 0 / 
horse artillery, two light held-batterice,^ her Ma- 
josh’s Srd light dragoons, tvo regiments of light 
cavalry^ one hr^lor caraliy, her Majesty's 24tli 
nod out rvgiments of infantry, five rogimoiUs of 
native in&ntry, sad two companies of pioneers. 
'Xho tvo 18'pcniDdars and tJie Pontoon train were 
sent back. Tho major-general otiesed the Chenab, 
and attacked the enemy nndcr Shcr Sing, rvt 
Sadoolapoor. He wrote, “ After a c^inonflde of 
about two hours, tiicfircof thceumny slackens], aiul 
I sent Liout. Patton to desire the cavalry on thcright 
to charge, and take the cnciny's guns if possible, 
intending to support Ukcm by moving tho brigades 
in &om the right at intervals, according to 

circumstances; hot as no opp<^auity offered for 
the cavalry to charge, and so little of dayiigltt 
remain ed, I deemed It safer to remain in lay pORi- 
tiou, than ottcntpC to drive back mi enemy so 
strongly posted on their right and centre, witli 
the prospect of having to attack their cntrcndiod 
position afterwards. From tins position, tlio Biklis 
began to retire at about twelve o'clock at night, os 
was afterwards ascertained, and as was conjectured

Tlio enemy’s 
loss has been severe; ours, comparatively, very

enemyguns, but with the small force of cavalry, 
two regiments on the right only, it would have 
been a matter of difficulty to tired cavalry to over¬ 
take liorso ortiUery, fresh, and well mounted/* 
lie praised the patient endurance of all the troops 
“ under privations of no ordinary natnro/* 

The battle of Chillianwalla,* 18th of January, 
1840. On the 10th of January Lord Gough 
licard of the fall of Attook, and of the advance of 
Sirdar Ghuttnr Sing, in order to concentrate

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his force with the army uniter Shcr Sing 
(amoQDtiiig to from tbiity thousfiiid to forty 
thousand men, and sixtj-tvo gons). then in }n8 
lordship's front. Lord Gough moved on the 
12th to Dingee, shout twelve miles. Slier Sing, 
it was understood, held, viith his right, the 
vilUgei of LuhhnoowsUa end Futtoh Sliah-Ko- 
Chuck, hsving the great body of his force at tho 
village of LoUumwalla. wiili lus Icfr at Kussool, 
on the Jhelom, strongly occupying the soutliorn 
extremity of a low mngo of difRouU Iiills. intci^ 
sected by ravines, which extend nearly to that 
village. On the momiog of tho 18 th tho force 
advanced. A considerable detour was made to 
the right, prindpally to get os clear as I could, 
of the }ungle, on which it would appear that tlio 
enemy mainly relied." The army approeched 
tJie riliogeof Chillianwtdla about noon, and found 
a strong plcquot of the Sikhs on a mound closo 
to it, which WDS dispereed. From this mound a 
very extended view of the countiy was obtained, 
and of the enemy dmwu out in battle ansy. 
The ground in front was. thoi^h not a dense, 
still, ft difficult jangle—the Sikh right in advance 
of Futteh-Sbah'Xe-Chock, and his left on the 
fuiTowed hills before described. “ The day 
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being hr advanced. Lord Gough determined upon 
taking up a poeitiou in rear of the village, in 
order to reconnoitre his front, finding he could 
not turn the enemT’a flanka (which rested upon 
a dense jungle, extending nearly to HeiUh, 
which ho had previously oconpied for some time, 
and the neighboorhood of which he know, and 
upon tho raring hills near Ruaaool). without 
dotadiing a force to a diatanoo: tliis he conii* 
dorod both inexpedient and dangerous

before us; and the quarter^master^genoTtl was 
in tlie not of taking up ground for the oncamp* 
ment, when the enemy advanced some horse 
artillery and opened a fire on tho akinoishes in 
front of the village.* I immediately ordered 
thorn to be silenoed by a few rounds from our 
heavy guns, which advanced to on open space in 
front of the Tillage.

1 tlieii 
ordered my left division to advance^ wliicb Led 
to move over a greater extent of ground^ and, in 
front of wMch, tlie enemy seemed not to have 
many guns. Soon alter I directed Sir Walter 
Gilbeit to advance, and sent orders to Jlrigadier 
Pope to protect tho flank and support tbo move¬ 
ment. ]3rigadior Penny's brigmlc was l^clil in 
rasoi'vo, while tho irregular cavalry, under 
Brigadier llcarsey, with tlic SOtli native infantry, 
was ordered to protect tbo enormous amount of 
provisions ond baggage that so barasacs Um 
movemonta of an Indian Array.’ 

Tho attack on tho enemy's guns, under Briga¬ 
dier Feunyeoick and LioatoDiut-colouo) Brookes, 
Wits a failure, bcconso the order to dinrgc was 
givun (as is too often tlic ease iu India), wlien 
tbo troops were at too great a distance, i\a the 
Dospatcb states^" This nnliappy mistake led to 
tbo Europeans outstripping the native corps, 
which codd cot keep pone, and arriving com¬ 
pletely bbwn at a belt of tlucker jungle, where

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tliey got into some coofiiAlon. end Lieut.-colonel 
Broolces, leiuling the 24th (fooQ, was killed 
hctwcou the enemy’s guns. At tliis momctit a 
large body of infwtry, wldch aepportud their 
guus. opened upon tliom so destructive n fire 
tlmt the Imgndo ^ra8 forced to retire, Imving lost 
tliQU* gallant and lomoutod letulcr, jlrigiulier 
Pcnnycuick, and tlm thrvD other field onicera of 
tlio 24t1i, and nearly Mf tlic reghnont, boforo it 
gave way; tlio native regimoot, wlicn U cuniu 
up, also suffering ocvorely. In justice to tliia 
lirigado, I mutt be allowed to state, that they 
behaved hcracsliy, and, but for their too hasty, 
and consequently disorderly advoncoj would )mvc 
omulatod tlio conduct of Oioir left brigade, whicli, 
left unsupported for a timo, )iad to cliorgc to 
tl^eir front and right, wherever an enemy ap- 
poarecl The brigade of liono artillci 7 on their 
left, under LicutcnonLcolonol Briud, judiciously 
and gallantly aiding, maintained tui effectIvc fire." 

" Major-gcucml Sir J. Thockivcll, on tlio ex¬ 
treme left and rear, cliargcd the enemy'a cavalry 
wherever they aliovrod themselves. Tlio riglit 
attack of infantry, under tliat able officer, Major* 
gcucral Sir Walter Gilbert, was soccessful. This 
division nobly mamtainod the character of tlic 
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Indian zmj, taking and Bpiking tl)© whole o£ 
t])c enemy’s guns in tlieiv hont, and dispersing 
tlie Sikhs wherever they wore seen.” "f 

Tlic aiTsir of the right oavolry brigade was an 
unfortunate ocourrenco. It does not clearly 
appem* that so many coi'pa wore required, Tlwy 
woi'c ciwdod up togutlior; mid tlio fonnatiou of 
cuvftliy in finnt of liovso artillery^ was a case fov 
w)ucli» palmpa, tlioro is no parallel in military 
lusCory. If aiiotlicr regiment woro requiiad, it 
should have boon formed on the extitano riglit of 
tlio cavalry line. 

The action lusted till near eight o'clock at 
nlglit. We did not bring off all the guns which 
bad boon coptured, os only twelve remained in 
our posscasiom The despatch concludes—*' Tho 
victoiy was comploto as to tho total overthrow of 
tho onomy; and his senso of utter discoinfltm'o 
and defeat will, I trust, soon bo made apparent, 
unless, indeed, tho rumours, prevalent this day, 
of his having been joined by Chuttur Sing, 
provo conoet, I am informed tliat tho loss of 
the Sikhs bos been very groat, and chiefly 
among tlieir old and tried soldiers. In no action 
do I romeraber seeing so many of on onemy’a

The battle of Qoojcrat, Slstof Februmy, 1340/ 
The &ll of Mocitau iind poriuittcd Mojor-gonoral 
'Whish, to merflli to joiu Lord Qough. IIo 
Tooched lUinnuggor' on the IStli, [vnd joined 
army ho(id>qaoTtors on the lOtli of Pebrijmy< 
On tho ISth his Excellency htuX moved iu tlie 
direction of Wuscembod, tho enemy having Ic^ 
theb oiitrenchmoiiU, and taken up a [K)aition be¬ 
tween Qoojomt and tlie Oienab. Tho governor* 
general snys, *' want of supplies led to this move¬ 
ment, on tho port of tho enemy, whoMvoro 
allowed to elToot ft without being molested by 
our troops/’ Thoir inton tion aiqwars to havo 
been to Ijavo cit^ssod tlio Choniib, end, nftor 
ravaging tho Rochna Doab, to proceed to 
Lahore; but tlio mtentlou was frustrated by 
Mcgor*genoral WhiaL’s having dotachc<l iv bri¬ 
gade, to guard the fords obovo and below Wu-

cnloulatod, fiom oU reports, at sixty thousnnd 
men of all arms, and A/ty-nino pieces of nrtilleiy, 
undor tlio command of Sirdar Chuttur Singnml 
Kaja Slier Sing, witli a body of one thonann<l 
A VO hundred AfTghon lioroo, led by Akinin 
Khan, son of Ameer Dost Maliotned Kban a 
result, niy lord, glorious indeed, for tbo ever* 
victorious amy of India; their position cairicd, 
their giuiB, ammunition, the ranks of tlio enemy 
broken, camp equipage and baggage eapture<l, 
thoir dying mossoa driven beforo their victorious 
pursuers, A*om roid-day to dusk, receiving most 
severe punishment in tlicir*flight; and, my lord, 
with gratitude to a merciful Providence, I have 
the sutiafactioD of adding that, notwithstanding

" On tho.oxtrcins loft, I placed tho Bomliay 
column, commanded by the Hon, H. Uunclns, 
supported by Brigadier Wliito's brigade of cavalry, 
and tlio SiiulJi liorao, under Sir J. Tliackwull, to 
protect the loft, and to prevent Imgc bodies c»f 
Sikh and AfTghan cavalry from tximing that fbiik: 
with this cavalry, I placed Captain Dua can’s luid 
Whieh’s troops of horse^aitillcry, whilst tlie in¬ 
fantry was covered by the Bombay troop of horse 
artillery, under Major Blood.” 

" On the right of the Bombay column, and with 
the right resting on tho nuUali, I placed Brigmlier- 
general Campbell’s division of infantry, coveml by 
No. 5 and No. 10 light field battoricd, imdor Major 
Ludlow and Lieutenant Robertson, having Bri¬ 
gadier Hoggan's brigade of infantry in reserve/’ 

“Upon the right of the nullah, I placed the 
infmitry division of Mojov-gcnoral Sir Walter 
Gilbert; the heavy guus, eighteen i» number 
undei* Majort Day and Horsforcl, with Coploin 
Shakspeav, and Brevet-uiajor Sir R. Shakspeav, 
commanding batteries, being disposed, in two 
divisions, upon the flanks of bis left hrigado.” 
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“The Jine was prolonged by Mftjor*g:caiia'ftl 
WhUli's division of infantry, witli one bvigudo of 
infwtry, under Biigudicr Morklmni, in support, 
in second lino j and the whole eovcitjd by tinw 
troops of liovse artillery, Majm' J^oidycn'H, Cnp. 
tains Mackunfiio’s and AndsrKoa’i, and No. 17 
light dold battery, undor Captain Dawos, ^v^tll 
Liei I tenan t-coloa ol Lane's, and Captain Ki nlosido's, 
troops of Itorse AVtillory, in a second line, in ru- 
servo, under Liontonant-colonol Brind." 

“My right Hank wm ])rotcctu<l by Brigadioi'S 
lloarsny’s and Lockwood's brigades of cavalry, 
with Coptain Warner's troop of I torso artillcty." 

“ The 6 til and Otli liglit cavalry, wltli thu 
Bombay light field battery, and tlio 4/^tli and 
dUtli regiments, under , the command of Lieu- 
tenanUcoloncl Mercer, most offectualiy protected 
my 1 * 001 ' and baggage." 

“ With my right wing, I propoHod penetrating 
the centre of tlie cuoiny's lino, so os to turn the 
position of their foi*co in rear of tlie nuDali, and 
tlms enable my loft wing to ciosa it witli littlo 
loss; HU d, in co-operation with the right, to double 
upon the centre, tlic wing of tlio enemy's force 
opposed to tliein." 

“At lialf.past seven o’clock, the army advanced, 
in the order dcecrlhed, with the precision of a 
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|>ara<}e movemeat. 'Ilio enemy opened their iire at 
a very Ioq^ diatauce, which exposed to my artilieiy 
both the positioQ and rougo of thei v gnus. 1 halted 
the infajitry just out of hre, and mlvanced the 
whole of my artillciy, covered by skirimshcrs.’* 

“ Tlio caunouadc, now opened upon the enemy, 
was the most mog^ificcut I ever witnessed, and 
09 tcirible in its effects/'' 

" The Sikh gima were served with their axxjua- 
tomod rapidityand the cnoroy well and reso¬ 
lutely mamtained his position; but the terrilic 
force of our fire obliged them, after an obstiuntc 
resistance, to fall back. I then deployed the 
infimtry, and directed a general odvance, covering 
the movement by my artillery, as before/' 

“ The village of Burra Kahtt, the left ouc of 
those of that uumo, in which tiio enemy bod cou- 
ccaled a large body of infantry, and winch was 
apparently the key of their position, lay immedi- 
atdy in Che line of Major-general Sir Walter 
Oilbert’s advance, and was carried, in the most 
brilliant style, by a spirited attack of the tliird 
brigade, imder Brigadier Penny, consisting of the

is said, proposed a CAnnouade fbr dues krais. The plan 
vds followed Out.

“ The liftfvvy jirtllloiy con tinned tu iidvaneii 
with cxtitiordinmy cclority, taking u\t jHinauHRiw 
forward positions, diiviiig the eucniy ritkin ihw. 
they had I'etirsd to, wliilst tlic rapidadvnu&t, uud 
beautiful i^rfi of tlic boi^sc artillery mid liglit Oidd 
batteries, wliioli 1 strengthened, t)y bringing to 
tlio front tlio two vesorvod troops of Imrw mi illc.vy, 
under Licntcmuit-colojjcl Brind, Brigadier JbvHike 
Imviiig tile gunml NiipeiinteiuImnN* of the who[i> 
of tlio liorsc mtillory, broke tin* riuiks of tlie 
enemy at all points. 11 ir wide infantry line in»v 
rapidly advanced, and drove the onoiny it. 
Tho nuUah was cleared, Hcverid vlllngrH Ktnvined,

“ Tliiwglifnit the otwmtions thus detailed, the 
ciivaliy brigmlea ou tlie llnnks wore threatened, 
and occasionally attacked, by vast masses of the 
enemy's cavalry, which were, in every instance, 
put to fligl\t by the steady movements and spirited 
inanccuvrcs of our cavalry, moat zealously and 
judiciously supported by tlio troops of horse 
urtilloiy attached to them, from wliom the enemy 
received the severest punishment/' 

On the left, a most succcssfid and gallaut 
cliargc was made upon the AfTgliau cavalry, and 
a large body of Qorchcixras, by tho Sindh horse, 
and a party of tho Qth lancers, wbca some stand¬ 
ards wore captured.” 

“ The dctci'Qiined fient shown by tbe 14lh 
light dragoons, and tlie other cavaJiy regimeuts, on 
the right, both rognJar and UTCguloi^ completely 
ovci'awed the cnomy, and contributed much to tho 
success of the day. Tho conduct of all, iu Mow¬ 
ing up tho fugitive enemy, was beyond all praise.”
